Free Means Free 

Knee-jerk support of Chavez's TV-station shutdown 
legitimates all censorship BY LOUIS BLACK 


Unfortunately, the political left is just as 
knee-jerk as the political right. This is to be 
expected, but it still saddens me. Too often, 
discussions degenerate into accusations that 
people who hold opposing views are in fact 
bad people who are doing evil things inten- 
tionally. I tend to think that, most of the time, 
all humankind thinks that what it is doing is 
good - good for them and theirs. This is not 
to say that good is always done; in point of 
fact, there are a lot of horrible things done 
with the best of intentions. Yet, too often the 
discussion is of good guys and bad guys, of 
black and white, of good and evil. 

Some of the left’s anti-Americanism is 
just as depressing as the right claims it to 
be. Again, this is not to claim the right has 
the moral high ground or the more enlight- 
ened perspective. Defending a person’s rights 
when they reflect your own is of value, but 
when one’s defense is limited to simply 
that area, you are talking privileges, not 
rights. Mindlessness is mindlessness, no mat- 
ter what course it serves. Human rights have 
to be divorced from people’s ideological and 
political beliefs. 

This is a context for looking at what is hap- 
pening in Venezuela (which I think may well 
outrage friends and readers who are often 
sympathetic to this column). This is not a 
discussion about President Hugo Chavez but 
about speech. Recently, Chavez’s government 
did not renew the license of RCTY a televi- 
sion station that opposes the government. 
Riots ensued. In this context, the following 
e-mail was forwarded to me: 

“Dear Friends, 

“I hope your Mother never calls you saying: 
‘I need to know whether you think I should 
leave my building and go somewhere safe.’ 
Yet, that’s the call that I got from mine this 
morning. Throughout the night, fires were 
set and bullets rang throughout her neigh- 
borhood, at the end of yet another day of 
protests against the closing of RCTY one of 
Venezuela’s main television networks. The 


unique aspect of these latest protests are 
that they are being spearheaded by students, 
who are risking their lives to fight for their 
freedom of expression and assembly. The 
stories coming out of Venezuela are harrow- 
ing. We think there are about 105 youths 
currently detained, (as of this morning), and 
80 adults. Of those youths, we don’t know 
how many are injured. For the first time, with 
the technology of YouTube, several students 
have video-ed the government repression 
taking place throughout Caracas, as the city’s 
Metropolitan Police forces have fired rubber 
bullets directly at students, spraying them 
also with tear gas. 

“Pro-Chavez activists abroad will say that 
the students were throwing bottles and 
stones, but there is documentation of unpro- 
voked police brutality throughout the city, 
including an email from a student which I 
received this morning detailing how she and 
her mother were surrounded by dozens of 
policemen firing rubber bullets directly at 
them, before one whispered that he ‘didn’t 
agree with what was going on,’ and allowed 
them to escape. 

“Look - I know this isn’t happening in the 
U.S. , but Venezuela is in your backyard. When 
freedom erodes anywhere, believe me that it 
also erodes here. You all are my friends, and 
you know that I wouldn’t write you if I didn’t 
feel that the situation is critical. Anyone who 
defends Chavez needs to explain why students 
are willing to risk their lives now. 

“All I ask is that you keep us in your 
prayers, and that you follow the news close- 
ly. A great video detailing the erosion of 
Venezuela’s press freedoms was created by 
The Human Rights Foundation and subtitled. 
www.freerctv.com. There, you will see what 
Venezuelans have endured for the past few 
years. I include my family among them. 

“Please feel free to pass this email to your 
friends and family. We want people to know 
what is really going on. Enough of the Chavez 
propaganda machine in the U.S.! 

“Best,” 


When I asked my friend who had for- 
warded it for permission to reprint this 
e-mail, she answered: “Absolutely, you 
should know that RCTV has now found a 
way to continue with ‘El Observador’ (the 
news) online. Welcome to the 21st centu- 
ry!!! Here is a link, http://www.youtube.com/ 
elobservadorenlinea.” 

Some of the American left enthusiasti- 
cally supports Hugo Chavez because he is 
so decidedly anti-American and because he 
talks the talk of liberation and equality. But 
does he walk the walk? 

The same day I received the above e-mail, 
radio activist Jim Ellinger forwarded me 
some discussions about this situation that 
are going on among those involved with 
community radio nationally and interna- 
tionally. The main organization is AMARC, 
which I believe has come out against the 
nonrenewal. Accompanying it were two e- 
mails from progressives championing the 
nonrenewal because of the station’s politics 
and ownership. 

One of those in favor of the nonre- 
newal explained, “After Chavez was elect- 
ed president in 1998, RCTV shifted to 
another endeavor: ousting a democrati- 
cally elected leader from office. Controlled 
by members of the country’s fabulous- 
ly wealthy oligarchy including RCTV 
chief Marcel Granier, it saw Chavez and 
his ‘Bolivarian Revolution’ on behalf of 
Venezuela’s majority poor as a threat.” 
RCTV the writer stated, was also involved 
in the coup attempt against Chavez. 

I responded in part, “If one favors shutting 
down a media outlet for any reason, then one 
legitimates all censorship. 

“I can’t believe the sentence: ‘Would a net- 
work that aided and abetted a coup against 
the government be allowed to operate in the 
United States?’ 

“Every illegal and legal action the U.S. 
government has taken against the left has 
been framed as their being a threat to 
national security . . . the two letters here are 
so cloaked in corrupt, ideological language 
that they could pretty much go into a new 
edition of George Orwell’s Animal Farm 
relatively unedited and seem as though they 
were part of the satire. 

“When we start attacking speech because 
we disagree with it, or because of who is 
behind it, we are ceding all our own freedoms 
to repressive forces.” ■

No Tokens; Support 
Multiculturalism 

Dear Editor, 

First of all, a big congratulations to Harold 
McMillan, director of the East Austin nonprofit 
DiverseArts. Monday night he was awarded a 
much-deserved achievement award - a seat in 
the Austin Arts Hall of Fame (ironically, at the 
Cap City Comedy Club). His legacy? Single-hand- 
edly struggling to preserve the black and multi- 
cultural arts community in Austin for the last 20 
years. Very single-handedly. Or so it would seem 
at the recent affair. 

Facing a sea of mostly shiny white faces (with 
the occasional, but rare, ethnic variation), the 
critic who introduced McMillan rattled off an 
excited and nervously detached laundry list of 
festivals and accomplishments, underscoring 
the man’s singularity and perseverance despite 
a tragic fire and funding cuts. Yet ... how odd 
that McMillan was the only inductee for whom 
the emcees had no personal anecdote to share, 
no convincing, heart-to-heart testimonial. Not to 
mention that there was at least one other promi- 
nent multicultural arts advocate in the room, 
Lisa Byrd. McMillan and Byrd are working on a 
coalition to project the landscape of the Austin 
arts community over the next 10 years. 

Still, the evening did little more than empha- 
size what seems to be the inevitable in the col- 
lective consciousness: East Austin, and Austin’s 
multiculturalism in general, is dying. So let’s 
tokenize it; let’s give it a dusty resting place in 
the Austin Arts Hall of Fame. 

The other option is to reverse that mentality: 
Support the work that DiverseArts and ProArts 
and other organizations are doing around town and 
particularly in East Austin. Support them even if 
the city pulls out promised funding, even if carpet- 
bagging businesses continue to gobble away the 
East, and even if developers continue to ravage 
the land where once the blues was king. Go to 
www.diversearts.org or www.proartsaustin.org to find 
out what you can do to keep East Austin alive.

Middle Ground for Dawson Plan 

Dear Editors, 

Cheryl Fillekes’ and Jim Lacey’s opposing 
letters on density (“Postmarks,” June 1) do 
not address the issue at hand in the Dawson 
Neighborhood. There is room for middle ground 
in this dispute, and the middle ground can be 
found in the text of our neighborhood plan. 
The question is not density or no density; the 
question is where density is allowed. Changes 
for four blocks have been discussed. There has 
been no organized opposition to possible chang- 
es on the three exterior blocks (as long as the 
property owners want the changes). But there is 
organized opposition to commercial zoning on 
the one interior block. The neighborhood voted 
against commercial development on the interior 
block at a well-announced democratic meeting 
held on Feb. 12. 

The Dawson Neighborhood Plan encourages 


development on our commercial corridors while 
calling to “Preserve the residential character 
of the interior of the neighborhood.” Our plan, 
adopted by council in 1999, included the infill 
option of the day, mixed-use building. We allowed 
major upzonings all along South First Street 
and South Congress Avenue. Dawson is help- 
ing to discourage sprawl, to encourage afford- 
able housing, and to protect water resources. 
Recently we voted to opt in for all of the new ver- 
tical mixed-use options. Dawson has repeatedly 
supported development on properties located 
on commercial corridors. We have not sup- 
ported commercial creep into the interior of the 
neighborhood.

Cheryl Smith's June 1 article [“Bucks for 
Bullets: Federal minimum-wage raise approved," 
News] subliminally extolling the so-called virtues 
of minimum wage is misleading and harmful. 

The pricing mechanism of the market always 
balances supply and demand. When the cost 
of labor Is artificially increased by the hammer 
of government threat, the supply of labor will 
be forced down because business owners will 
either lay off workers or not expand their busi- 


nesses. Prices and shortages relative to static 
or rising product demand will increase. 

In short, everyone suffers. This results from 
the natural or real market-pricing mechanism not 
being allowed to weigh supply and demand ratio- 
nally without artificial coercion. Allowed to work 
normally, the market always substantially lifts 


economic growth, increases employment, and 
pays people more. But forced synthetic upward 
price pressures, of any kind, produce unwarranted 
hiring uncertainty and expand unemployment.

And the never-ending neo-leftist fantasy of 
the minimum wage helping the poor and the

allowed to function without interference, jobs and 
wages grow dynamically. All levels of employment 
opportunities and pay increase accordingly.

The U.S. Department of Justice announced on Friday 
that it will investigate the Austin Police Department for 
its use-of-force training and implementation, in 
response to a 3-year-old request from the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People and 
the city. On a related note, early Sunday morning at 
Chester’s East Side bar, a confrontation between Austin 
Police officers and a patron who may have been carrying 
a gun ended in the fatal shooting of Kevin Brown, 25, by 
APD Sgt. Michael Olsen. See p.28.

One headline item in today’s City Council agenda is the 
suddenly controversial proposal for a partly “forgivable” 
$750,000 relocation loan to Las Manitas Avenue Cafe, 
still under the shadow of a planned Marriott complex. 
Opposition is rising from the blog and talk-radio under- 
brush, and the outcome is uncertain. See “Beside the 
Point,” p.18. 

On Wednesday, the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals 
ordered a new trial for Michael Scott, serving life in 
prison for his role in the 1991 yogurt-shop murders of 
four teenage girls. The court ruled on constitutional 
grounds that prosecutors had illegally used a confession 
by another defendant without allowing cross-examination 
by Scott’s attorneys.

A few short lines wedged into a massive Senate water bill 
will raise pumping caps for the Edwards Aquifer by 

more than 25%, spurring fears among environmental 
activists that the aquifer will be drained down to critical 
levels more often in the future. The Senate raised the 
pumping cap from 450,000 acre-feet - the limit originally 
set by the Edwards Aquifer Authority’s legislative mandate 
in 1993 - to 572,000 acre-feet, in order to resolve a con- 
tradiction between the official cap and the 


permits already issued based on historic usage. The 
authority issued permits totaling 549,000 acre-feet for 
this year, and if the Lege didn’t set new caps this ses- 
sion, local governments throughout Central Texas would 
owe more than $750 million to permit holders, lawmakers 
said. The law sets a firm cap and includes some safe- 
guards to be implemented in the event of extreme 
drought conditions, like the ones that dried up the springs 
50 years ago. But some environmentalists are worried 
that there’s not a timely and accurate way to monitor 
pumping to decide when to apply the restrictions. “What 
concerns us about that is there is not really a good han- 
dle on what people are pumping. Sometimes it takes sev- 
eral months to get reports,” said Dianne Wassenich of 
the San Marcos River Foundation. -Justin Ward 

Lee Leffingwell - who has striven to end the outsourcing 
of Capital Metro jobs by making all workers direct 
employees of the transit authority - will be replaced on 
the Cap Met board by Mike Martinez at today’s City 
Council meeting. “I went over to Capital Metro with a 
specific purpose in mind,” says Leffingwell, “to make an 
impact on the very difficult labor problem there.” That 
task - “getting the board to agree to the concept of a 
unified workforce,” in Leffingwell ’s words - is far from 
over. A resolution announcing the intent to bring all 
employees in-house - ending the Cap Metro-created 
intermediary StarTran and the outsourcing of Cap Met 
jobs to third parties - received a tepid reaction from 
Amalgamated Transit Union Local 1091, Cap Met’s larg- 
est union. Burned from the last round of contract negoti- 
ations, 1091 is reluctant to give up its bargaining power 
- including the last resort of a strike - in exchange for 
meet-and-confer bargaining. Having made the case to the 
board, Leffingwell says the next “sales job” needs to be 
directed to ATU. “Mike would perhaps be better qualified 
in that than I would, to show them that this will work out 
in the best for them,” referring to Martinez’s precouncil 
days as firefighter union president. - Wells Dunbar 

Last week the Travis Co. Democratic Party Executive 
Committee unanimously approved a resolution calling on 
the city of Austin to refuse any exceptions to the 
Waterfront Overlay Ordinance, which governs develop- 
ment on Town Lake. Party Chair Chris Elliott said that

Congress' 

War 

It did not begin - 
nor will end - in a day

Any discussion of the congressional response 
to the Bush administration’s continuing refusal 
to begin winding down its war on Iraq should 
begin with the highly contradictory attitudes of 
the House representatives’ constituents (that 

is, us), as expressed in numerous national 
polls. As noticed again this week, by Truthout 
columnist William Rivers Pitt, “A recent CBS/ 
New York Times poll laid out the conundrum: a 
huge majority disapprove of the war and wants 
to withdraw, or at least wants timetables set for 
that withdrawal. That same poll, however, 
showed a meager 13% support cutting the war 
funding, which is pretty much the biggest club 
in the Democratic bag.” (This week’s Washing- 
ton Post/ABC poll found much the same: 55% 
want withdrawal, but only 15% want “immedi- 
ate” withdrawal.) If the same Americans who 
say they want the war to end overwhelmingly 
don’t want to stop giving Bush money to fight 

it, how exactly is Congress - attuned to voter 
sentiment like aspens to the breeze - to be 
expected to do what is necessary? 

That is not to excuse congressional vacilla- 
tion on the war - where everybody is ready to 
panic but nobody wants to panic first - but it 
is at least partly in response to the rhetorical 
drubbing the “Democratic” Congress has taken 
in the last couple of weeks from the left, espe- 
cially the hair-trigger “netroots,” in the wake of 
the May 24 vote to approve the supplemental 
military appropriations bill. I think the world 
of anti-war hero Cindy Sheehan (who in disil- 
lusionment last week stepped away from pub- 
lic life), but did she really think that last 
November the Democrats had somehow 
acquired a wand that magically delivers veto- 
proof majorities? 

At the same time, I don’t think Congress, 
and especially the Democrats, should be let 
easily off the hook. As Austin Rep. Lloyd 
Doggett told the Chronicle last week, “I’d 
hoped that we were going to be building our 
numbers up, and yesterday we ended up with 
fewer votes than we had a few weeks ago.” 
More precisely, 171 House votes for the earlier 
“phased withdrawal” initiative had diminished 
to 140 Democratic votes against continued 
funding of the war. Since the Republicans voted 
in lockstep (194-2), that meant 280-142 to 
give the Bush administration the notorious 
“blank check.” Among Texas reps, it was worse: 
27 votes, including nine Democrats, in favor of 
the bill. 

Texas-Sized Excuses 

Hoping for some explanation, I queried as 
many of the nine Texas Dems as I could reach, 
along with (partly) Austin Republicans Lamar

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Smith and Michael McCaul. In brief, I 
asked them two questions: 1) why they 
voted to continue funding the war with- 
out restrictions on the administration and 
2) what would it take to persuade them to 
place restrictions on the funding. 

The answers were very mixed and sug- 
gestive of their current political predica- 
ment. Gene Green of Houston deplored the 
administration’s management of the war, 
saying, “After four years, the situation in 
Iraq is as volatile as ever, and we are not 
seeing progress,” but he added that he 
voted for the May 24 supplemental “because 
we must not cut off funding for our troops 
in the field.” He said he doesn’t support 
immediate withdrawal but “redeploying in 
stages,” with remaining U.S. troops playing 
only a small supporting role. 


Henry Cuellar, D-Laredo, pointed to 
veterans’ and children’s health-care fund- 
ing in the bill as justifying his support, 
while referring only vaguely to “account- 
ability” for the Iraqi government and a 
“new direction” in Iraq. Chet Edwards of 
Waco (aka Fort Hood) was more blunt, 
citing his previous statement, “Congress 
and the administration have a moral obli- 
gation to fund our troops while they are in 
harm’s way. Without this funding, our 
troops would have been put at greater 
risk, and operations at U.S. military instal- 
lations here at home would have been 
seriously hamstrung.” 

The problem with Edwards’ logic, of 
course, is that as long as this president is 
in office, those troops will remain in 
harm’s way - unless Congress does some- 
thing to prevent it. 

Looking for a Way 

Perhaps the most thoughtful response 
came from San Antonio’s Charlie 


Gonzalez, who also pointed to veterans’ 
health-care funds (desperately needed in 
his district) and recalled that he had 
voted, in the first place, against the initial 
authorization for the Iraq war. “That’s 
where I think we need to challenge the 
president,” he said. “It’s our constitu- 
tional authority to make war. We autho- 
rized the war - why can’t we ‘unauthor- 
ize’ it? ... If we did that, the burden 
would be on [Bush] to end the war, and 
he will not be able to shift it.” I asked 
him if he thought it realistic to believe 
that members who would not vote against 
continued funding would vote to with- 
draw authorization. He responded, “I 
still think it’s the only realistic way to 
bring the war to an end.” I wished Rep. 
Gonzalez, sincerely, the best of luck. 

Interestingly for mostly blue 
Chronicle readers, the local 
Republicans are also feeling 
the heat and trying increas- 
ingly to separate themselves 
from the sinking administra- 
tion. Lamar Smith, who rarely 
breaks GOP ranks, roundly 
endorsed “the Global War on 
Terror,” then added, “My 
hope and expectation is that 
our troops will begin returning home 
within a year.” That at least sounds like 
political patience wearing thin. 

And Michael McCaul pointed to his co- 
sponsorship, this week, of a bipartisan bill 
that would put into law the recommenda- 
tions of last year’s Iraq Study Group, 
which would require broader diplomacy, 
prioritize training the Iraqi military, and 
- most important for this discussion - 
“setting conditions that could lead to 
redeployment of U.S. combat brigades not 
needed for force protection as early as the 
first quarter of 2008.” 

And that sounds like the congressio- 
nal middle desperately looking for a 
place to land. After years of the national 
conversation being pushed relentlessly 
rightward, the colossal failure of the 
Bush administration, on many fronts, is 
finally pushing the public discussion in 
the other direction. It will be painfully 
slow, and uneven, but political victories 
never go to those who throw up their 
hands and leave the field. ■

Got Ourselves a Gun

In a town as culturally literate as Austin (i.e., 
populated by TV junkies and cinephile fanboys), 
this may amount to borderline heresy, but BTP’s 
never cared too much for The Sopranos. While 
the production values, verisimilitude, and leisurely 
pacing afforded by premium cable impressed - 
not to mention the initial novelty of extreme pro- 
fanity, unfettered sex, and stomach-churning vio- 
lence flickering across the boob tube - the dark 
tale of Tony’s family business always seemed too 
leaden under its own faux gravitas to approximate 
anything approaching entertainment. So I won’t be 
one of the millions watching this Sunday when the 
lumbering tale comes to an end after eight years. 
That’s a hell of a lot of loose ends that will need 
strangling with piano wire. 

Today (Thursday), City Council’s in a similarly 
unique position - with only one meeting to go until 
summer break, we’ll have a mob scene closing 
several storylines - but unlike David Chase’s cre- 
ation, they’ll launch a few new ones to keep coun- 
cil-watchers guessing over the hiatus. Most promi- 
nently featured is Item 8, making Las Manitas an 
offer it can’t refuse (apologies for mixing mob 
metaphors): a $750,000 relocation loan, out of 
the recently created Business Retention and 
Enhancement Fund. Under siege from talk-radio 
ditto-heads and e-trolls, the loan’s most controver- 
sial aspect - being forgivable after five years of 
payments - may be revisited on the dais. Lee 
Leffingwell tells BTP he wants more info on the 
terms of potential forgivability, including the possi- 
bility of lengthening the five-year amortization peri- 
od to put more money in city coffers. 

But that’s not the general tax fund - with emo- 
tions running as high as misinformation about the 
loan, it’s important to remember that the relocation 
bucks come from Downtown development and con- 
struction fees the city used to waive more often 
than not. If there’s ever been a more concrete 
example of growth “paying for itself,” we’ve yet to 
see it. But while relocating Las Manitas is well and 
good and “weird,” let’s hope council recommits to 
more pressing issues Downtown - maybe ensuring 


the Marriott taking Las Mas’ spot is captured in the 
affordable-housing fund for Downtown neighborhoods? 

While the debate over whether or not to include 
nonresidential towers in the Downtown housing 
fund will continue, council will adopt the Affordable 
Housing Incentives Task Force recommendations 
today in a twofer. Job one is codifying the changes 
suggested to the city’s longstanding Safe, Mixed- 
income, Accessible, Reasonably-priced, 
Transit-oriented Housing program; arguably, the 
centerpiece change is boosting the percentage of 
one’s income one can spend on a place - while 
still technically calling it “affordable” - from 30% 
to 35%. While justified as a response to the reality 
of increasing costs, it’s worth questioning whether 
it’s SMARTer to be reactive (i.e., raising partici- 
pants’ rents) rather than proactive (finding a way 
to keep costs low through incentives like afford- 
ability buy-downs from the city). Let’s hope the 
extra 5% sliver isn’t the first of a thousand cuts. 
Council also considers the rest of the task force’s 
recommendations; for a group that prided “deeper 
affordability” as one of its “core values,” it sure 
would be nice to see levels dip below the fiction of 
80% median family income (just less than $40 
grand for one earner) being sold as “low income.” 

Fiduciary concerns are indeed today’s money 
shot, as council formally issues policy direction 
over the 2007-08 budget. Today council can poke, 
prod, and probe the “financial forecast” floated 
by City Manager Toby Futrell last month but 
mysteriously whacked back from the last meeting. 
With ballooning police salaries (rightly or wrongly) 
fingered as a bandit every budget season, the 
Public Safety Task Force, helmed by Mike 
Martinez, had hoped to issue a resolution relating 
to PS spending; with the police shooting in East 
Austin over the weekend, the topic was scuttled 
from the agenda. The PSTF plans on convening a 
special meeting to pass it out before council’s last 
prebreak meeting June 21. 

Bada boom, bada bing.

some businesses are petitioning the city to bypass some of the ordinance’s 
provisions, allowing them to build higher and expand closer to the water than 
the ordinance allows. The Dems are joining forces with newly formed 
SaveTownLake.org, which advocates strict compliance with the original 
1986 ordinance. Both groups say they want to strike a compromise between 
the often conflicting objectives of promoting economic development and pre- 
serving green space. “If development runs amok on Town Lake, the city will 
lose something very special,” Elliott said. - J.W. 

Austin Energy’s regular electric rates fell slightly last Friday, thanks to a 9% 
fuel-charge decrease, a direct pass-through cost that includes upkeep fees for 
the statewide electric grid in addition to fuel used to generate energy. For a resi- 
dential customer who uses 1,000 kilowatt-hours of electricity a month, the sav- 
ings will be about $3. The utility credits slightly cheaper natural gas prices and 
the improved reliability of railroad coal deliveries to AE’s Fayette Power Project 
coal plant, which supplies roughly a third of the utility’s electricity. When coal is 
scarce, AE has to rely on more expensive natural gas, which accounts for anoth- 
er third of its generation. The other third comes from the South Texas Project 
nuclear power plant, co-owned by AE. Renewable energy (mostly wind) makes up 
6% of AE’s total power supply. Customers on the GreenChoice renewable energy 
plan won’t see a change, as their fuel charge is based on 10-year wind farm 
contracts. The lower rates won’t last, however. AE predicts a coal-related fuel 
charge jump of up to 20% in January. - Daniel Mottola 

The city of Austin extended an agreement last week to accept 5,000 evacu- 
ees with special needs from Galveston and surrounding areas in the event 
that a serious hurricane strikes the coastal city. Austin has agreed to shelter 
evacuees who have nowhere else to go or lack transportation, as well as 
those with special medical needs not serious enough to require hospitaliza- 
tion or a stay in a nursing home. Austin will coordinate with other cities in 
Travis and Williamson counties to house as many as 25,000 evacuees as a 
part of the Capital Area Shelter Hub plan. Austin’s system is one of the 
most sophisticated in the nation, said Scott Swearengin, head of emergency 
management for the city. And pet-owners need not worry, since Austin’s shel- 
ters will be pet-friendly. Swearengin said this is important, as many pet-own- 
ers won’t evacuate if they have to leave their animals behind. He also said 
there’s a dire need for anyone with any management experience to help run 
local shelters and for other volunteers to assist with day-to-day operations. To 
volunteer, contact the Red Cross at 928-4271.

A split Travis Co. Commissioners Court signed off on a letter on Tuesday to 
support Browning-Ferris Industries’ permit before the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality for a vertical 75-foot expansion of its existing landfill 
at Sunset Farm. Neighbors - who have said BFI’s landfill has been nothing 
but problems - are still vehemently opposed to the permit, but county leaders 
see it as a quid pro quo because, in exchange for the expansion, BFI has 
promised to vacate the site by 2015. Commissioners Ron Davis and Sarah 
Eckhardt voted against the motion. County Judge Sam Biscoe says the county 
still reserves the right to oppose the permit if the TCEQ decides the 2015 
closure date won’t stick. - Kimberly Reeves 

Henry and Dora Reimers first settled their original 160-acre ranch in 1893 on 
the banks of the Pedernales River. More than 100 years later, Travis County 
acquired the ranch - which had grown to 700 acres - from the couple’s great- 
grandson Milton in 2005, coupling it with 2,300 acres of bond-fund-purchased 
Pedernales frontage in the county’s southwest corner to form Milton Reimers 
Ranch Park. Having completed the transformation from private land to public 
park, the county is ready to share its recently completed master plan for 
improvements with the public. Planners hope to accommodate the fishermen, 
hikers, rock climbers, and mountain bikers who already use the park, along with 
new users, by providing parking lots, drinking water, toilets, shade shelters, and 
picnic areas. With the public review process under way, the preliminary master 
plan is viewable on the county Web site and at several public libraries around 
Austin.

The Capital Area Food Bank celebrates 25 years of service with the release of 
its 2006 Annual Report, a chronicle of the agency’s rich history in dispensing 
food, assistance, and a commodity money cannot buy - heart. Created in 1981 
as a joint venture with United Urban Council and Caritas, CAFB had initial ware- 
house space of just 1,500 square feet - its first “truck” was a 1974 pickup 
that hauled 135,000 pounds of food that year. Today, the food bank is recog- 
nized as a national role model. The report shows just how much the food bank’s 
numbers have grown, naming every donor, partner agency, and participating site 
by year. “You helped feed children, the elderly and families ... and keep the 
lights on,” it says. Specifically, in 2006, the bank provided 400,000 meals, 
donations of 14.3 million pounds of food and groceries, 61,000 volunteer hours, 
and participation in 600 food drives providing 4 million meals. Revenue and 
expenses came in slightly less than $30 million each. The report laments that 
the agency’s “work is not going to get easier” due to increases in poverty and 
population but notes just how far the average person can go to help feed the 
hungry in Central Texas: “Each $1 in donations provides five meals to those in 
need.” See the report at www.austinfoodbank.org. - Patricia J. Ruland 

“We face urban traffic with our naked body on our bikes as the best way of 
defending our dignity and of living the social struggle. ... [Cjycling can reduce 
our carbon footprint, but we are also vulnerable on the street and ask for con- 
sideration from motorists in the mix of traffic.” So reads the manifesto of the 
World Naked Bike Ride. Austin’s fourth annual bare-bottomed jaunt is sched- 
uled for June 30 at 4pm, beginning at the parking garage across from Waterloo 
Park at 13th and Trinity. Organizer Stephen Bosbach said the ride itself is not 
as much a demonstration as it is a celebration of peace, green transportation, 
and cyclists’ right to use the road. “People see the writing on the wall about oil 
dependence, and cycling is a cheap, safe, and sane alternative that needs to 
be used more,” Bosbach said. While toplessness is legal in Austin, tooling 
around with bare genitalia isn’t and represents a citable offense. More than 70 
cities in 24 countries now hold naked rides. Eager, bike-bound exhibitionists 
are encouraged to congregate beforehand for body-painting and costuming. For 
more info, see home.austin.rr.com/wnbr and www.worldnakedbikeride.org.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The public outcry for the release of children incarcerated at the T. Don Hutto 
Residential Center in Taylor, which detains 400 women and children await- 
ing the outcome of deportation hearings, is gaining steam this month. Hutto 
Vigil IX will take place from 11am to 4pm Saturday, June 9, at TDH, 1001 
Welch St. Hutto Vigil X will take place Saturday, June 23 - same time, same 
place - and will be hosted by Amnesty International. Jay Johnson-Castro Sr., 
founder of Free the Children Coalition, reports that the second vigil will loosely 
coincide with one sponsored the following day by the Valley Coalition, to pro- 
test a tent detention camp at Raymondville and to commemorate World 
Refugee Day, which is June 20. “Some of us will make a weekend of it to 
show that we feel that imprisoning the innocent ... is a human rights violation 
that is shocking internationally,” Castro says. - P.R. 

Texas Department of Public Safety troopers set new records last year for the 
amount of drugs seized and drug traffickers busted, the agency reports. 
Troopers seized nearly 48 tons of pot, three tons of cocaine, and 267 pounds 
of methamphetamine; in all, troopers pulled in drugs worth an estimated 
$335.9 million and arrested 1,975 “drug smugglers.” “Our troopers are high- 
ly trained in drug interdiction,” DPS Highway Patrol Chief Randall K. Elliston 
said; the record-setting year is a “reflection of that training.” While we don’t 
doubt their skill, it’s worth noting that at least some of the busted traffickers 
appear to have made the troopers’ job embarrassingly easy - like, for exam- 
ple, the criminally challenged saps who packed their pot into the rear of their 
SUV so that it pressed into and obscured the rear window. - Jordan Smith 

Lurking deep within a pending federal energy bill is a measure wind power 
advocates fear could be devastating to the booming, young industry. With the 
stated purpose of protecting birds, bats, and other wildlife, House Resolution 
2337, proposed by Rep. Nick Rahall, D-W.Va., would establish a federal 
bureaucracy to certify windmills through the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service - 
ranging from backyard windmills to huge wind farms. Susan Sloan, Austin- 
based spokeswoman for the American Wind Energy Association, says the leg- 
islation would be crippling, effectively shutting the industry down for up to a 
year while rules are written. That’s unnecessary, Sloan said, since the wind 
industry has participated in a three-year, ongoing federal advisory committee 
with the USFWS. A recent National Academy of Sciences report showed that 
windmills caused but three of every 100,000 bird deaths in 2003, she noted. 
Wind enthusiasts see this as an old-guard industry hatchet job. - D.M.

The Dust Settles: 

How did Local Legislators fare?

Against the session’s backdrop of intermittent political 
unrest in the House, Austin-area representatives nonetheless 
managed to pass meaningful legislation, which should hold 
most of them in good stead when they seek re-election next 
year. Two or three, however, may be forced into frontline bat- 
tles to defend their House seats. 

Democratic activists have spent the better part of the year 
on a scouting mission in Williamson Co., where they hope to 
run a strong candidate against incumbent Mike Krusee - 
just when he had finally found his voice in the long-running 
battle to topple Speaker Tom Craddick. The Round Rock 
Republican made a name for himself when he publicly 
slammed the speaker in an eloquent one-two punch, deliv- 
ered as a personal privilege speech in the closing days of the 
session. His principled remarks (inspired by Craddick’s end-run 
on House rules) earned him hearty claps on the back from 
both Democrats and Republicans - “the ones who are still 
speaking to me, that is,” Krusee says, referring to his friends 
among the anti-Craddick Republicans. Krusee had apparently 
run afoul of the party leadership early in the session, well 
before he announced his defection from Team Craddick. By 
then, Republican operatives had already “kicked him off the 
reservation,” as one member put it, and targeted the veteran 
rep for a primary challenge. 

Potential re-election problems also extend to a couple of 
Democrats - Austin’s Dawnna Dukes and Dripping Springs’ 
Patrick Rose - whose allegiance to Craddick naturally placed 
them at greater risk of drawing primary opponents in the next 
election cycle. As a “Craddick D,” Rose won a promotion to 
chair House and Human Services but bailed on the speaker in 
an llth-hour jump - too late, perhaps, to salvage whatever 
support he had lost among a growing force of Democrats in 
his district spanning Hays and Caldwell counties. 

Of the three at-risk reps, Dukes is considered the most vul- 
nerable, given that her Democratic constituents in eastern 
Travis Co. (and the rest of us for that matter) are rather per- 
plexed by her repeated vows to stick with Craddick, at least 
publicly, even as his circle of allies grows smaller. 

But it is a mystery whether Craddick will even seek re-elec- 
tion, especially as his most loyal “D" - Speaker Pro Tern 
Sylvester Turner - has joined the field of candidates for 
speaker. “The biggest question is whether Sylvester Turner 
made his decision with or without Tom Craddick’s blessing,” 
said Elliott Naishtat, Austin’s longest-serving House member. 
“If Turner’s announcement reflects a decision by [Craddick] not 
to seek re-election ... then many doors will open up for pro- 
gressive change in the Texas House.” (For what it’s worth, GOP 
Capitol buzz reports Craddick was meeting last week with his 
inner circle - among them HillCo’s Bill Miller, lobbyist Bill

Howard’s brightest moments this session came 
and went in a flash, with very little fanfare. The 
West Austin representative passed a trio of immuni- 
zation bills as amendments, hooking them onto a 
£ homeland-security-related measure (Senate Bill 11) 
| reforming the state’s response to terrorism and 
3 natural disasters. Howard’s amendment expands 
| and strengthens the state’s immunization-record 
system - widely supported by health-care advo- 
cates but lacking support in committee, where it 
had been left to die. Howard proved herself a team 
player, evidenced by her heavy workload, including a number of 
conference committees. 


Dem Rep. Jim McReynolds, Lufkin, for helping her 
move a bill that opens the door for advocacy 
groups to enter TYC facilities. Bolton is already 
planning her next legislative agenda. She intends 
to continue working on water bills and other growth- 
related issues in her booming southwest Travis Co. 
district, and she wants to pursue her goal of 
improving mental-health services for Texas children. 
“Personally I think I had a great session in terms of 
getting my sea legs,” she said. “And I’m very pleased 
to have four or five bills on the governor’s desk.” 


Messer, and deep pockets Richard Weekley and James 
Leininger - plotting primary revenge against those Republic- 
ans who led the uprising against him.) 

But aside from the Craddick factor, local voters will examine 
their representatives’ 2007 performance records before head- 
ing to the polls next year. Here’s a summary of how local 
House members fared this session. (We reported on Austin 
Sen. Kirk Watson’s freshman experience in the May 18 edi- 
tion.) You can also study individual legislators’ records in 
greater detail on the Legislature Web site, www.capitol.state.tx.us. 

Rep. Elliott Naishtat, District 49: The stealth jet 
Naishtat cleaned up by passing 28 bills, his most successful 
year since the GOP takeover of 2003. Naishtat says he made 
a strategic decision not to take public stands against the lead- 
ership, as he had in past sessions, to maximize his chances 
of successfully moving his bills onto the governor’s desk. “We 
had so many good Democrats who played a very important 
role in confronting the leadership and raising points of order,” 
he said, “so I made a conscious decision not to be at the 
back mic as often and to focus on key bills.” He’s especially 
proud of passing a measure to help small businesses provide 
health-care coverage for employees through an optional 
“three-share” pilot grant program created at the county level. 
And he succeeded in his second attempt to pass a constitu- 
tional measure providing tax relief for 1.3 million seniors and 
people with disabilities. Voters approved the proposal in May. 
Naishtat proposed a similar bill in a special session last year, 
but it was axed in the Senate. This time, he worked with GOP 
leaders to ensure passage. 

Rep. Eddie Rodriguez, District 51: Even noncontrover- 
sial bills can get caught in the cross fire, as Rodriguez learned 
with an Austin measure to clean up language in an affordable- 
housing bill he passed in the 2005 session (the city had 
asked Rodriguez to fix some holes in the bill creating a home- 
stead preservation district in East Austin). The chair of Local 
and Consent, Charlie Howard, R-Sugar Land, sat on the bill 
until the drop-dead day for local bills. There was strong suspi- 
cion that Howard had deliberately stalled, pending the out- 
come of a private-property matter he was negotiating with the 
city of Austin - but the bill moved on the final day and is on 
its way to the governor. (Other House members accused 
Howard of playing politics with local bills, too, but he vigorous- 
ly denied it.) Apart from the Howard headache, Rodriguez 
passed 10 bills, marking his most successful session since 
taking office in 2003. “It’s just amazing how Craddick has 
jazzed up the Democrats,” he says. “That’s really the biggest 
thing he’s done for us; he’s solidified our position in the 
Legislature.” 

Rep. Valinda Bolton, District 47: With her background 
in crisis management in the areas of domestic violence and 
sexual assault, Austin’s newest House member drew on her 
skills to help leaders resolve the Texas Youth Commission 
debacle. She credits GOP Rep. Jerry Madden, Richardson, and 


Rep. Dawnna Dukes, District 46: 

Dukes’ seat on the powerful Appropria- 
tions Committee gave her greater partici- 
pation in key funding decisions this year, 
and she took a lead role (as did Naishtat 
and many other Dems) in passing a bill 
to expand the Children’s Health 
Insurance Program. She was also the 8 
author of a bill creating a $20 million S 
incentive carrot for film production com- J 
panies to rebuild their Texas presence. o 

Rep. Mark Strama, District 50: 

Strama was perhaps the most outspo- 
ken local critic of the Craddick machine, 
challenging the leadership in a memora- 
ble “Alice in Wonderland” speech - 
because (quoting Humpty Dumpty) in 
Craddick’s interpretation of the House 
rules, the only question had become, 
“Who is to be master?” As in previous 
sessions, the leadership was not keen 
on campaign finance reform - a Strama 
priority - so little progress was made on 
strengthening accountability measures. Strama did succeed in 
moving a bill (as an amendment) that would provide veterans 
better access to free tuition at public universities. 

Rep. Patrick Rose, 

District 45: The Dripping 
Springs rep generally earned 
good marks in his first term z 
chairing the Human Services I 
Committee; he also earned 1 
his National Rifle Association z 
spurs by leading the effort to ° 
add further protections to the rights of gun owners. Rose took 
a lead role in advancing a measure that will add a bond pro- 
posal to the November ballot, asking voters to pay for a $3 bil- 
lion cancer research program. He had less success on one of 
the hottest issues in his district - groundwater conservation. 

Rep. Mike Krusee, District 52: 

The long-serving Round Rock rep took 
another drubbing on toll roads this ses- 
sion, an unpopular issue that he con- 
tinues to defend in spite of lawmakers’ 
eagerness to whittle down the over- 
sized statewide road-building program. 
Outside the road wars, Krusee man- 
aged to pick up a $9 million goody for 
his district, which will fund the creation 
of a clinical program in Round Rock for 
Texas A&M medical students.

THE BUDGET: 

WHOSE PRIORITIES? 

One hundred fifty-two billion dollars over 
two years. It’s being touted as a “record” bud- 
get, but ranking Democrats have savaged the 
biennial sum for failing to keep up with rising 
costs and a rising population, never mind the 
decade-plus of systematic underfunding of 
state agencies. 

Throughout the negotiation process over 
House Bill 1, the budget bill, the Senate 
Finance and the House Appropriations com- 
mittees agreed on one thing: that almost 
every state agency has been damaged by 
years of underfunding. The plan was to move 
cash from one-off special items into the core 
budget, where it would be much harder for 
future legislatures to slash. Instead, the final 
bill saw many special items added in during 
the last weeks at the request of Gov. Rick 
Perry - special items he could still veto. As 
Rep. Jim Dunnam, D-Waco, said in a joint 
press release with fellow Dems Garnet 
Coleman of Houston and Pete Gallego of 
Alpine, “If this is the best budget the 
[Legislature can pass in the best of times, 
Texans should pray that we never see the 
worst of times again.” 

They point to the estimated $10 billion 
shortfall, which will leave many agencies with 
too little cash to cover current demands and 
major funds actuarially unsound. This means, 
for example, 100,000 fewer children covered 
by Children’s Health Insurance Program 
and 7,000 fewer college students eligible for 
Toward Excellence, Access and Success 
Grants than in 2003 - failures that could 
have been solved by using the record $14.3 
billion surplus. 

Instead, in a return to trickle-down econom- 
ics, $11 billion of the surplus has been set 
aside for one-off property-tax cuts over the 
next four years, 95% of which goes to people 
earning more than $85,000 a year. The origi- 
nal House version had left the latest $3 bil- 
lion of that surplus in general revenue funds 
so it could be spent on state business in an 
emergency. The Senate moved it to the ring- 
fenced property-tax relief fund, which would 
require a new law to access. “The first priority 
for David Dewhurst and Tom Craddick was to 
fund the rich man’s rainy-day fund,” said 
Sen. Eliot Shapleigh, D-EI Paso. “Let me ask 
this to the people of the state of Texas: Is 
that your priority?” - Richard Whittaker 

AUSTIN UNBASHED 

They say it’s poor form to speak ill of the 
dead - but like many of the dubious parlia- 
mentary decisions issued toward sine die, the 
normal rules don’t apply here. With the House 
and Senate recently departed, our fine city’s a 
merry widow, rejoicing that several Austin- 
bashing bills never got their due. But the 
untimely demise of a few near and dear - 
plus an ocean of fine print to wade through - 
means the 80th Legislature still haunts us. 

Bills that would have rolled back Austin’s 
clean-water protections - a frequent target 
under the dome - were flushed. Government 
relations officer John Hrncir, who tracks leg- 


islation, good and bad, for the city, points to 
egregious bills from frosh Sen. Glenn Hegar, 
R-Katy, that would have eroded local authority 
to enforce stricter water-quality provisions; the 
bill never made it out of committee. Another 
bill from Hegar the Horrible that would have cut 
the city’s ability to perform necessary land “tak- 
ings” also died an unmourned death. Hrncir 
says several bills blocking the city’s ability to 
annex Lost Creek Municipal Utility District 
failed “in all their various manifestations,” as did 
bills that would have gutted the city’s McMan- 
sion ordinances. Hrncir says the bills (from 
Rep. Edmund Kuempel, R-Seguin) would 
have broadly impacted general zoning ability 
and therefore attracted the unwelcome atten- 
tion of other cities, crushing their chances. 

Still, some important city initiatives were 
also felled. Drafted with city approval, and 
having cleared the House, legislation guaran- 
teeing meet-and-confer contract negotia- 
tions for city employees looked sure to pass 
- until Florence Shapiro, R-Plano, unexpect- 
edly offed it in the Senate. The American 
Federation of State County and Municipal 
Employees union local vows to continue the 
fight; if its members don’t feel like waiting for 
the Lege to reconvene, they could put citywide 
meet-and-confer to a vote; that’s how Austin’s 
firefighters earned it. (Other local labor bills - 
meet-and-confer for Emergency Medical 
Services providers and changes to Austin’s 
police retirement fund - passed.) The city’s 
other big loss was legislation creating trans- 
portation district zoning in the municipal no- 
man’s-land along State Highway 130, the 
future artery of Austin’s growth to the east. 
While not terribly controversial itself, the com- 
plicated highway bill suffered from the general 
controversy over transport and toll roads. “It 
got caught in the cross fire,” Hrncir says. 

Despite the losses, the city made some 
pragmatic gains. A bill revising local Rep. 
Eddie Rodriguez’s Eastside homestead 
preservation district legislation from last 
session passed, as did a Senate cleanup bill 
covering Travis County’s hospital district. 
Hrncir also points to passage of several 
smaller bills on the city agenda, like a busi- 
ness-supported bill allowing restaurants to 
serve alcohol to outdoor tables. 

With the Lege’s corpse still warm, Hrncir’s 
still sifting through the fine print on hundreds 
of bills. “There’s lots of bills we haven’t 
made a final decision on,” he says - and with 
the governor having until June 17 to sign or 
veto bills, this session’s spirit may long stalk 
the land. - Wells Dunbar 

ENVIRO GRADES: VERY MIXED 

On Tuesday, at the conclusion of a legisla- 
tive session in which energy and environmen- 
tal issues enjoyed unusual prominence - with 
discernible progress made on energy efficien- 
cy and renewable-energy fronts - several of 
the state’s green groups held a press confer- 
ence to assess the aftermath. 

First, the good news. 

• HB 3693, an efficiency omnibus bill 

that eases solar users’ ability to sell power 
back to the utility grid, immediately doubles

utilities’ requirements to meet new electricity demand 
through energy-efficiency programs (from 10% to 20%) and 
calls for a state study of going to 50% in coming years, cre- 
ates a Memorial Day sales-tax holiday for energy-efficient 
appliances, and requires that state and local government 
buildings (including schools) study their energy use and cut 
it by 30% over six years, by using efficient lighting and buy- 
ing appliances meeting the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s Energy Star requirements. 

• Senate Bill 12, designed to financially bolster emissions- 
reduction programs to repair or replace Texas’ dirtiest autos, 
passed with an amendment also to adopt tighter building codes. 

• HB 1090, which offered incentives to generate energy from 
biomass (such as agricultural crops and debris, wood, plants, 
animal waste, and municipal and industrial wastes), also 
included an amendment to kill the rogue Public Utility Commis- 
sion rule, Subsection M, which many feared would kill Texas’ 
renewable-energy market. 

• SB 1604 consolidates the regulation of radioactive sub- 
stances from three separate agencies to the Texas Commis- 
sion on Environmental Quality while notably securing citizens’ 
rights to call for a contested-case hearing for uranium-mining 
permits - a potential threat to water supplies. (HBs 3837 and 
3838, also related to uranium mining, are expected to bring 
new state rules for the initial permitting process and better 
notification to local citizens.) 

Bee Moorhead, director of interfaith advocacy nonprofit 
Texas Impact, praised the “unprecedented citizen involve- 
ment” she observed this session. 

Now the bad news. As the session waned, Sierra Club lob- 
byist Cyrus Reed said it became clear that “the Legislature 
left the plan in place for industry to increase tons of pollut- 
ants into the Texas air in coming years.” The largest letdowns 
included failures to address the threat of 11 proposed new 
coal power plants and specifically the state’s weak permit- 
ting system, as well as the absence of legislation to rein in 
Texas’ nation-leading contributions to climate change. 

Notably missing, too, was legislation to clean up acute con- 
centrations of toxic air pollution in so-called hot spots - often 
cancer-plagued residential areas near industrial centers. 

An energy-planning bill, HB 2713, will consider global warm- 
ing emissions in its recommendations to the 2009 Lege, but 
more direct tactics, such as bills that called for measured C0 2 
reductions and a state global warming task force, were unsuc- 
cessful. And though SB 12 will clean the air, an amendment 
that would have enacted efficiency standards for 10 appli- 
ances - which might have saved a coal plant’s worth of energy 
- was stripped in closed-conference committee. Tom “Smitty” 
Smith of watchdog group Public Citizen faulted the private 
conference process, saying that “no fingerprints are left on the 
eraser” as citizens are betrayed by leadership. 

Greens also grimaced at the passage of two nuke-incen- 
tive bills, one allowing the nuclear industry to spread out 
required decommissioning costs over time and another permit- 
ting nuclear plant exemptions from school property-tax rolls if 
they expand. 

Finally, SBs 482 and 483, designed to control utility domi- 
nance, unwieldy electricity rates, and to assess penalties for 
utilities like TXU, which greens accuse of Enron-style market 
manipulation, died with the close of the session. It’s unclear 
whether Perry will call a special session to address the unre- 
solved utility matters. - Daniel Mottola 

TYC: ENOUGH! 

In a session when the Lege faced criticism for big issues 
unsolved, the raw anger shown over the sexual, physical, and 
administrative abuse perpetrated at the Texas Youth Com- 
mission quickly became legislative action. 

Authored by Sen. Juan Hinojosa, D-McAllen, and refined by 
Rep. Scott Hochberg, D-Houston, in the House Corrections 
Committee, SB 103 rebuilds TYC from the ground up. With 
facilities closing, inmates being released, senior officers fired 
or quitting, and staff at several facilities facing criminal charg- 
es, the ground has been leveled. Now the new structures take 
shape. Youths convicted of misdemeanors will no longer be 
sent to TYC. Once incarcerated, felons will be kept in age 
groups, to reduce the risk of abuse, and the maximum age is 
cut from 21 to 19. The inmates left will be better protected: 


Juvenile corrections officers will require 300 hours of training, 
while a new inspector general, TYC inspectors, and an inde- 
pendent ombudsman will examine any internal allegations. 

The only real debate was over top management: Hinojosa 
wanted an executive commissioner, selected by the governor 
and confirmed by the Senate, to replace the discredited citi- 
zen board. To ensure some oversight, the commissioner would 
be reconfirmed every session. Hochberg, however, thought it 
was important to maintain a citizen board and didn’t want 
future scandals to get lost in the paperwork between the 
Capitol and the Governor’s Mansion. Finally, in conference 
committee, a deal was hammered out: Hinojosa’s commission- 
er gets two years to make sweeping reforms. In 2009, the 
agency will face further changes under the Sunset Review pro- 
cess and then be handed back to a new citizen board. 

The reforms have yet to be proven. The decision to fire and 
bar the hiring of felons and misdemeanants as correctional 
officers has led to staffing issues. Part of the problem has 
always been staff levels: There was only one staff member for 
every 24 inmates, which meant a lack of control and investiga- 
tion. The new target is l-to-12, still short of the federally rec- 
ommended l-to-8. - Richard Whittaker 

VOTING RIGHTS: DEFENDED ... MOSTLY 

The security of your ballot was the subject of several bills at 
the Capitol this session, two of which - HB 218, the voter ID 
bill, and HB 626, the registration ID bill - resulted in fierce 
floor fights of near-Ardmorian proportions. The former would 
have required voters to present photo IDs in addition to their 
voter-registration cards at the polls, a requirement that GOP 
backers said was necessary to prevent noncitizens and others 
from committing voting fraud; Democrats countered that the 
bill was a solution in search of a problem, that no epidemic of 
voter impersonation was occurring, and that the bill was actu- 
ally meant to keep people less likely to possess a photo ID 
(the elderly, minorities, the poor - three groups likely to vote 
Dem) from exercising their democratic rights. 

The bill easily passed the House, but a two-thirds vote is 
needed to bring a bill up for debate on the Senate floor, and 
Dems hold just more than a third of the Senate’s seats. So 
that’s where the dirty tricks began. First, voter-ID backer Lt. 
Gov. David Dewhurst tried to take advantage of the absence 
of ailing Carlos Uresti and recognized a motion for debate on 
218. Then, he claimed that John Whitmire had been off the 
floor during voting, which would have cinched the two-thirds. 
Whitmire furiously argued that he had been present and voted 
“nay” and let loose on Dewhurst so angrily that the lite guv 
threatened to boot him from the chamber. Dewhurst finally 
backed down and allowed a revote, by which time Uresti had 
returned to kill the bill. 

Dems also worried that Dewhurst would bring the bill back 
if recent liver-transplant patient Mario Gallegos was absent; 
against the advice of his doctors, Gallegos kept vigil in a hos- 
pital bed inside the Capitol until he finally shamed Dewhurst 
into a promise to let 218 die. 


HB 626 would have been even worse, requiring potential 
voters to present photo ID when registering - which would 
have effectively killed off the concept of voter-registration 
drives. After the fireworks over HB 218, HB 626 was allowed 
to quietly die in Senate committee. 

Other bills would have dealt with the problem of paperless 
electronic-voting machines. Several would have required a 
printout of each ballot cast so that voters could verify whether 
their choices had been properly recorded (and which could be 
used later in the event of a recount); a bill by Rep. Lon Burn- 
am, D-Fort Worth, would have banned electronic voting entirely 
and returned Texas to hand-counted paper ballots. None of 
those bills made it out of committee. - Lee Nichols 

TEXAS FILM: COME BACK, SHANE 

The Lege has tried to bring Hollywood back to Texas by 
pumping $20 million in tax breaks into the Texas Film Incent- 
ive Program. Approved but unfunded in 2005, the program 
was intended to encourage films to come here rather than 
states with similar incentives - hoping to recoup the estimat- 
ed 704 million dollars’ worth of productions and 4,500 jobs 
lost since 2003. But legislators also dealt with another big 
barrier to filmmakers choosing Lone Star State locations - 
Texas state government itself. There has been no set rate for 
shooting at a state agency, and some agencies were point- 
blank refusing to allow filmmakers to shoot in their buildings 
or grounds. HB 374, by Reps. Joe Pickett, D-EI Paso, and 
David Swinford, R-Amarillo, means film, TV, and commercial 
makers could apply straight to the Texas Music, Film, 
Television, and Multimedia Office for permission to shoot 
at any state-owned site. The state agency responsible for the 
site will have final say on whether they get to use it, but the 
film office gets to set the cost. Filmmakers would have a clear 
pricing structure and only be charged for the days they use 
the site, removing any element of surprise.

WOMEN'S RIGHTS: STALEMATE 

Concerning reproductive rights and women’s health care, 
the legislative session was plenty of smoke, no fire. In the 
end, maintaining the status quo is probably preferable to fac- 
ing a blaze of new laws regarding a woman’s right to make 
decisions regarding her reproductive life in confidence with her 
doctor. Attempts to include lawmakers in women’s private 
health-care decisions died - including Houston Sen. Dan Pat- 
rick’s SB 920, which would’ve required a woman seeking 
abortion to first review an ultrasound image of her fetus. Of 
course, maintaining the status quo means progressive mea- 
sures also perished - including Austin Rep. Mark Strama’s 
bid to increase access to comprehensive reproductive health 
and family-planning services for poor women (HB 1842). 
Lawmakers did approve another $5 million to fund crisis-preg- 
nancy centers, which provide no medical care whatsoever and 
exist solely to “promote childbirth” over abortion.

Counting Cars and Fears 

Northcross, policy, and power at City Hall

Who sets public policy in Austin? Will our elected represen- 
tatives - the mayor and City Council members - stand up for 
their convictions about the community’s best interests when 
the going gets tough? As the saga of the contested redevelop- 
ment of Northcross Mall has unfolded over the past year, it 
has illuminated the inner workings of city government. Ultim- 
ately, the question of who runs the city, and how, is of broader 
significance than whether one Wal-Mart Supercenter - how- 
ever reviled - gets built on Anderson Lane. Northcross serves 
as a troubling example of how council policy can get derailed 
or usurped by city staff - the city manager and her assistant 
CMs, the city legal department, even traffic engineers. Is too 
much power concentrated in the office of the city manager, 
which has nearly absolute domain over city staff? 

In Austin, who directs whom? 

These questions have been brought into sharp focus again 
by the revised traffic-impact analysis submitted to the city May 
17 for Lincoln Property Co.’s proposed redevelopment of 
Northcross Mall. The new TIA was requested by the city 
because the prior traffic forecasts appeared unrealistic; the 
project now faces a June 21 permitting deadline. Project oppo- 
nents such as the multineighborhood Responsible Growth 
for Northcross had hoped that the revised traffic projections 
would “demonstrate that a proposed development may over- 
burden the city’s street system” or 
that it “endangers the public safety.” 
Those criteria for denying a site plan 
application, set out in the Land 
Development Code, have historically 
been interpreted by staff to mean an 
intersection failure, according to 
Watershed Protection and 
Development Review Department Director Victoria Hsu. 
However, the latest TIA prepared by HDR|WHM professional 
consulting firm - the developer’s consultant - once again fore- 
cast no failed intersection. 

Barely avoiding failure was the major intersection at Burnet 
Road and Anderson Lane, at the northeast corner of the 
Northcross site. Intersection forecasts are based on trip-gen- 
eration estimates from formulas based on store square foot- 
age. By the traffic consultant’s computer program, the inter- 
section earned a “D” - rather than a failing “E” or “F” - in the 
TIA forecast. And while a “D” on a report card gets most kids 
grounded, for urban traffic a “D” turns out to be A-OK by the 
standards of the city of Austin. 

Just prior to releasing new TIA numbers, Lincoln and Wal- 
Mart Realty announced that the size of the supercenter had 
been reduced from 219,000 to 186,500 square feet. While 
Wal-Mart suggested in a letter to the city that the change was 
motivated by “being a good corporate citizen to local communi- 
ties,” it’s fair to question whether the tweak was calculated to 
bring the traffic counts just out of the failure zone on the TIA. 
The still-huge size doesn’t correspond to community preferenc- 
es expressed (e.g., for a grocery-only store, less than 100,000 
square feet). It appears calculated to accomplish not real 
community satisfaction but, rather, a skirting of city powers 
and policy. By avoiding intersection failure, Lincoln avoids hav- 
ing to submit a new site plan; sticking to the second site plan 
already on file allows Lincoln and Wal-Mart to continue non- 
compliance with community will and council policy - that is, 
the city’s newly effective design standards and Big Box 
Ordinance. 

Policy ... What Policy? 

By sliding a second site plan in just ahead of the ordinance’s 
applicability (quite calculatingly), Lincoln and Wal-Mart thumbed 
their corporate noses at council policy and the community will 
behind them. Said Brewster McCracken, “It’s likely they’ve suc- 


cessfully gamed the system. That’s infuriating. Lincoln just 
refused to participate. I’ve never seen conduct like that before 
from any company that wants to continue to do business in 
Austin.” Because of their flouting of council policy and commu- 
nity will, said McCracken, “They’re not long-term players. It’s 
up to council to remember that.” 

But why let them get away with it even now? 

The official explanation for why council has failed to assert 
its policy will at Northcross is that it “lacks the authority” to 
act. Council members repeatedly have been told that they lack 
authority to intercede - warned off by city management, the 
city attorney, and outside counsel Casey Dobson. If council 
members act outside their authority, it could trigger a lawsuit 
against the city. (Some council members also feared being 
sued personally, an unfounded but intimidating specter sug- 
gested by city staff.) Certainly, adhering to a standard pro- 
cess is essential for fairness and equity in development 
reviews. No one wants council stepping in to overturn site-plan 
approvals on the basis of favoritism, developer influence, or 
complaints by special-interest groups. But a huge public out- 
cry by citizens is another matter. 

The entire exercise of trying to pin this development’s denial 
on “objective” forecast data for a single intersection is, in 
truth, a dismal embarrassment. The reasons that Lincoln’s 
plan for Northcross is a bad idea - a poor land use for the 
city and detestable to community members - are far broader 
and more complex than traffic concerns, legitimate as those 
may be. A thoughtful determination on such a large-scaled 
inner-city redevelopment requires the intelligent evaluation of 
numerous interlocking and complex factors - a higher judg- 
ment call. That’s the kind of decision that rightly should be 
made by City Council, after the project has been vetted by the 
Planning Commission and an open public dialogue - not left 
to a computer formula run by a traffic engineer. 

“We have a huge problem in letting engineers set public 
policy in this community,” said McCracken. “We need a Public 
Works Department carrying out the public policy set by coun- 
cil. Public Works should not violate council policy.” McCracken 
noted that the city is hiring a new director of Public Works, 
which could be an opportunity for positive change. 

Said Council Member Jennifer Kim by e-mail, “I believe we 
have a serious issue with how we allow applicants to calculate 
traffic impact analyses (TIAs) for large buildings. First I would 
like staff to calculate a new TIA for the Northcross 
Redevelopment on the basis of the August 2006 ITE Journal. 
RG4N is assuming if these numbers are used, the intersec- 
tions will fail. We don’t know that for a fact so we need staff 
to do the calculation to make sure. If the numbers prove that 
the intersections will indeed fail, Wal-Mart needs to be honest 
about this and determine if they still belong there.” 

She added, “Given pressure from Wall Street on Wal-Mart to 
abandon plans for much of their new stores, they should 
understand that we’re in this for the long haul, and it may be 
better for them to just walk away from this project.” The 
world’s biggest retailer announced last Friday a change in its 


business strategy: It will reduce the number 
of new supercenters it opens by 25% for the 
coming fiscal year, with further cuts over the 
next three years. A Wal-Mart spokeswoman 
had told me she was “researching” whether 
the Northcross supercenter is on the list of 
potential cuts, but on Tuesday the Statesman 
reported that the company is “working on 
the same timetable as before, [and] there’s 
been no discussion of not moving forward 
as planned [on Northcross].” 

Endangering Public Safety 

City managers, attorneys, and staff con- 
tinue to assert that the city’s administrative 
process for site-plan approval absolutely 
cannot allow for intelligent intervention and 
discretionary judgment - even in such an 
exceptional case. Meanwhile, council mem- 
bers have let themselves be benched on the 
sidelines (happily enough in some cases, 
angrily in others) rather than assert the 
authority granted them under Section 25-6- 
141 of the Land Development Code, according to RG4N attor- 
ney Brad Rockwell. 

Casey Dobson, the city’s outside counsel, explains that the 
code doesn’t really mean what it appears to say. The relevant 
section, which addresses the approval process relevant to 
TIAs, states, “The Council or Director shall deny an application 
if the traffic impact analysis or neighborhood traffic analysis 
demonstrates that ... (2) The project endangers the public 
safety.” That broad provision, on its face, grants clear discre- 
tionary authority to the council, but Dobson asserts a contrary 
interpretation: Council has such authority only for zoning 
cases, while the director of Watershed Protection and 
Development Review has sole authority for administrative 
cases, such as Northcross. Asked why the code doesn’t actu- 
ally state this division of authority, Dobson responded, 
“Because some damn lawyer wrote it!” 

Rockwell: “That’s a creative way of looking at the code, to 
favor an interpretation that allows Wal-Mart to build the super- 
center and to take the City Council out of the decision-making 
process. That’s been the problem all along. Staff has bent 
over backward to find ways to interpret the code to keep the 
decision away from the City Council members.” 

What if Rockwell’s interpretation is correct? (He cited three 
recent cases in which his legal interpretations had been sup- 
ported by judges and city’s legal interpretations had been 
found wrong.) Council Member Sheryl Cole said: “If we have 
the authority, that would change everything dramatically. I 
was the sponsor of the Big Box Ordinance, so you know I’d 
love to deny [the Northcross site plan]. If we could deny it on 
the traffic impact, yes I would!” Echoed McCracken, “If we 
have that authority, we should exercise it.” Kim expressed 
similar sentiments. 

As for council members’ personal liability, Rockwell has 
given the mayor and council a 2000 Texas attorney general 
opinion that clarifies the right of City Council members to a 
legal defense by the city when acting in their official capacity - 
which includes interpreting code, even if their interpretation 
should later prove to be flawed. He added, “Wal-Mart is not 
going to sue people individually; it’s just kind of this bogey- 
man, and the idea that they would be subjected to an individu- 
al lawsuit is just kind of goofy.” 

McCracken said recently that all council members recog- 
nized early on that Lincoln’s plans constituted a poor land use 
that willfully skirted their policy intent: “It’s clearly a wildly 
inappropriate development for that intersection.” Yet because 
council has not agreed on the appropriate response, said 
McCracken, they have lacked the unity required to assert their 
policies. From McCracken’s perspective, the internal divisive- 
ness over Northcross has been so great that it has strained 
council members’ ability to work effectively together on other 
issues as well. Certainly it’s understandable that a bruised 
council prefers not to do itself further relationship damage. 

Yet community outcry over Northcross has not gone away, nor 
has council’s duty to implement its policies in the community’s 
best interests. 


Why let them 
get away with 
it even now? 
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Dobson stated that under his interpretation, 
WPDR Director Victoria Hsu clearly does have 
the authority to deny the Northcross site-plan 
application on the policy grounds of endanger- 
ing the public safety. Hsu, in her position for 
just a year, said she’s interested in learning 
whether any prior director has ever used the 
public-safety provision in reviewing or denying 
a site plan. Noted Rockwell, “That’s not an 


engineering decision; it’s a public policy deci- 
sion, balancing all of the many factors the city 
has to deal with.” RG4N has pointed to poten- 
tial delays in EMS and Austin Fire Department 
response times at the congested intersection. 
Rockwell also notes that Austin is under fed- 
eral mandates to reduce its ozone levels, 
which endanger public health and are 
increased by congested traffic. 

Will Hsu step up and deny the site plan? 
That would require the department director 
to demonstrate more moral courage (and 
job bravery) than City Council has yet sum- 
moned. But it’s possible. Attorney Mark 
Perlmutter, who successfully sued the city 
on behalf of the Heritage Neighborhood 
Association in the Buckingham Square 


case, notes of Hsu: “She made a fair and rea- 
sonable ruling, ultimately, similar to what the 
court decided. ... Unfortunately, Victoria was 
overruled by [City Attorney] Marty Terry and 
[Assistant City Manager] Laura Huffman.” 
That bit of bad advice from city legal and city 
management cost the city more than $10,000 
in attorney fees and court costs and much 
community goodwill; McCracken calls it “an 
embarrassment.” 

Based on her prelimi- 
nary review of the new 
TIA, Hsu didn’t believe it 
would provide her staff 
with grounds to deny the 
application. But she 
added that she remains 
very open to additional 
data. “If a citizen’s group 
had a second opinion or a different traffic 
study that showed an intersection failure, we 
would definitely look at that,” she said. Staff 
is still reviewing the TIA and may not issue a 
final decision until closer to the June 21 
deadline. “You can be reassured that we are 
looking at it so closely!” said Hsu. 

Asked what would happen should she use 
the code’s public-safety provision to make an 
executive decision and deny the Northcross 
site plan, Hsu shared the same bogeyman 
fear expressed by council members: “The 
applicant would sue me!” (In fact, says 
Rockwell, the code’s appeal provisions pre- 
vent this.) But then she added, “Of course, if 
I don't deny it, the neighborhoods could sue 
me, too.” ■

Higher Ed Funding: 

Congress comes to ACC 

Austin Community College will never be showered with million-dollar endowments. 
It doesn’t build tall towers or presidential libraries or conference centers. And it’s a 
safe bet that ACC will never fill an 80,000-seat stadium with screaming football fans. 

Yet ACC - not the University of Texas - is the growing gateway to higher education 
for minority students in Austin-area school districts. Statistics show that more than 
half of the Latinos who go on to higher education attend community colleges, and 
community colleges constitute more than half of those institutions classified as 
“Hispanic serving.” As the Top 10% Rule squeezes more local kids out of UT - and 
the number of Latinos in local school districts grows - ACC will be the choice for many 
of these students. 

The federal Higher Education Act will be reauthorized this year, possibly before 
Thanksgiving. A House subcommittee, chaired by Ruben Hinojosa, D-Texas, is looking 
at new methods to distribute federal education funds earmarked for historically black- 
and Hispanic-serving colleges and universities. On June 4, Hinojosa hosted a hearing 
on the ACC Eastview campus, with invited testimony from Huston-Tillotson 
University and ACC. 

ACC, which serves 8,000 Hispanic students, is less than half a percentage point 
away from qualifying for Title V funding, which is set aside for Hispanic-serving institu- 
tions - those with 25% or more Latino students. “We have a goal - to reverse a 
potentially devastating trend by increasing college attendance and graduation among 
Hispanics,” ACC President Stephen Kinslow told Hinojosa on Monday. “We encour- 
age you to place a priority on Title V funding as our demographics here in Texas and 
across the nation continue to change. Never have Hispanic-serving institutions been 
so important to America’s economic well-being as they are today.” 

The funding pool is not large. Title III funding, aimed at historically black colleges, 
was set at $79.5 million in 2006, to be spread among 97 historically black colleges. 
And Title V funding, set at $95 million, must serve hundreds of campuses. Moira 
Lenehan-Razzuri, Hinojosa’s education aide, says the goal is to find models that 
work and to leverage limited funding through corporate and local partnerships. For 
instance, Hinojosa recently amended the National Science Foundation budget to 
include matching federal grants for high-minority school districts when local school dis- 
tricts and corporate partners are willing to step up to the plate. And with only 6% of 
master’s degrees awarded to Latinos, said Lenehan-Razzuri, Hinojosa has also pro- 
posed competitive grants to expand graduate-course offerings for Hispanic-serving 
institutions, paralleling a program already in place for black colleges. 

At this week’s hearing, Hinojosa said his goal is to “get ammunition” to support his 
proposals. The congressman said his approach to Title III and Title V funding is two- 
pronged: Increasing the success of minority students in higher education is a matter 
of access and affordability. Students must know their higher-education options, includ- 
ing access to federal grants and loans, as well as private loans. “We bring in experts, 
from the community colleges and from the universities, to tell us what the obstacles 
are for our students,” Hinojosa said. “What’s keeping them from being college-ready? 
What do they need to know? So that we can improve access to higher education as 
well as try to keep higher education affordable for students.” - Kimberly Reeves

APD Shooting: 

What went down 



To put it bluntly, last weekend was a shit- 
ty one for the Austin Police Department 

and for the family of 25-year-old Kevin 
Alexander Brown, who was shot and killed 
by Sgt. Michael Olsen after a scuffle with 
police early Sunday morning in East Austin. 

The official account of the incident is 
limited in detail because police are ada- 
mant that the integrity of the criminal 
inquiry, involving a “large number of wit- 
nesses,” be maintained, APD Assistant 
Chief David Carter said June 4. Police 
say Olsen was working a directed patrol in 
the area of Chester’s Nightclub, near 
East 12th and Airport Boulevard, with sev- 
eral other officers when he was 
approached by a club employee, who 
Carter said was “concerned” that a man in 
a red shirt, Brown, was carrying a “weap- 
on, specifically a handgun.” Brown was 
among a crowd gathered in the nightclub 
parking lot when Olsen and Officer Ivan 
Ramos approached him. Police say only 
that a “struggle ensued” when Olsen tried 
to question Brown about the gun and that 
Brown fled, scaled a fence, and took off 
running through a neighboring apartment 
complex. The officers followed, with Olsen going around the 
fence, in an attempt to head Brown off, sources told the 
Chronicle. Official details end here, but sources told us 
Olsen ended up ahead with Brown running toward him. Olsen 
twice yelled for Brown to stop; when he didn’t, Olsen fired 
several rounds, killing Brown. At press time, the number of 
shots fired, and where Brown was hit, had not been released 
publicly; although unofficial reports say Brown was shot twice 


in the back of his body, 
police and prosecutors 
have asked Travis Co. 
Medical Examiner David 
Dolinak to withhold the 
report until officials have 
an opportunity to review 
the final autopsy report. 

Chester’s Nightclub 
has been a magnet for 
neighborhood complaints 
since opening in 
December. It’s a bring- 
your-own-booze club, 
open Friday and Saturday 
nights until 5am, and 
since opening, police 
have reportedly received 
204 calls to 911 for ser- 
vice near and around the 
club. Neighborhood com- 
plaints - including those 
related to the often- 
crowded and -rowdy park- 
ing-lot scene - prompted 
police to intervene earlier 
this year in order to help 
ease growing tensions 
there. Club management 
agreed to hire armed 
security and to partici- 
pate in community meet- 
ings, and police organized the directed patrol in an attempt 
to rein in nuisance complaints, largely about noise and 
excessive cruising. Olsen was one of several officers patrol- 
ling the area early Sunday morning. In March, APD officials 
told the Austin American-Statesman they were pleased with 
the deal they had brokered with neighbors and club manage- 
ment. “Our expectations are high that everything will work 
out well,” APD Cmdr. Mike Nyert said. 


The Brown shooting came just two days after city officials 
announced that the civil rights division of the U.S. 
Department of Justice would be coming to Austin to investi- 
gate APD in order to “determine whether [the department] is 
systemically violating constitutional rights, with a focus on the 
department’s use of force,” City Manager Toby Futrell wrote 
in a Friday memo to council. (The DOJ contacted City Attorney 
David Smith the day before, May 31, advising that the investi- 
gators would be coming to town.) 

Nelson Linder, head of the Austin NAACP, and Jim Har- 
rington, director of the Texas Civil Rights Project, filed an 
official complaint with the DOJ back in June 2004, asking that 
the agency investigate their concerns that Austin police regu- 
larly use excessive force on minority suspects, including in 
two high-profile shootings - of Sophia King in 2002 and 
Jesse Lee Owens in 2003 - both involving white officers and 
black suspects. (King had schizophrenia and was shot by 
police while trying to stab an employee of the city housing 
authority. Owens was shot and killed during a traffic stop, 
under circumstances that are still a matter of much debate.) 

Linder amended the complaint in 2005 to include details of 
the Midtown Live nightclub fire that sparked the “burn baby 
burn” fiasco when responding officers and dispatchers 
exchanged celebratory messages about the fire, viewed on in- 
car data screens by a gaggle of bystanders. And in March 
2005, Knee and Futrell signed on to the request for a federal 
inquiry, telling local U.S. Attorney Johnny Sutton that the city 
“would welcome an outside, objective review of [APD] policies, 
procedures and practices,” Futrell wrote in last week’s memo. 

Frankly, says Harrington, the DOJ complaint was filed as a 
shot in the dark - the DOJ takes on very few such reviews, and 
its civil rights division hasn’t enjoyed a reputation as being 
particularly proactive. So he was surprised to hear the agency 
had agreed to come to town, and he doesn’t think that bodes 
well for the city. “The fact is that there are so few cities select- 
ed for review that it does not speak well of Austin,” he said. 

The investigation is expected to begin within the month and 
could take up to three years to complete, Futrell said June 1. 
Last weekend’s shooting will be included in the investigation.

Homeless Funding Struggle 


Scrambling after slashed federal grants 
threatened a loss of 25 volunteers this week, 
the agency overseeing Austin’s most compre- 
hensive web of homeless services secured 
funding for the next two fiscal years - albeit 
at a reduced level. Formed in 1997, Front 
Steps is instrumental in the city’s campaign 
to end chronic homelessness. Most visibly, 
the group manages the Austin Resource 
Center for the Homeless Downtown and co- 
manages the Garden Terrace Residences, 
offering housing to the homeless. But no less 
importantly, Front Steps also oversees Keep 
Austin Housed, a multiagency program 
invested in getting people off the street and 
keeping them under a roof. Front Steps pro- 
gram director Carol Swicker says Keep 
Austin Housed bridges the interagency gaps 
its clients face. 

To that end, the 25 volunteers, funded by a 
federal AmeriCorps grant, provide assistance 
across 13 different homeless-service agen- 
cies. The positions vary - from work with out- 
reach and assistance providers, like Caritas 
and VinCare Services, to placement with 
transitional-housing centers, like SafePlace 
and LifeWorks. Casa Marianella, opened in 
1986 to help Latin American immigrants flee- 
ing political turmoil, was hit especially hard by 
the funding cut; three of four positions at the 
nonprofit’s Posada Esperanza women and 
children’s shelter were staffed by AmeriCorps 
volunteers. “What we try to use the 
AmeriCorps members for is clients that need 


extra support,” Swicker says, 

“applying for jobs, writing resu- 
mes, interviewing skills - things 
full-time case managers don’t 
have the extra time for. They put 
time in with real vulnerable cli- 
ents. ... The agencies aren’t able 
to follow clients when they leave 
[shelters], when they find housing. 

That’s a big component, helping to 
maintain clients’ housing.” 

The volunteers are also on the 
frontline at the ARCH emergency 
shelter Downtown. The three 
AmeriCorps volunteers there per- 
form a variety of tasks. For exam- 
ple, Melanie Prestridge helps 
secure prescriptions, wheelchairs, 

Medicare, Medicaid, and insurance 
coverage for clients in the Health Care for 
the Homeless Clinic inside ARCH; Mike 
Wilder works with A New Entry, which 
assists homeless clients coming out of incar- 
ceration; and Chris O’Neil manages cases at 
the clinic, hands out clothes, and organizes a 
“street soccer” team. John Gilvar, project 
director for the clinic, says loss of AmeriCorps 
funding would cut case management by half - 
from two positions to one. 

“There’s much more than the medical 
needs,” Gilvar says; with several clients hav- 
ing mental-health or substance-abuse disor- 
ders, comprehensive care is required. “Just

having a doctor hand them a prescription isn’t 


enough. You need additional support - help- 
ing with employment, addiction.” The volun- 
teers provide that additional help, he says. 
“AmeriCorps bolsters the program. Without 
them, it’s one less case manager.” 

Front Steps’ last AmeriCorps grant covered 
the final year of a three-year budget cycle, but 
the decision to defund the program - made at 
the federal level - caught them off guard. 

Front Steps Executive Director Helen Varty 
said her organization was lauded in a recent 
state survey of grant programs. “The federal 
government can fund below the top-scoring 
organizations,” Varty said in a press release. 
“We were surprised, but we don’t have any 


information yet” as to why the deci- 
sion was made. Under the grant, 
AmeriCorps volunteers are paid a 
small stipend for their work, mean- 
ing each volunteer contributed tens 
of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
market-value work to the agencies. 
“It’s a lot to replace,” Swicker says. 
“It’s going to impact how many peo- 
ple the agencies can serve and the 
intensity they can serve with,” not to 
mention prevent new nonprofits from 
coming onboard. Three additional 
groups - Foundation Communi- 
ties, Family Eldercare, and Mobile 
Loaves and Fishes - were slated 
to join Keep Austin Housed this year. 

With the current grant only keep- 
ing the AmeriCorps employees on 
through August, Front Steps looked 
to the state to pick up the slack - a 
dicey proposition even in the best of 
times. But Swicker says the OneStar 
Foundation, a nonprofit created under the 
aegis of the Governor’s Office, “has been real 
supportive.” This week, Front Steps learned 
OneStar would provide them with funding for 
two more years of AmeriCorps assistance. 

The funding doesn’t match previous levels - 
instead of 25 full-time volunteers, it covers 10 
full-time and 10 part-time employees - but 
Swicker is grateful. “We’ll have to make some 
cuts, but at least we’ll still be afloat.”

Good Samaritan 

On Friday, June 1, Austinites said farewell to former City 
Council Member (1983-1990) Sally Shipman, who passed 
away in Houston of leukemia on Monday, May 28. A memo- 
rial service was held at University Presbyterian Church, 

where the Rev. San Williams presided over a congrega- 
tion of several hundred, including many City Hall staffers 
and Austinites who had worked with Shipman on neighbor- 
hood issues or who knew her through her work at the church. 
Williams said she had been the quintessential Good Samari- 
tan, who answered the question, “Who is our neighbor?” 
with a life of serving others, a “selfless, other-directed love.” 

Shipman’s daughter Susan delivered the family’s eulo- 
gy, calling her mother “a remarkable woman who reached 
and impacted so many others” and whose “best accom- 
plishment” was her three children. Susan recalled her 
mother as a “swim teacher to almost all the children in 
Tarrytown, a Camp Fire girl, and a Melody Maid,” who 
inspired all her children to be better people and whose 
central lesson, in words and in life, was to “never, never, 
never give up.” Shipman began her public work as a neigh- 
borhood organizer, went on to the Planning Commission, 
eventually the City Council, and mayor pro tern. “She con- 
sidered government a tool,” said Susan, “to change the 
world for the better.” - Michael King

Local Lawyer Plans to Run for Council 

Most lawyers don’t have quotes from Marcus Aurelius on their Web sites, but 
Robin Cravey doesn’t purport to be most lawyers. Instead, his advertised goal 
is “solving problems for the middle class.” From glancing at his law practice’s 
Web page (www.robincravey.com), you might think he was running for office. 

And you wouldn’t be remiss. Despite City Council elections not coming until 
next year, the all-important pregame has already begun, and Cravey tells the 
Chronicle “I do intend to run.” The bona tides listed on his site speak to his 
interests and priorities: president, Friends of Barton Springs Pool; parliament- 
arian, Austin Planning Commission; and president, Zilker Neighborhood 
Association. Given the affiliations, it’s not surprising Cravey sees protecting 
affordable-housing options and Austin’s waterways as priorities. He wants to 
commit to making Austin a “walking city,” but not just by pulling up some lamp 
posts or widening the sidewalk: “I mean making it possible to have people live 
within walking distance of work. I think someone who works at a restaurant 
Downtown ought to be able to live Downtown. We really have got to put some 
sustained effort into that.” Waterwise, he’ll focus on flood control, restoring the 
city’s urban creeks, and further protecting Barton Springs and the Edwards 
Aquifer. Overall, he says, “I really believe in a strong city government that exer- 
cises powers wisely.” 

While he won’t officially file until closer to the election, Cravey is the second 
candidate to appear on the Chronicle ’ s radar, after Austin Neighborhoods Council 
President Laura Morrison. With three seats up for election - Place 1 (Lee 
Leffingwell), Place 3 (Jennifer Kim), and Place 4 (Mayor Pro Tern Betty Dun- 
kerley) - but only one open (Dunkerley having been term-limited), Cravey, who 
intends to run for an open seat, could square off against Morrison; he says 
she’s “done a lot of good things for the community.” - Wells Dunbar 


Johnston's Backup Plan 

The release of the latest test scores from Johnston High 
has Austin Independent School District officials preparing for 
the worst. The district has drawn up a contingency plan in 
anticipation of a decision from state Commissioner of 
Education Shirley Neeley on whether to close the school 
after three consecutive years of underperformance. 

The plan would reassign more than 1,000 students to sur- 
rounding high schools, some of which are over, or near, capaci- 
ty. The lion’s share would be sent to nearby Reagan High, 
which is operating at 50% capacity; the influx of more than 
700 students would nearly double Reagan’s enrollment. The 
remainder will be divided among the rest of the neighboring 
schools, with around 300 going to Travis, 250 to LBJ, and 40 
going to Austin High, which is already running at 108% capacity. 

When the plan was first presented to teachers, parents, and 
students at Johnston last Thursday, some parents worried that 
their children might be sent from one failing school to another. 
Both Travis and Reagan - where most students will be reas- 
signed - seem to be headed down the same grim path as 


Johnston. Based on current test scores, Reagan is expected 
to get its second consecutive academically unacceptable rat- 
ing this year, and Travis its first. Superintendent Pat Forgione 
has assured parents their children will be allowed to transfer 
at the district’s expense. 

On Monday, AISD’s board of trustees approved “a resolu- 
tion urging that Commissioner Neeley keep the school open, 
and the Johnston Plan of Action,” according to a district 
press release, which quotes Forgione describing the plan as 
“a rigorous, tightly designed, proven model to complement 
intensive, immediate District intervention with extra resourc- 
es.” Neeley is expected to make her decision when the final 
accountability ratings are released on Aug. 1 after the district 
has completed Texas Assessment of Knowledge and Skills 
retesting, though she may notify the district sooner in order to 
give it time to settle its accounts. If Neeley waits until August, 
it could be a logistical nightmare for the district. “I don’t think 
there are any situations in this that aren’t manageable. The 
biggest challenge we face in all this is the notice that you 
get,” said Paul Turner, head of boundaries and facilities plan- 
ning. “If there is a big change, we need to know about it.” 


If Neeley waits until after Aug. 1 to decide to close the 
school, the district would have less than a month before class 
starts to interview and reassign Johnston’s entire faculty and 
sort out hundreds of student schedules, which have already 
been selected for the school year. If the Texas Education 
Agency decides to close Johnston, it will be the first school 
closed for purely academic reasons since state accountability 
rules were implemented, said TEA spokesperson Suzanne 
Marchman. The state decided to close two other schools in 
the past, but one can’t forecast Neeley’s decision based on 
those cases, Marchman said, since the schools were closed 
for both financial and academic reasons. “It’s not an apples- 
to-apples comparison,” she said. 

Neeley could decide to close the school this school year or 
the next, depending on the circumstances. If the state keeps 
Johnston open, it will bring in contracted services, set perfor- 
mance benchmarks, and impose strict rules to ensure the 
school gets back on track. The Johnston Plan of Action will go 
before the school board Monday, June 11, for public comment 
and must be sent to the commissioner before June 15.

CORPORATE CREEPS 
BILK THE ELDERLY 

We’ve seen plenty of disgusting corporate 
behavior in our country - but surely there’s an 
unfathomably hot part of hell being reserved 
for the participants in a recent telemarketing 
scheme to steal the life savings of old folks. 

This is not a scam run by small-time huck- 
sters, but by supposedly legitimate business- 
es, including database giant infoUSA and 
Wachovia, our country’s fourth-1 a rgest bank. 
It’s also a scam that’s abetted by an outra- 
geous national banking rule. 

infoUSA is a list broker that sells dossiers 
on millions of old folks to telemarketing com- 
panies, charging 8.5 cents per name. According 
to the Federal Trade Commission, infoUSA 
advertises its lists under such enticing titles 
as “suffering seniors” (those with Alzheimer’s 
or cancer) and “astroluck” (people who enter 
sweepstakes contests). One list assured buy- 
ers: “These people are gullible.” 

Among those buying the lists were criminal 
companies posing as Social Security or insur- 
ance workers. They called up old folks and 
talked them into revealing their bank account 
numbers. Then, under that outrageous bank- 
ing rule I mentioned, they were able to create 
unsigned checks and drain the victims’ 
accounts! The companies targeted the old 
and sick because such people are often con- 
fused or afraid to question bank statements. 

The scam only works if the criminals can 
find a bank to keep cashing unsigned 
checks. The FTC says Wachovia is such a 
bank, having accepted $142 million worth of 
these unauthorized withdrawals, collecting 
millions of dollars in check-cashing fees. 

Were Wachovia and infoUSA duped, too, 
taking money without realizing they were deal- 
ing with scam artists? Hardly. FTC investiga- 
tors say executives of both corporations were 
warned numerous times that they were involved 
in ongoing crimes - yet they did nothing ... 
except keep taking their share of the money. 

Even hell might not accept these greed- 
headed creeps!

How Not to Pick a Police Chief 


As the search reaches full speed, 
so do complaints about the process 


In the backstage jockeying over the city’s 
search for a new Austin Police Department 
chief, three common themes have emerged, 
about which nearly everyone deeply involved 
in the process agrees. They know whom they 
don’t want. They know whom they do want - 
or, more precisely, there’s consensus about 
who, among the five finalists, are the strongest 
contenders. And above all, they agree that pub- 
licly revealing either preference would be, at 
least, risky and, at worst, counterproductive. 

In Austin, the strategy of self-imposed silence 
on anything involving the Police Department 
- about which so many, so often, are so full of 
loudly argued opinions - is entirely unexpect- 
ed. In private conversation, there is little reti- 
cence: When interviewed “on background” - 
with firm assurance that nothing (nothing!) 
will be directly attributed in print - frank opin- 
ions flow. But for public distribution, the best 
a reporter gets is the generic (and thus univer- 
sally attributable) desire that we find the “best 
possible candidate” to address the city’s “ongo- 
ing issues” and “rebuild trust” between police 
and community. 

Worthy goals, yes - but hardly the kind of 
frank APD assessments Austinites have been 
long accustomed to hearing. 

And in the wake of each cautious opinion 
inevitably follows the same reason: just one, 
offered with increasing intensity over the last 
month, by everyone I’ve talked to - a pool that 
includes cops, community leaders, activists, 
and City Hall insiders. 

The reason is offered in four words: City 
Manager Toby Futrell. 


villain, or at least the mystery queen: a 
shadowy, Oz-like presence poised behind 
the curtain of City Hall, empowered by the 
City Charter to decide who will be the 
city’s next top cop. The City Council will 
eventually vote to confirm or to reject 
Futrell’s final choice for chief, but that’s it. 

The members have no authority to forward 
any specific candidate. Theoretically, they 
have the power to lobby Futrell, suggesting 
that a certain candidate be chosen - per- 
haps leveraging their voting power against 
the embarrassing possibility that Futrell and 
her candidate could face public rejection. 

But that’s unlikely, because it assumes 
the council members actually know enough 
about the five candidates to form independent 
conclusions about a favorite. To date, the coun- 
cil hasn’t been involved in the selection pro- 
cess, nor have the members met the finalists. 
(They’ll get their first face-to-face with the Fab 
Five - APD acting Chief Cathy Ellison; 
California Highway Patrol Division Chief Art 
Acevedo; El Paso Chief Richard Wiles; former 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Chief Jimmie Dotson; and 
former Milwaukee Assistant Chief Roger Reinke 
- during a three-hour dinner this Sunday, June 
10.) This is Futrell’s show. It is her job to 
design the process, to find, vet, and ultimately, 
select a chief. And that’s enough to hush the 
room - but not enough to silence it. 



Awkward History 


Behind the Curtain 


In the ongoing melodrama that is the city’s 
yearlong search for Austin’s next chief - now as 
long and confusing as a season of Lost - Futrell 
has been cast (some would say typecast) as the 


Futrell is smart, energetic, and shrewd. She’s 
worked for the city for nearly 30 years, begin- 
ning as a clerk and climbing steadily all the way 
to the top of the food chain, an impressive feat 
of ability, drive, and endurance. But those same 
qualities also figure in a common but less flat- 
tering portrait of Futrell - as a micromanaging 
control freak, an administrator who doesn’t like 
to be second-guessed or upstaged. There’s no

forgetting that Futrell is in charge, and to many 
observers within and without the city bureau- 
cracy, that’s kind of scary. For her part, Futrell 
insists that imposing image is simply not true 

- and she’s taken aback by the suggestion that 
anyone would actually be afraid of her. “I hear 
things all the time that I supposedly said or did 
or am. None bothers me as much as the com- 
ment about people being afraid of me,” she 
said. “That is so contrary to how I work.” 

But the fear described by city officials and 
observers is less personal than bureaucratic - 
fear of the consequences (in Futrell’s eyes) of 
any misstep, especially on a high-profile matter 
under her personal purview. One City Hall 
insider joked that the best way to get the least- 
favored chief candidate bumped from the list 
would be to start openly praising him or her. 
(Another source just as quickly rejected that 
tactic, concluding that Futrell would instantly 
be wise to any attempt at reverse psychology.) 

Consider the outcome of the last chief-selec- 
tion process: Although Futrell was not yet city 
manager in 1997, when former Chief Stan 
o Knee was hired, as the heir apparent to incum- 
> bent City Manager Jesus Garza, she was inti- 
S mately involved in the process. There were two 
o serious finalists for the job: the Californian 
Knee and Bruce Mills, then an APD assistant 
chief, now chief of the auxiliary forces merged 
into Public Safety and Emergency Management 
Services. The rank and file clearly favored 
Mills, APD sources recall, and the union pub- 
licly supported him. Lesson learned, said one 
source: “The union will not come out and say 
anything this time, because last time they did 

- and you can see how well that worked out.” 

The choice of Knee (who retired last year to 

become a private security consultant in Afghan- 
istan) was a surprise, and the judgment on his 
tenure has been mixed. He did a good job 
decentralizing the department, realizing com- 
munity-policing strategies that had long been 
promised but only haltingly implemented. That 
was what city management most specifically 
expected of him, and he did that job well. He 
also reached out to minority neighborhoods in 


personal ways that had been beyond the talents 
(or desire) of previous APD administrators. 

But Knee’s public communication skills 
were at best limited. He would flush beet-red 
whenever asked an unpredictable or challeng- 
ing question and was nearly incapable of mak- 
ing eye contact, instead staring off into the 
distance. At critical points during his tenure - 
in the wake of the “burn baby bum” incident 
over the fire at Midtown Live, for example - the 
city’s most forceful public statements came not 
from Knee but from Futrell. That meant that 
observers couldn’t help but wonder: Who, 
exactly, was in charge at APD? 


The Ellison Conundrum 


In recent months, Knee’s reputation has 
actually improved, thanks to an inevitable com- 
parison to the leadership of acting Chief Cathy 
Ellison. Ellison is tmly a nice person, numer- 
ous people have told me, but - they msh to 
add - she’s no chief. She ain’t even a Chief 
Knee. Her disciplinary actions have been errat- 
ic - the recent 45-day suspension of Sgt. Jeff 
Slater, primarily for looking at an online per- 
sonal ad that the city contends (but can’t 
prove) was racy, and the startling, and never 
explained, demotion of Assistant Chief Charlie 
Ortiz have been viewed inside and outside the 
department with much skepticism. Many offi- 
cers - and, interestingly, several regular APD 
critics - say Ellison’s decisions reveal an inat- 
tentiveness to detail and a disregard for consis- 
tency in the disciplinary process, leaving 
department morale unsteady and without a 
rudder of clearly articulated administrative 
expectation - and that’s good neither for the 
cops nor the community. 

The sense that Ellison is simply not ready for 
prime time is why there is little, if any, pri- 
vately expressed support for her bid to be 
named chief. “She’s a very nice person but 
significantly in over her head,” one officer told 
me (a virtually universal opinion among those 
closely following the candidate search). “No 
grasp of what’s going on in the department.” 
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It may be that this lukewarm response to 
Ellison is at least partly due to gender bias in 
the heavily masculine world of law enforce- 
ment. Even so, the lack of enthusiasm for 
Ellison’s candidacy inevitably reflects as well 
on Futrell’s decision to appoint Ellison acting 
chief - and to include her as a finalist for the 
permanent job. And the same dynamic plays a 
role for current critics of the overall chief-selec- 
tion process, as designed by Futrell. 

American Civil Liberties Union Central Texas 
Chapter President Debbie Russell (a member of 
the city’s Public Safety Task Force) has been a 
publicly vocal critic of the process, and not the 
only one. Fellow task force member Richard 
Franklin, president of the Black Austin 
Democrats, says that although Futrell promised 
to bring the community into the discussion 
early on and to maintain that conversation, she 
hasn’t followed through. “She says she’s bring- 
ing in the community from day one, but we’ve 
been cut out from day one,” he said. “It’s all 
been absurd, the way it has been done.” 

When asked during a recent phone interview 
to respond, Futrell sighed aloud. “I understand 
that this is a post that needs a great deal of 
community support and needs a great deal of 
public input,” she said. “There’s never been a 
police chief selection that hasn’t been heavily 
criticized,” she continued and said she knows 
because she did the research. “No amount of 
communication is enough when you get into 
this. No amount of public input will feel like 
enough to some folks.” 

At length, Futrell reviewed each effort she’s 
made over the last year to include community 
in the selection process. She brought together 
a vast network of community “stakeholders” 
- some 75 people in all, representing “almost 
as many groups” - to help develop a profile of 
an ideal chief. She chose (perhaps too nar- 
rowly) community members to sit on the 11- 
member panel that interviewed each of nine 
semifinalists for the job. She’s developed a 
schedule for local interest groups - advocacy 
groups such as the ACLU, the League of 
United Latin American Citizens, and the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People; community groups; and law 
enforcement (including a group of randomly 
selected patrol officers) - to sit down for one- 
on-ones with the five remaining finalists. And, 
finally, she’s scheduled three public meetings 
for next week, where everyone is invited to 
meet and ask questions of the candidates. At 
each step she has included the community, 
she insists, and that’s never been done before. 
“Can you think of anything else you would’ve 
done?” she asks. “I’d be at a loss to know what 
else [I] could do.” 

Futrell’s account of the process sounds 
great, say Franklin and Russell, but it’s mis- 
leading. Sure, community members were asked 
to help develop a candidate profile, but in the 
end, few of their suggestions were included. 
Noticeably absent, says Franklin, were sugges- 
tions that being bilingual be listed as an “asset” 
(only one finalist, Acevedo, is fluent in Spanish) 
and that the city widen its search, allowing 
anyone with a rank of sergeant or above to 
apply for the job (the city accepted only top 
level administrators). “Just because you’re the 
chief of Mayberry doesn’t mean you’re quali- 
fied,” notes Franklin. In the end, they say, the 


profile posted to the city’s Web site was bland 
and sterile. “We were supposedly involved in 
[developing] the profile, but it wasn’t what 
we’d come up with,” said Russell. “They threw 
that one out,” she said, in favor of a tidy “beau- 
tiful snapshot of Austin - of what we envision 
[Austin] as being.” 

This has left many wondering what specific 
criteria Futrell used to select the Fab Five - and 
whether public input will matter at all in the 
final selection. At least two of the candidates 
meet the unpublished profile developed by 
stakeholders, says Russell, but, she and others 
note, at least two do not: Reinke, chief of 
police in the small resort town of Marco Island, 
Fla., who has applied for four other police 
chief jobs over the last year, and, regrettably 
perhaps, Ellison. How great a search could this 
be, one source asked last week, if Reinke and 
Ellison are still in the running? 

Politically, it’s now impossible for Futrell to 
cross Ellison off the list until the very end. 
Axing Ellison before then would jeopardize any 
remaining sense of leadership within APD; 
more importantly, such a move would leave 
Futrell vulnerable to direct questions about the 
wisdom of her choices. And Ellison’s appoint- 
ment itself reinforced a common perception 
that Futrell is most interested in appointing a 
police administrator whom she can control - 
that those with strong personalities, or inde- 
pendent ideas, need not apply. The question 
on the minds of many stakeholders is whether 
Futrell will actually pick the best candidate for 
the job, regardless of whether that person 
would always toe the Futrell line. 

Open Questions 

This concern is at the heart of the criticism 
about the selection process. It is also what has 
silenced public comment about the candidates 
whom many believe are the strongest contend- 
ers for the job. That’s unfortunate, because 
there’s at least one whom everyone praises, Art 
Acevedo of the California Highway Patrol, and 
two others - Dotson and Wiles - who are con- 
sidered strong contenders. 

Austin with a chief capable of bringing 
together police and community is perhaps 
too much to wish for. Futrell, and what she 
thinks of the candidates, is also on many 
minds - and consequently the subject of 
many rumors. Last week the buzz was that 
Futrell had already made her choice and was 
busy backroom-dealing with certain council 
members, offering support for their pet proj- 
ects in exchange for a favorable vote for her 
chosen chief. She dismissed such talk out of 
hand. “There is lots of gossip. People like to 
be in the know, to feel like they’re in the 
know,” she told me. And this rumor, like 
most others, she said, is not true. “In fact, I’m 
agonizing over this choice.” The candidates 
are so “dramatically different” that she’s as 
yet found no clear front-runner. It’d be far 
easier, she believes, if she did have someone 
in mind. Then, during the public meetings, 
she’d be able to “see if my gravitation and 
instinct matched up” with whichever candi- 
date visibly connects with the public. 

Instead, Futrell says adamantly, she’s wait- 
ing for the public input to help make her own 
determination. ■ 
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Deprogramming Dave 

Drummer Lisa Cameron talks about her transition into self

If you live in Austin and go to clubs to see bands, you’ve probably seen Lisa Cameron playing 
onstage. But unless you have seen the Devil Bat or ST 37 lately you probably saw her before her 
transition, when she was Dave Cameron, a pleasant, long-haired, counterculture dude. 

Dave Cameron began playing drums professionally with the band Brave Combo in Denton. He 
played with them from 1977 until he moved to Austin in 1981. He went on to play with Roky 
Erickson, the Lotions, Glass Eye (with me), Squat Thrust, Three Day Stubble, Daniel Johnston, 
Moist Fist, JSAS (Jherri Siggenfeld’s Atrophied Sac), ST 37, and numerous others throughout the 
Eighties and Nineties. Happily married for 28 years, father to a son, and sought after as a skilled 
musician, unassuming Dave Cameron was the poster boy for the sweeter side of underground 
Austin. News that he was undertaking a male-to-female transition was universally greeted, at least 
initially, with disbelief. 



Lisa Cameron: It’s not like I got up one day 
and decided to say “Fuck You!” to society and 
just become a woman. . . . It’s not like that at 
all. This is all real. But people said, “Oh, you’re 
just doing another one of your put-ons,” or, “Is 
this a joke?” Or they thought it was perfor- 
mance art [laughs] . 

Austin Chronicle: Well, you know, you made 
quite a name for yourself as a really, really hilari- 
ous bullshit artist long before any of this. 

LC: Yeah, I know. 

AC: And that must haunt you, because the first 
couple of times I heard you were transitioning, I 
just thought it was typical Dave bullshit. Then I 
realized it was true. Maybe this is kind of stupid, 
but I think it’s fascinating, because I knew you, 
and I knew your wife, and I thought, “ This is the 
last person in the world I would have thought this 
would be happening to. ”

LC: When you are like me, you have to become 
the world’s best actor; you have to be really good 
at hiding this stuff. So naturally it’s unexpected; 
it’s a shock to everyone. I would never wish this 
on anyone; it’s such a struggle. Imagine what it 
is like to get up in the morning and be paralyzed 
by not knowing which sex you are. People cannot 
conceive of what goes into this. 

You know, all the best comedians, like Andy 
Kaufman and Bill Hicks, they all had very tur- 
bulent lives - a lot of problems. Creative peo- 
ple in general, they find it hard to live in the 
world. Transitioning is my way of being able to 
live in the world. 

AC: Did this start when you were a kid ? 

LC: Until I was about 8 years old, I thought I was 
a girl. I was told I was a boy, but I felt like a girl. 
AC: Was your name Dave? 

LC: Oh yeah. But I identified as a girl, and I 
gravitated more toward girl things. I don’t know 
if it was my environment or what, but I genuinely 
thought I was a girl. Then when I was 8 years old, 
my parents decided I needed surgery to correct a 
minor birth defect. With my limited understand- 
ing, you know, because I was a child, I thought I 
was undergoing treatment to turn me into a boy. 
I had no idea how this would end up affecting 
me; my parents assured me it would be okay. 
Looking back, I really wasn’t given a choice. 

After the surgery, the world continued to 
socialize me as a male, but it didn’t really 
“take.” When I was in high school, I was afraid 
people would notice I wasn’t growing hair on 
my legs. ... I could never grow a full beard. I 
felt like an imposter. 

At one point, my mom thought I was acting 
a little too feminine. So she took me to a psy- 
chologist. It was . . . not helpful. 

AC: How old were you then ? 

LC: High school - senior year. I was taking a lot 
of acid and looking really androgynous around

that time. But I was socialized as a male, and I 
believed it, until 15 years ago or so. At that time 
I was diagnosed with gender dysphoria. 

AC: Really ? Was that right around the time that 
you and I were playing in Glass Eye together, or 
was it after? Did you see a psychiatrist? 

LC: Right around that time, when the band 
ended, I was having real problems with my 
anger. To this day I don’t know why it all hap- 
pened, but I do know it happened, and I ended 
up being diagnosed with gender dysphoria. I was 
42, and I thought, maybe I should go into thera- 
py because I was having all this anger, and at that 
time I also started cross-dressing. Well, I can’t 
say I started, because I had been cross-dressing 
all my life, even when I was a little kid I did and 


all through high school, every once in a while. 
It’s almost like it was a schizophrenic thing. 

AC: So you were trying to be a guy, it wasn’t work- 
ing out, and you were ending up being really 
angry and self-medicating. ... It is really enlight- 
ening to hear you talk about this, because when we 
were in Glass Eye together, I remember that you 
really were confused and angry. It was really dif- 
ficult for you to concentrate and get things accom- 
plished. It was frustrating for everyone. 

LC: It wasn’t working out. And then I discov- 
ered estrogen. Estrogen really cooled me out, 
and made it so I could function. I was very 
confused and really angry. For me, estrogen is 
so important that I plan on taking it for the 
rest of my life, because it helps me function. 
Without it, I don’t. When I stop taking it, I 
start getting angry and really confused, and I 
will spend hours and hours trying to figure 
out simple things like what I am going to do 
that day. 

You know, transsexualism - or gender dyspho- 
ria or whatever you want to call it - is the only 
diagnosable condition that is in the DSM-IV [the 
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Diagnostic and Statistical Manual of Mental 
Disorders] that has a social stigma on treatment. 
It’s really true! Transsexuals, when it comes to 
treating their condition, are constantly met with 
a brick wall by institutions. So they have to do it 
all on their own. No insurance covers hormones 
or gender-reassignment surgery. I have friends 
who have flown to Thailand to have it done. It 
costs like $15,000 there. Even at that discount, 
it’s just out of reach for most people. 

Fortunately for me, I don’t feel like I need to 
change my body surgically to satisfy somebody 
else’s idea, whether it is the LGBT community 
or the government. 

AC: That makes sense to me. I think a lot of peo- 
ple who experience gender dysphoria are increas- 
ingly deciding against surgery, and it’s starting to 
he seen as a valid choice. 

LC: That’s where I’m at, but a lot of people in 
the transgender community don’t see that as a 
valid choice. The older you are, the more likely 
transsexual means “male” or “female” to you. I 
am more like the younger people, who are 
more comfortable being situated on a gender- 
queer spectrum. Finally I just said, “Okay, just 
call me Fisa.” I feel more like Fisa than I do 
Dave, even though Dave was a part of me. 

AC: Do you have strong feelings about being 
called “she” or “he”? 

LC: Well, more and more, since my name is Lisa 
[ahem], I am more comfortable being called 
“she,” and I am trying to claim that. That’s dif- 
ficult. Like for instance, my driver’s license says 
“male.” The state is becoming more and more 
narrow, especially with this upcoming national 
ID card. Which may completely erase every- 
thing that transsexuals have done to change 
their birth certificates, their driver’s license, 
their Social Security ... all that may be out the 
window with this national ID card. 

AC: Well, I’m against a national ID card. It is just 
too much like Nazi Germany, having to show your 
papers at every checkpoint on the railroad, con- 
stantly having to prove who you are. 

LC: It’s complete BS. All they want to do is put 
us in little boxes and turn us into little con- 
sumer idiot robots. Unfortunately for them, I 
deprogrammed a long time ago [laughs] . 

AC: One thing you told me is that you haven’t 
experienced a whole lot of discrimination here in 
Austin, because you do live a bohemian life, and 
you live in the creative community. 

LC: It is kind of insular. 

AC: Are you afraid to leave town or take car trips 
into rural areas? 

LC: I was for a while, but actually, no. I have done 
that a lot, mosdy touring with bands. The big 
battleground for a transsexual is the bathroom. 
It’s all about where you go to the bathroom. That 
was a real eye-opener. Some places I can go into 
the women’s bathroom and have no problem. 
Other places, no way am I going in there! I just go 
on my instincts as to what will be safe. So far I 
have never been in a violent situation; I think that 
has to do with the way that I view it. I just try to 
be as casual about it as I can. 

AC: Don’t you think it is kind of ironic that this 
whole “battleground of the transsexual” being the 
bathroom would have been totally eradicated if 
Congress had just passed the ERA in the Seventies? 
LC: Seriously! 

AC: Do you find that you have to be hypervigilant, 
as women often have to be about rapists, you

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know, constantly checking to see whether you are 
in danger of being jumped or beaten up? 

LC: My transgenderism has helped with that, 
actually. Whereas before, I used to look around 
and be constandy checking the people around 
me, thinking, “Is anyone looking at me? Can they 
tell I have earrings on?” It was ridiculous. That’s 
why I had to transition, because I was so fucking 
freaked out every time I went somewhere, ’cause I 
would have done something subtle, like pluck my 
eyebrows or have on some fingernail polish, the 
most ridiculous little things. Finally I said, “I just 
can’t deal with this anymore; I just gotta do it.” 

AC: So, in a way, you became less fearful when 
you made the change. 

LC: Well, it was very empowering. That’s when 
I realized I had power from within - a very 
important spiritual concept that has really 
transformed my life. 

It has also transformed my music. Because, 
when I started transitioning, I thought I would 
have to leave town. I thought I wouldn’t be 
able to explain it to anybody, and it would be 
better if I could just start over somewhere else. 
But then when I actually started transitioning, it 
was like 500 pounds was off my shoulders - all 
that confusion. That was a complete release for 
my music. My music is back more than ever. 

Now I have a solo project called Venison 
Whirled. What it means is venison gets whirled 
back into the deer; it’s kind 
of a mystical thing. And I 
have a really great band with 
my partner, Lee Ann, called 
the Devil Bat. Laura Creedle 
is in it, David Escamilla, and 
Virginia Meza. Mostly we are 
doing Lee Ann’s songs, and 
they are great - Sixties pop 
with some spaghetti Western 
thrown in. We just did some 
great recording with Gretchen 
Phillips and Brian Nelson. . . . 

I’ll bum you a copy. 

AC: Totally do; I’d love to hear 
it! I bet Gretchen loved it. And 
what a great lineup! £ 

LC: One thing I would really 
like to stress is that people ° 
need to look at this transgen- Lee Ann and Lisa 


der phenomenon and see that it is making 
society better. It is helping society evolve into a 
more just society. Whether people like it or 
not, it is creating this huge upheaval. It’s caus- 
ing people to look at gender and see that it’s 
made up; it’s a societal construct. 

AC: I want to ask you about your family. When I 
found out this was happening, it never occurred to 
me that this would threaten 
your marriage to Lee Ann in 
any way. What has that been 
like ? 

LC: Well, it’s been really 
up and down. When she 
first found out about it was 
when we first were dating. 
Everybody was cross-dress- 
ing in Denton; it was no 
big deal. . . . That was 
around the time that The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show 
was really popular. 

More recently, here in 
Austin, sometimes she felt 
really uncomfortable about 
it, especially when we 
would be going out places, 
Cameron and I would be [cross-] 


dressed up and stuff. Lee Ann would ask me, 
“What’s going on with you?” And I would say, 
“Well, I don’t know. I wish I knew.” 

When I started actually thinking about tran- 
sitioning, and I brought that up to her, she got 
real freaked out. Lee Ann used to say, “Why 
can’t you just be a feminine man? I could deal 
with that!” We stmggled with it and tried to 
figure it out, but then we realized that, basi- 
cally, we’re people. The bottom line is that we 
are two people who love each other. And we’re 
still married. We’ve been together for 28 years, 
and somehow, we work it out. 

AC: That is the impression that I got, and also in 
my imagination: If I were with someone for 25 
years and had a son and this came up, how would 
I feel about it? And I hope I would just feel this is 
someone I have been loving for a long time. If they 
are discovering new dimensions to themselves and 
trying to become who they really are, I think it 
would be difficult to be against that and still main- 
tain that you love them. But this has probably 
been really hard for Lee Ann. 

LC: It has been really hard for her to navigate all 
this. But ultimately Lee Ann decided that, no mat- 
ter what, she wanted to support me in becoming 
my authentic self. And you know, I feel the same 
way about her; I want her to be her authentic self, 
too, and she’s exploring that. So far we’ve stuck 
together, and we love each other a lot. 

AC: That’s really good to hear. In some ways, I 
guess it mirrors any kind of personal growth that 
happens with partners in a marriage. 
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LC: Yeah, because frequently, well, in almost 
every case, it doesn’t work out. One person in 
a marriage transitioning ... I mean, that’s usu- 
ally a deal breaker. 

AC: How did you become a transgender activist? 
LC: One of the things that helped me through 
my transition is I came across this Buddhist 
saying. I am not a Buddhist, but it really stuck 
with me. “If you aren’t serving, you are suffer- 
ing.” And I thought, “How can I serve? Because 
I am definitely suffering!” [Laughs] And then 
when I started to serve the transgender com- 
munity, I quit suffering. I don’t know exactly 
how it works, but it does work. 

I’m in a group called the Transgender 
Advocates of Central Texas, and we did actually 
get a city charter passed here in Austin that 
covers use of bathrooms, employment, and 
medical care. 

I also have worked with the Cultural 
Confidence Committee. It is kind of like 
Transgender 101. We go out to Brackenridge 
and EMS and stuff, so that if a transgender 
person comes in, they will know how to react. 
Because there have been a lot of problems with 
that, with emergency-care people not knowing 
how to react or being too freaked out to help. 
We want to make sure that people understand 
that they may get a transgender person in 
there, and they need to stay calm and treat 
them. Bad things have happened, and people 
have died because they were denied treatment. 
That’s one of the reasons I decided to become 
a transgender activist; I have a friend who died 
in a situation like that. 

Also, I find that, more and more, I want to 
work with NARAL [National Abortion & 
Reproductive Rights Action League] or some 
group like that. Because I believe in a woman’s 
right to choose, and I believe that the right to 
choose is totally tied in with my struggle, as in, 
the state trying to control my body. I feel like 
that is a valid struggle. Eternal struggle, that is 
what it is going to be: There is no gain without 
a struggle. ■

For Cassavetes: 

A Promise Kept Late

March 17, 1983. It’s after 10 at night, 
the phone rings, I pick up, and the caller 
announces, “Michael! This is John!” Then he 
launches into a monologue I can barely follow, 
while I’m trying to figure who “John” might 
be. I don’t know any Johns very well. It takes a 
few moments to realize that this is Cassavetes 
speaking. Surprised - no, stunned - I wish 
I’d listened harder to his initial barrage of 
sentences. The man is very enthusiastic about 
something. I’m trying to get my bearings while 
he’s praising me for an interview we’d done 
six months before, the last time we’d spoken. 
During the interview he’d stopped suddenly 
and said, “This isn’t going well,” and I said, 
“Trust me, I see your words as printed sen- 
tences as you’re saying them, and this is going 
very well.” Now it seems he agrees and that I 
know my business is something he respects. Of 
course this pleases me very much, but still his 
rap tonight doesn’t compute - my impression 
of the man is that it’s not like him to make 
conversation, and, at the moment, that’s what 
he’s doing. The thought occurs: Maybe he’s 
drunk. In his circles, as in mine, people often 
are. Now he’s saying that he’s gotten a deal to 
direct Love Streams. Do I remember the play? 

Yes, but more vaguely than I admit. A year, 
no, it was two years ago, John produced a tril- 
ogy of plays written by himself and Ted Allan. 
Love Streams was Allan’s, and what, if I am hon- 
est, do I retain of it? An airy Jon Voight never 
quite connecting with the material, while Gena 
Rowlands played with that same material as a 
child plays in fresh-fallen snow, totally involved, 
utterly captivating. What I remembered most 
painfully, however, was how after the play John 
took about 20 of us to Ma Maison, where I 
drank too much and made an ass of myself, real- 
ly made an ass of myself, conversing with two 
famous women. I wasn’t used to dining with 
stars, and I proved it. And, now that I think of 
it, I remember very well another play of the tril- 
ogy (though not its title), written by Cassavetes, 
where Peter Falk is being questioned on the 
witness stand about killing his wife. The lawyer 


asks, “Did you love your wife?” Falk looks at the 
lawyer, looks away, thinks, looks at him again, 
and says, “On which day?” 

Meanwhile, on the phone, Cassavetes is 
saying of Love Streams, “Every bit of it there’s 
no melodrama; it’s just misplaced sincerity 
all the way through.” He is in the midst of 
his thought while I’m faking my half of the 
call, trying to catch up. He describes what he 
thinks will be the last shot of the film: a dog 
barking in the rain. “So it’s the dog’s picture! 
He has the last word!” 

Now Cassavetes comes round to why he’s 
called. He’s always thought it would be interest- 
ing to have a book written on the day-to-day 
making of a film. To his knowledge, it’s never 
been done. He wants not a book about filmmak- 
ing but about “the play between the people who 
make the film and the ideas within the film.” 

“It would be a daring book and a tough book,” 
he says. Would I be interested in writing it? 

Quickly I say yes. And stammer about how 
honored I feel to be invited, a subject in which 
John is not much interested. He talks on while 
I’m kind of weirded out, as we used to say. 
Cassavetes is an inclusive man, he’ll talk and 
listen to anybody high or low; but he’s also 
a deeply private man. It doesn’t seem like 
Cassavetes to want somebody staring at him, 
taking down his every word, making a book 
of the quicksilver ups and downs of his days. 
Yet he wants this book very much, he’s talk- 
ing now about its possibilities as enthusiasti- 
cally as he’s talked about his film, while I’m 
wondering if it’s possible to catch what some 
people call “the creative process.” Even if you 
watch its actions, can it be truly seen? Also ... I 
suspect John Cassavetes is not the easiest man 
to be around on a daily basis. 

I make the mistake of saying the word 
“genius.” That is, calling him one. His response 
is sharp: “There are no geniuses. It’s just a lot 
of fucking hard work and trying to get it.” 
March 24, 1983. It is always a surprise to see 
Cassavetes, because he is never quite the way 
you left him, especially these days - at 53, the 


intensity of his life is catching up with him. 
To be honest, half the time he looks awful . . . 
as though the skin of his face has lost all life 
of its own and only his eyes are keeping him 
alive. No one has eyes like him. Everything 
fierce, everything streetwise, every mockery 
and irony, everything that makes men laugh 
or long for tenderness, every anger, everything 
that cannot lie and everything that wants to, 
everything angelic or demonic in his soul - at 
one time or another in the course of a day, his 
eyes give it all away. Like any man he tries to 
protect himself, but his eyes don’t participate 
in that. Yet, for all their frankness, you sense 
in John’s eyes the presence of a terrible secret. 
Terrible, I mean, to him. I doubt anyone, 
except perhaps Gena [John’s wife] , knows what 
that secret may be. He himself may not know. 
Whatever it is, you sense that it’s driving him 
and that, through his eyes, it’s looking at you. 
Some find him difficult to talk to, because even 
the gentlest of his looks can be uncomfortably 
direct. When Cassavetes looks at you, he looks 


at you - not your function, not your salary, not 
your contract, not your credits, and certainly 
not your pose. You. And he’s interested. In 
the midst of his most hectic days he’ll take the 
time to talk a little with - anybody. If he wasn’t 
sincerely interested, it would be difficult for 
the timid to bear those eyes at all. In fact, con- 
sidering how volatile he can be, if John didn’t 
have a profound respect for human beings just 
because they’re human beings, he might be, 
well, hard to take. His enormous charm isn’t 
quite enough to overcome the impression that 
he’s kind of scary - not in a sinister way, but in 
the sense that even at his most relaxed, you feel 
he might at any moment quite literally blow 
up. I don’t mean blow up emotionally. I mean 
blow up like he does at the end of The Fury, 
when his whole body explodes and his head 
flies through the air. I am not being hyperbolic. 
There’s that much concentrated energy in the 
man. And it all streams out of his eyes. 

Those eyes don’t change. The eyes of 26-year- 
old John Cassavetes in Edge of the City and his 
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eyes today have the same force, frankness, and 
strange secrecy But the rest of him changes 
drastically - partly because so many images of 
Cassavetes live in one’s mind. The skinny mad- 
dened street kid of Crime in the Streets . . . the 
incredibly handsome and svelte piano-playing 
detective of Johnny Staccato ... the ugly, wiry, 
cackling soldier of The Dirty Dozen , sporting 
the first punk haircut . . . the unctuous sinister 
husband of Rosemary’s Baby . . . puffy, happy, 
good-hearted Gus of Husbands ... the doomed 
low-life hustler of Mikey and Nicky ... the 
intellectual, mystic, spookily frail Prospero of 
Tempest . . . too many Johns to keep track of. 
But all have the same eyes. All of which is to 
venture the hypothesis that John Cassavetes is 
not a man who can be known. I’d better just try 
to see him, clear, and hope for the best. 

□ 

The above passages are from Cassavetes Directs 
(Kamera Books), to be published next week in 
England. Long story short: Three weeks into 
shooting Love Streams, John found out he was 
dying. Then, while acting and directing, the ail- 
ing Cassavetes reconceived his film, rewriting 
two-thirds of it so that Love Streams might serve 
as his final statement. For John, it was a heroic 
last stand. For me, it was an indelible time, but I 
wasn’t yet enough of a writer to do it justice. 

When the shoot ended, I wrote a bad book. 
In love with the sound of my own voice, I’d 
interpret, not describe, leaving out wonderful 
detail in the process. Nor was I as tough as John 
hoped; to spare feelings (including my own), I 
left other stuff out. A final sin: I was arty, moved 
some events out of their sequence, omitted oth- 
ers entirely. I couldn’t yet see my mistakes, but 
I knew that book was “off.” I never submitted 
it for publication. As John weakened and died, 
it was too painful to return to my notes, relive 
that time, try again. But I promised myself that 
one day I’d write the book John asked for. I’d 
done nothing on John’s set but take notes, notes 
on everything I saw and heard, a goodly portion 
of which never found their way into that failed 
book; the raw experience was preserved in notes 
filling two boxes that moved with me from one 
address to the next for more than two decades. 
Then last year, finally, I kept my promise. Opened 
the boxes. Wrote from my notes a day-by-day and 
shot-by-shot account of a heroic moment in the 
life of a great artist who chose me to be his wit- 
ness. I believe that Cassavetes Directs is the tough 
and daring book John wanted, but since I failed 
do it when he wanted it, I’ll never know. ■

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JUNK: When you're jonesing 
for the good stuff 

Andy Crouch, Andrea Young, Ted Rutherford, and Troy 
Miller. These four improvisers are collectively known as 
“Junk,” but which of several meanings might they be 
implying? Junk, as in the small boat of Chinese origin? 

Junk, as in the stuff that Fred and Lamont Sanford used 
to sell between visits from Grady or Aunt Esther? Junk, 
like the dope that William Burroughs so famously 
pumped into his veins? Junk, as in what Ray Smuckles 
paid to get himself hoisted up by that one time? 

Possibly all the meanings work together simultaneous- 
ly, much the way in which this foursome works its sud- 
den narratives on a comedy stage. This is where Crouch, 
the theatre manager of the Hideout, reveals his supra- 
managerial talents in concert with Young (also of Girls, 

Girls, Girls), Rutherford (also of Foolish Mortals and 
Vertigo Ramp), and Miller (most recently seen all shy- 
stered up in the Heroes of Comedy’s Law & Order). 

Junk prefers to work in long-form improv, and long-form 
certainly seems their forte. We caught them at 
ColdTowne Theater while the Hideout was shuttered in fear of a 
biker planet vis-a-vis the Republic of Texas rally. We witnessed 
the quartet, abetted by the manic Mike Ferstenfeld of Polite 
Society, take an audience suggestion of location - “inside a tor- 
nado” - and turn it into a half-hour show that played out in a 
repeating pattern of interlocking vignettes told from three differ- 
ent perspectives that, eventually, converged to a single resolu- 
tion. This framework was built from gambits as silly and varied 
as the similes in this review’s first paragraph. That such premis- 
es can be brought, coherently, to a satisfying conclusion is 
impressive enough if it’s scripted; when it’s done off-the-cuff with 
no prior discussion between the players, well, wow. I later 


checked with Shannon McCormick, co-producer of the annual Out 
of Bounds Improv Festival, to see if the excellence might have 
been a fluke. 

“No,” he told me, “those guys are good; they really know what 
they’re doing. And it sounds like they were doing a Harold.” 

Which, he elucidated, is a particular form of improv created by 
Chicago’s legendary Del Close. 

There are many different types of improv, of course, purveyed 
by many different troupes. We’ll be covering some of those 
troupes in these pages, one troupe at a time for the next dozen 
weeks, hopeful that the experiences will be as enjoyable as what 
Junk provided this past weekend. - Wayne Alan Brenner 


SALVAGE VANGUARD THEATER: 

The rebel sets down roots 

Time was, Salvage Vanguard Theater spent all its time in bars. 
That is, that’s where the rebel company produced all its shows, 
the better to tap its target audience of under-30s who wouldn’t 
be caught dead (or at least sober) in a mainstream arts venue. 
Of course, that was 13 years ago, when SVT co-founder and still- 
Artistic Director Jason Neulander himself was a twentysome- 
thing. And after a while, even a rebel hits that age when a home 
of one’s own starts to sound mighty appealing. So it was with 
Neulander, now married and a father of two, who began to long 
for a venue his itinerant indie artists could call theirs. Well, last 
year he found one, secured it, and this week it opens with a 



staging of Maria Irene Fornes’ Mud. The 9,600-square-foot ware- 
house on Manor Road has been overhauled by architects Craig 
Nasso and Andrew Clements into an all-purpose arts space with 
a 100-seat flexible main stage, a 50-seat performance space/ 
rehearsal room/meeting area, a 1,200-square-foot visual-arts gal- 
lery, a scene and costume shop, company offices, and studios for 
almost a dozen visual artists. 

See, Neulander wants this to be a home not only for his com- 
pany but for artists beyond his company. And artists beyond the- 
atre, for that matter: musicians, improvisers, painters, filmmak- 
ers, and anyone else in need of a venue. To that end, he and pro- 
gram director Shannon McCormick have been lining up all kinds 
of activities in the space. Starting Saturday, June 9, Gnap! 

Theater Projects launches a series of comedy duos each Saturday 
in June at 10:30pm; first up is Get Up, featuring Shannon 
McCormick and Shana Merlin, paired with Bob McNichol and Erika 
May of the Frank Mills. Tuesday, June 12, begins the first in a 
series of musical performances curated by Church of the Friendly 
Ghost, with Book of Shadows, Plutonium Farmers, Quebron, Nick 
Hennies/Brian Sookram, Jerri Signfeldt’s Atrophied Sac, plus a 
visual installation by Ms. Lori “16mm” Varga. On Friday, June 22, 
the visual-arts gallery will open its first exhibition, “6.07 Works,” 
featuring works by Adde Russell and Debra Broz; it will run 
through Aug. 18. A reading of Dan Dietz’s newest play, The 
Sandreckoning, will take place Saturday, June 23, at 4pm. As if 
that weren’t enough, the schedule also includes plans for films 
on Wednesdays. That leaves Monday as the only day of the week 
when you won’t find the lights on and art being made at the new 
Salvage Vanguard Theater. Then again, give it a month, and that 
might be the busiest night of the week in the Eastside’s newest 
home for the arts. - R.F.

SHARIR + BUSTAMANTE 
DANCEWORKS: 

Save the last dance for me 

An era in Austin dance is ending. 

I know, I know, that kind of journalistic pronounce- 
ment gets tossed around far too casually, but when 
you’re talking about a local company with an interna- 
tional reputation closing down after 25 years, it’s a 
phrase that cries out to be used. The troupe in ques- 
tion is Sharir + Bustamante Danceworks, and 
Saturday night, when the curtain falls on the final per- 
formance of the final production of its 24th season, 
this longtime leader in contemporary movement will 
dance away into history. That decision, by the way, 
was made unanimously by S+BD’s board, staff, and 
company artists after months of discussion and 
weighing the options for a company that had grown 
increasingly difficult to maintain. 

Sharir + Bustamante was not Austin’s first modern- 
dance company and never its only one, but it was 
always on the frontier of experimentation, seeking out 
the next forms of expression in movement, especially 
where developing technology was concerned. As I 
wrote in these pages two years ago, our city has been 
blessed with many pioneering modern-dance artists - 
Deborah Hay, Sally Jacques, Heloise Gold, Diana 
Prechter, Andrea Ariel, Darla Johnson and Andrew 
Long, Ellen Bartel, to name a few - but none has 
done so much for so long at the head of one compa- 
ny as Yacov Sharir and Jose Luis Bustamante. It was 
Sharir who brought a host of national choreographers 
of note to Austin in the Eighties, dance makers such 
as Merce Cunningham, Trisha Brown, Margaret 
Jenkins, Doug Varone, and Bella Lewitzky. And as 
computers took off, it was Sharir who saw the poten- 
tial in cyberspace as a medium for movement and 
became an internationally recognized leader in the 
field of virtual reality and interactive technologies. At 
the same time, Bustamante, who came to Austin from 
Monterrey, Mexico, in the early Eighties, established 



himself as a pioneer in the fields of site-specific per- 
formance and video in dance. In addition to pursuing 
their own creative discoveries, these men opened 
their company’s productions to other choreographers 
so they could do the same, and they hosted the 
regional platform for the Rencontres Choregraphiques 
Internationales de Seine-Saint-Denis, one of the 
world’s most renowned international choreographic 
competitions, to help propel their fellow artists’ work 
across the globe. The company that Sharir and 
Bustamante built was a potent force for modern 
dance during its existence, and that will be missed. 

The company’s farewell program continues its tradi- 
tion of presenting invigorating new works and leading 
dance artists from around the country. Stuporwoman , 
and Other Dances of Mad Exhausting Beauty will 
include the premiere of a new work by Jose Luis 
Bustamante and performances by Philadelphia danc- 
ers Nichole Canuso and Tania Isaac, as well as the 
revival of a favorite Michael Foley dance performed by 
S+BD company members Andee Scott and Theresa 
Hardy. At the risk of trotting out another cliche, this is 
one program that’s not to be missed. - Robert Faires

out its annual awards for outstanding achievements in 
the Austin arts in a ceremony at the Cap City Comedy 
Club. This year’s ceremony, the 15th such presented 
by this informal association of local arts writers, began 
with the induction of James Armstrong, Larry Connelly, 
Sally Jacques, Emily Little, Harold McMillan, Ishmael

AFTER DARK 

by Haruki Murakami 
Knopf, 208 pp., $22.95 

I will cop to this immediately: I wanted, 
very badly, to like this book. Having been 
completely taken with so much of Haruki 
Murakami’s fiction - especially the short- 
er novels Norwegian Wood and Sputnik 
Sweetheart - I was hoping that After Dark 
would restore my faith in him, a faith that 
has been dwindling lately. I feared that 
not liking it would mark me as a snob irri- 
tated by Murakami’s ever-increasing suc- 
cess, like a jerky college-radio deejay car- 
rying on about the superiority of a band’s 
early stuff and refusing to give more pop- 
ular albums a proper listen. 

Well. It turns out that all of my anxieties were justi- 
fied. I closed After Dark thinking, “What the hell is 
wrong with me?” It’s not a terrible book. It is, however, 
a middling piece of work, which is somehow worse. If 
Murakami wants me back, he’s going to have to put in 
a little more effort; After Dark is written like a film 
treatment. The voice is an inclusive “we,” defined as 
an incorporeal point of view and frequently likened to 
a movie camera. The action takes place on a single 
night in a seedy Tokyo neighborhood, and each chap- 
ter is marked by a clock announcing the time. This 
cinematic approach is a brave one, but it puts the 
reader - or at least this reader - at a remove, and the 
book suffers for it. 

We are presented with the stories of Mari and Eri, 
two sisters. Mari is a nerdish loner, while Eri is an 
unconscious fashion model. Mari meets a musician at 
a Denny’s and becomes entangled in the events of a 
local love hotel while her sister sleeps and sleeps. The 


stories converge in a last gesture of tender- 
ness, and Mari and her new friend have 
some sweet getting-to-know-you-type conver- 
sations. But a lot of the story’s details 
seem like decorative filler. Murakami 
describes each location and scene as if it 
has already been constructed but not as if 
it really exists. It seems at times as though 
this novel is an adaptation of a film based 
on a second, possibly better, novel. 

The characters, too, seem underdevel- 
oped. In his best work, Murakami gives the 
sense of each character as being a whole 
person with a complete life and history. If 
their details aren’t revealed to the reader, 
we can still be confident in the existence of 
something beneath the surface, something like the 
largeness of experience and emotion that make up a 
person. Not so here. For instance, a love-hotel maid 
implies that she is running from something so unimag- 
inably terrible it can’t be spoken, but I get the impres- 
sion that this is because Murakami hasn’t actually 
bothered to imagine it. 

There are, as with many Murakami novels, mysteri- 
ous portals, but instead of hinting at another world, 
they seem to be painted on the wall - or, at best, exits 
to a soundstage parking lot. There are plenty of spe- 
cial effects, but anyone who’s seen the Ringu trilogy or 
a David Lynch film will recognize the creepy television, 
the creepy mirrors, the creepy et cetera. Creepiness is 
one of the book’s primary modes, but it never threat- 
ens haunting. It is important to establish a trust in 
your reader, an understanding that you know what’s 
going on in the world you’ve created - that even if its 
logic doesn’t resemble that of the everyday world, 
there is a logic. - Jess Sauer 



THE FUGITIVE 

by Massimo Carlotto 
Europa, 162 pp., $14.95 

It wasn’t long after Massimo Carlotto fled his 
home in Padua, Italy - on the advice of his attor- 
neys to avoid a prison term - that he came to 
realize that being a fugitive was, in its own way, 

“a prison without walls.” Convicted of trumped-up 
murder charges, his case would become the lon- 
gest and most controversial in Italian judicial his- 
tory, starting in January 1976 and finally ending 
with a presidential pardon in April 1993. 

It wasn’t until his legal nightmare had ended 
that Carlotto started writing. He has since 
become the acclaimed author of crime fiction 
best known for his Alligator series and recent novels The Goodbye Kiss 
and Death's Dark Abyss. But the first book he wrote following his ordeal 
was this slim autobiography, initially published in 1994, which puts a 
human face on the toll of his years living as a fugitive in exile. In his 
youth, Carlotto was active in the left-wing group Lotta Continua, and 
through these ties he connected with fellow international expatriates in 
the underground. He lived first in Paris, a haven for political refugees, and 
then in Mexico City, where he was eventually betrayed by a Mexican lawyer 
and abused in jail before being sent back to the Italian authorities. 

Although he makes his feelings clear regarding the endemic corruption 
within the Italian legal system, Carlotto largely avoids discussing the com- 
plicated and serpentine particulars of his legal case. Instead, he uses a 
sharp wit and paints a vivid picture of life on the run, complete with an 
array of colorful characters and harrowing escapades experienced along 
the way. Most telling perhaps is the emotional trauma he had to endure, 
be it trying to maintain close personal relationships or battling a life 
threatening psychosomatic manifestation in the form of bulimia. Carlotto 
would spend seven years in prison before his release, but the years 
behind bars and his experience fighting the legal system would provide 
him with a wealth of firsthand information and personal acquaintances he 
has since used in writing his “Mediterranean noir.” - Jay Trachtenberg

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ROSA'S NEW MEXICAN TABLE

Artisan, 278 pp., $35 

When Le Cordon Bleu-trained chef Roberto 
Santibanez took over the kitchen at Austin’s landmark 
Fonda San Miguel restaurant several years back, the 
established clientele was initially wary of the innova- 
tive dishes he created to supplement the traditional 
Interior Mexican menu. Before long, however, both the 
charming man and his subtle, sophisticated culinary 
stylings won the crowd over completely. Santibanez is 
now culinary director of the Rosa Mexicano family of 
restaurants, assisting them in nationwide expansion. 

Rosa's New Mexican Table is his new cookbook, show- 
casing dishes that are popular in the restaurants, as 
well as many of his own creations. 

Santibanez is a proponent of the nueva cocina 
movement in Mexican cuisine that utilizes contempo- 
rary ingredients and new techniques in the evolution of 
classic Mexican dishes. He’s likely to produce moles with prunes, sauces with dill, and 
steaks with Roquefort cheese, all with delicious results. The chef does provide good basic 
information necessary to create the flavorful building blocks of classic Mexican cuisine, 
describing those recipes as los indispensables. 

Sampling dishes from the chapter on starters, I was particularly impressed with the 
Garlicky Shrimp and Mushrooms spiked with fiery chile de arbol and the delicate Crab 
Empanadas in a red masa dough. The restaurant’s signature guacamole that derives its lay- 
ers of flavor from a distinctive chile paste made in a molcajete is very appealing. In the 
entree section, Santibanez includes his own versions of such historic traditional Mexican 
dishes as Cochinita Pibil and red snapper Veracruz-style right alongside Seared Duck Breast 
in Prune-Pecan Mole. The unconventional Mexican Club Sandwich features the indispens- 
able Adobo Marinated Chicken, ham, bacon, avocado, and queso Chihuahua on ciabatta 
rolls. The sandwich is a tasty fusion masterpiece, as is the sophisticated Rosa’s Cobb 
Salad, utilizing the same chicken, pungent Spanish Cabrales cheese, and chile-spiked crou- 
tons in an avocado-dill dressing. 

Oddly enough, the attractive book does not evoke much of a sense of the Rosa 
Mexicano restaurants themselves, but Santibanez’s food makes a clear statement. This is 
not your abuela’s Mexican food. The recipes in Rosa's New Mexican Table are innovative, 
approachable, and delightful, much like Santibanez himself. - Virginia B. Wood 



WHAT'S A COOK TO DO?

In this season of graduations, weddings, and 
showers, have I got a great gift book for you to 
bestow upon loved ones who are leaving the 
nest, setting up housekeeping, or just plain 
wanting better kitchen skills. This little volume 
is a bit like the first week in culinary school: 
Rather than providing recipes, it imparts univer- 
sally applicable tips and techniques that make 
cooking and learning to cook infinitely easier. 

Author James 
Peterson has 
had an illustrious 
career teaching 
and writing about 
preparing fine 
food, including the 
definitive Sauces, 
the 1998 James 
Beard Cookbook 
of the Year. In 
this new book, he 
deconstructs a 
lifetime of profes- 
sional culinary 
experience into hundreds of concise, quickly 
accessed bites of useful information that 
explain and simplify all kinds of kitchen tasks. 
These range from utter basics like how to break 
an egg, wash lettuce, or peel, slice, and chop 
just about any vegetable to more advanced 
tasks like how to cook a pot roast, make quick 
mayonnaise, or carve a turkey. In addition, 
Peterson offers lots of ideas for cheating with 


style, such as choosing the best store-bought 
piecrust or doctoring canned broths for maxi- 
mum flavor. 

The book is organized into 10 chapters (and 
a comprehensive index) that lend themselves 
to easily locating answers to the question at 
hand: vegetables and fruits, poultry and meats, 
pies and tarts, and tools, techniques, and 
advice, etc. Many of the techniques and pro- 
cesses are helpfully illustrated with step-by-step 
color photos taken by the author. 

As an afterthought, there is a brief chapter 
on dining and restaurant etiquette that suc- 
cinctly addresses burning issues like how to 
pour Champagne properly, where to put your 
napkin when leaving the table, and how to order 
wine in a restaurant. - MM Pack

It is 
the perfect summer 
reading: a book you 
can read in bits 
if so inclined, but 
one you will refer 
to constantly in the 
future, especially 
when cruising the 
farmers’ market. 




YUMMER READING 


Parsons leads off with the nut of the matter: 
the ravages of distance and time on traditional 
produce and the steps agribusiness has taken 
to counteract those ravages (transportation, 
refrigeration, irrigation, the growth of super- 
markets, selective breeding). Today’s shoppers 
demand a full, out-of-season produce section 
in their local grocery, and the sacrifice for this 
bounty is taste. 

Ultimately, writes Parsons, “good cooking 
starts with good shopping,” and that is the 
purpose of this book: to arm readers with knowl- 
edge of how to choose, store, and prepare their 
produce. He begins with the crops of spring and 
progresses through the seasons, cataloging 
some 48 different fruits and vegetables in all. 

With each we get the history of the crop, 
where and how it’s grown and harvested, how 
it’s marketed and how to select the best, how 
to store it for a short length of time, how to 
prep and cook the item (with many odd little 
tidbits of information included, like why cucum- 
bers make you burp). Valuable tables are inte- 
grated: fruits that continue to ripen after pick- 
ing and the science involved in that process, 
another on which items to refrigerate and which 
to leave at room temperature. 

Parsons includes some 100 concise, sim- 
ple, and very tempting recipes for the crops 
involved, so even after you know how to choose 
the best, you have recipes that put that supe- 
rior product into delicious focus. Parsons’ How 
to Pick a Peach should be in every kitchen, 
centered squarely between the stove and the 
refrigerator shopping list. - Mick Vann 

LIDIA'S ITALY: 

140 SIMPLE AND DELICIOUS 
RECIPES FROM THE TEN PLACES 
IN ITALY LIDIA LOVES MOST

I have long 
been a fan of Lidia 
Bastianich’s many 
public television 
series and com- 
panion books. Her 
latest is quickly 
becoming one of 
my favorite cook- 
books. Lidia's Italy 
takes the reader 
on a culinary tour 
of “ten places in 
Italy Lidia loves most”: Istria, Trieste, Friuli, 
Padova and Treviso, Piemonte, Maremma, 

Rome, Naples, Sicily, and Puglia. Written in 
her characteristic easygoing style, the book’s 
140 recipes are enticing, and her encouraging 
voice gives readers the confidence to actu- 
ally try recipes they otherwise would consider 
daunting. In my case, the challenge was risotto. 
I have always loved it but have never been 
satisfied with my own attempts. Using the last 
of the spring spinach from my garden, I made 
her Friuli-style spinach risotto, and it turned 
out to be the best risotto I’ve ever made. With 
a simple green salad and a Pinot Grigio from 
Friuli, it made a satisfying and delicious din- 
ner. From the same region, the addictive crispy 
Swiss chard cakes with Montasio cheese are 
the perfect vehicle to enjoy the abundant chard 
from my garden. The shrimp Buzara style, a 
dish from Istria (now part of Croatia), where 
Lidia grew up, was ridiculously easy to make 


and so delicious that I’m sure it will be part of 
our household menu all summer long. I look for- 
ward to trying the sardines in onion-wine mari- 
nade, as well as the poached fresh figs that 
will be plentiful in my back yard come July. With 
Lidia’s guidance and my newfound confidence, I 
may even attempt to make gnocchi. 

Each chapter of Lidia's Italy offers a short 
introduction to the specific region. At the end of 
each is a section called Tanya’s Tour, written by 
Lidia’s daughter and co-author, Tanya, who runs 
a tourism company in Italy. This section features 
descriptions of cultural treasures and places of 
interest that are a must visit on your next trip to 
Italy. In my case, I daydream about going to Italy 
while enjoying Lidia’s tried and true recipes and 
a glass of Prosecco. - Claudia Alarcon 

CHEF'S STORY: 

27 CHEFS TALK ABOUT WHAT 
GOT THEM INTO THE KITCHEN

It’s been a long time since PBS didn’t have 
to think about fundraising with regard to its 
programming, and while this companion book 
to the PBS series is clearly a moneymaking 
endeavor, it’s also interesting reading for the 
cuisine-inclined. It 
also allows view- 
ers who have not 
caught all 26 epi- 
sodes of the series 
to get a taste of 
chef stories they 
may have missed. 

Twenty-seven 
chefs are a lot to 
profile, and as you 
might expect, the 
resulting book tells 
the chefs’ stories 
in quick snapshots, 
only 10 or so pages to tell how he or she got 
into the cooking game. It’s excellent bathroom 
reading, as one can just pick it up or put it 
down randomly. Except that perhaps the bath- 
room isn’t the ideal place to read about crab 
coleslaw and creme brulee Napoleon. 

What is perhaps most interesting about this 
book, and the series, is that American chefs 
have reached the celebrity stature that allows 
for such a series. Maybe the average consumer 
doesn’t know the names Rick Bayless, Bobby 
Flay, and Charlie Trotter, but enough of us do to 
warrant a television series and book. Sure, it’s 
on PBS not HBO, but still. 

Foodies and aspiring chefs will find these 
tales inspiring and interesting. Many of the 
profiled chefs took decidedly circuitous routes 
to the kitchen. Dean Fearing got hooked on the 
way to becoming a rock star. Suzanne Goin’s 
career as a Brown University-trained historian 
and diplomat was derailed by the lure of 
the kitchen. - Barbara Chisholm

A YEAR OF FOOD LIFE 

by Barbara Kingsolver, 
with Camille Kingsolver and Steven L. Hopp 
HarperCollins, 384 pp., $26.95 

In Barbara Kingsolver’s first work of narrative nonfiction, 
she passionately records a year lived in complete harmony 
with the seasons and their products and the trials and tribu- 
lations that her family endured in order to consume only what 
they and their farming neighbors produced. Originally from the 
Appalachian region, where she grew up among tobacco farm- 
ers, Kingsolver spent 25 years living and writing in Tucson, 

Ariz. When she and her family made a commitment to con- 
sume only locally grown foods, they returned to a family farm 
in Appalachia, since very little of the food eaten by Arizonans 
grows locally. Once on the farm, they would forgo all “foreign 
food” pleasures in their attempt to establish a more intimate 
relationship with local, seasonal foods. Food items that might 
be considered commonplace in the American diet - chocolate, pineapple, shrimp, or avocados, 
for instance, became absolute “no-no’s” in the Kingsolver household. 

Starting at the local farmers’ market, the author and her family set forth on their new 
lifestyle in the spring. Their first crop of spring asparagus and wild morel mushroom forag- 
ing adventures kept their spirits up. A family of avid gardeners, they planted and nurtured 
hundreds of heirloom seedlings of tomatoes, peppers, greens, melons, squashes, potatoes, 
onions, and many other fruits and vegetables, enjoying their fleeting time of peak summer fla- 
vors and “putting them up” for the leaner times of winter. Each member of the family contrib- 
utes to the narrative, as well as to the family enterprise. Interspersed within the narrative are 
husband Steve’s sobering and sometimes bleak musings on industrial agriculture, mono-crops, 
and fossil-fuel consumption. Eighteen-year-old daughter Camille’s lighthearted commentary 
after each chapter features her seasonal menus and fresh, easy recipes, including some that 
she created. The enthusiastic participation of Kingsolver’s children encourages hope for the 
next generation. 

While the book urges readers to follow the family’s example, it is not preachy but rather, an 
inspiration. As a longtime fan of her work, I’m glad to see that we have much more in common 
than I would have thought: a love for gardening and cooking, a respect for preserving one’s 
cultural heritage, and a desire to make a difference in the way we live and eat. This book is an 
absolute must for the reading list of anyone interested in reconnecting with the source of his 
or her food. - Claudia Alarcon

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REVOLUTIONARY CHINESE COOKBOOK: 

RECIPES FROM HUNAN PROVINCE 

by Fuchsia Dunlop 
W.W. Norton, 256 pp., $29.95 

Fushsia Dunlop’s first book, Land of Plenty (austin 
chronicle. com/ gyrobase/lssue/story?oid=oid%3A1900 17), 

had a huge impact with Sichuan cuisine fans, and the 
glowing advance word on this, her new Hunan-centric 
effort, prompted many of her fans to order the British 
version before it was released here in the States. 

Revolutionary Chinese Cookbook lives up to the 
hype and, in the manner of Land of Plenty, reveals the 
subtle intricacies of Hunan’s spicy, bold, colorful, grace- 
ful, and subtle cuisine. Native son Chairman Mao once 
said that you can’t be revolutionary if you don’t eat 
chiles, but the region’s food is much more multidimen- 
sional in flavor than his proverb. Smoked, stewed, and 
steamed dishes are as important as piquant stir-fries, 
while sweet flavors are largely absent. 

Dunlop gives her customary in-depth analysis of the historical forces that shaped the cui- 
sine, the background, legend, anecdote, and the techniques and ingredients required. She 
concentrates on street foods and hearty home-style dishes, which are the most accessible for 
the Western cook. Many of the 120 dishes, such as Aromatic Duck Salad, offer multiple varia- 
tions on the original recipe. 

The reader will find simple dishes that are easy to prepare; all are dishes that go together 
quickly but yield surprisingly complex results. One taste of steamed-rice-studded Pearly 
Meatballs, bacon and smoked bean curd with black beans, colorful dry-braised trout with shiso 
leaves, yellow-cooked salt cod with fresh chiles, chicken with silver needle tea, Chairman 
Mao’s favorite red-braised pork, or beef slivers with coriander, and you’ll know that you’re not 
at your local corner strip-mall Chinese buffet. These are the recipes that she coaxed from the 
peasant master cooks from all of the regions of Hunan province. - Mick Vann 



with the best way of cooking them on your 
grill. I can’t tell you how many times I’ve been 
in the meat department at Costco staring in 
buyer-paralysis, trying to figure out the differ- 
ence between a flank steak and a skirt steak. 
Now I know. They are next to each other, which 
explains why they look similar. But the flank is 
from the flank, and the skirt is from the plate. 
The Lobels go into that much detail. 

If this sort of trivial pursuit sounds boring, 
you probably don’t need to spend too much 
time considering any Lobel book. These guys 
are serious about their meat. For us quality- 
crazed carnivores, the Lobels offer many insider 
tips, useful for both the intermediate and 
advanced cook. - Wes Marshall 

ALICE WATERS AND CHEZ 
PANISSE: THE ROMANTIC, 
IMPRACTICAL, OFTEN ECCENTRIC, 
ULTIMATELY BRILLIANT MAKING 
OF A FOOD REVOLUTION

If you have to 
break a few eggs to 
make an omelette, 
you can imagine 
what the path to a 
revolution is littered 
with. In his biogra- 
phy of the “mother 
of American cook- 
ing,” author Thomas 
McNamee tells the 
circuitous tale of 
Alice Waters and 
the mindful food- 
and-farm cause she 
has championed. As 
anyone who has ever had the experience can 
tell you, it is simultaneously maddening and 
inspiring to work with a maverick. McNamee’s 
book is filled with characters and colleagues 
who were inspired by Waters and those who 
were overwhelmed by this diminutive dynamo. 

As a child of the Sixties whose spiritual 
home is Berkeley, Calif., Waters was unlikely to 
create an empire of multiple restaurants on var- 
ious coasts and in Las Vegas, signature cook- 
ing supplies, and celebrity appearances. Where 
Waters’ pursuit of perfection led her was to the 
source: the very farms where the food origi- 
nated. On the way, she became obsessed with 
the industrial nature of American farming: the 
soil-depleting and pesticide-ridden crops that 
were grown on megafarms. Likewise, the sodi- 
um- and corn-syrup-filled processed foods of the 
typical grocery store horrified her. Partnerships 
with area farmers were created, providing Chez 
Panisse with uncompromised quality products. 
The Edible Schoolyard gave students hands-on 
experience with growing their own and the ben- 
efits thereof. 

At the root, Waters is an unabashed 
Francophile, and while the current menu (each 
day offers just one multicourse option) reflects 
the evolution of Waters’ sensibilities, early 
offerings were fussier. One could find sweet- 
breads in a brioche pastry with Champagne 
sauce or the outlandish timbale epicurienne, 
a one-dish meal of lobster with veal essence 
and brandy, shrimp with red wine, shallots, beef 
marrow, oysters poached in white wine, cream, 
and shrimp butter and truffles. 

Her personal life is equally complicated and 
interesting. Lovers come and go, oceans of 


Champagne are quaffed, drugs are imbibed. 
Jeremiah Tower, one of first great chefs of Chez 
Panisse declares, “It was cocaine that became 
the fuel for the energy that changed the way 
America dines.” Good to know! - Barbara Chisholm 

THE SIMPLE & SAVVY WINE GUIDE: 
BUYING, PAIRING & 

SHARING FOR ALL

Leslie Sbrocco 
was one of the big 
hits of the 2006 
Texas Hill Country 
Wine & Food 
Festival. Seventy- 
five women and one 
man (me) watched 
as she delivered the 
goods on how to 
pick wines for spe- 
cific budgets, tastes, 
and foods. Then, 
she ended by teach- 
ing all of the ladies 
her favorite drinking 
game, wherein each 
person counts off, but when they hit a multiple 
of seven, they have to say “shit!” loudly. Losers 
chug a little wine. As you can guess, things 
started getting animated as the crowd let 
loose. A curse-fest ensued when Leslie made 
them substitute another word for multiples of 
three, with everyone howling. In the back, a 
rather conservative-looking man stuck his head 
in, and hearing all the salty language, sternly 
asked, “What’s going on here?” Everyone went 
dead quiet as they turned around to see wheth- 
er he was one of their husbands, and then the 
place exploded with laughter. 

The moment was pure Leslie. Her goal is 
to empower people, not to help make them 
better snobs. In her previous book, Wine for 


Women, as well as in her regular pieces in 
The San Francisco Chronicle, she aims to give 
her readers tools so they can decide for them- 
selves what wines make sense. 

In her new book, The Simple & Savvy Wine 
Guide, she takes the teaching a step further by 
offering ideas by moods, foods, seasons, and 
reasons. She covers everything from picnics 
and parties to the best belly-button-sipping 
wines for the sexy moments. Her food recom- 
mendations focus on the everyday things we 
eat: pizza, pasta, takeout, grilled meats. She 
offers holiday recommendations and what fits 
that special occasion. She not only offers good 
suggestions but gives you her reasoning. And 
miracles of miracles, she even includes some 
Texas wines! 

The writing is never stuffy, always informative, 
and her recommendations are spot-on. Besides 
giving you a framework to take to your local 
wineshop (I need a big, peppery wine, please, 
perhaps from the Rhone or Australia), she also 
offers more than 1,000 wine recommendations, 
most of which are available right here in Austin. 

I see a lot of wine books for twice the price 
with half the value. Highly recommended.

MOONSHINE!: RECIPES, TALL 
TALES, DRINKING SONGS, 
HISTORICAL STUFF, KNEE- 
SLAPPERS, HOW TO MAKE IT, HOW 
TO DRINK IT, PLEASIN' THE LAW, 
RECOVERIN' THE NEXT DAY 

by Matthew B. Rowley 
Lark Books, 175 pp., $14.95 

“The history of moonshine,” Matthew Rowley 
writes, “is as much about human spirits as it is 
about alcoholic spirits; it is about conflict and vio- 
lence, regulation and rebellion, and - maybe most 
of all - independence and ingenuity.” 

Moonshine. White lightning. Corn liquor. Joy 
juice. Known by myriad monikers, scourge of 
Inland Revenue, and celebrated in song, story, 


and film, illic- 
itly distilled 
homemade 
liquor has 
enjoyed a ven- 
erable place in 
American his- 
tory. Although 
distilling alco- 
holic spirits 
can be traced 
to 3,500BC in 
Mesopotamia 
and the prac- 
tice was introduced into Europe by ninth century 
Arabs (a/ kohl meant the essence, or spirit, of 
wine), the first American whiskey was distilled in 
Virginia in about 1620. However, moonshining 
as a way of life didn’t evolve until the Scots-lrish 
began arriving in America in 1717. 

Food historian and spirits connoisseur 
Rowley has written a portmanteau volume that 
contains not only a comprehensive illustrated 
history of U.S. home distilling (including its 
European precedents and parallels in other 
parts of the world), but a step-by-step primer 
for making spirits: legal ramifications, permits 
required, how to build a still, sources for mate- 
rials, and recipes. The author states that the 
text is “intended to be the next best thing to 
an on-the-job apprenticeship.” 

There have been other admirable, if nostal- 
gic, studies of American home distilling (notably 
Joseph Dabney’s 1974 Mountain Spirits) that 
mourned the making of homemade liquor as a 
dying art. Rowley’s view is that moonshining is 
quite alive and well; he imagines the day when 
artisan distilleries are as common and appreci- 
ated as brewpubs.

For some inexplicable reason, the 
cover and many of the illustrations depict con- 
descending stereotypes of jug-toting hillbillies, 
presumably intended to be archly humorous.

If there were ever a cookbook worth buying for 
the sheer pleasure of simply reading it, this is it. 

Ever since its publication in 1976, The Taste of 
Country Cooking has been beloved for its beauty 
and worth, often receiving the sort of praise nor- 
mally reserved for works of literature. Written by 
Edna Lewis, the granddaughter of freed slaves, it 
chronicles the rhythms of rural farming life in the 
first decades of the 20th century. As one of the 
first cookbooks by an African-American woman 
to reach a wide audience, it was instrumental in 
sparking a national interest in genuine Southern 
country-style cooking. 

The chapters take the reader through the 
agrarian year, with menus typical of each sea- 
son: “Early Spring Dinner After Sheep Shearing,” 

“Making Ice Cream on a Summer Afternoon,” 

“Fall Breakfast Before a Day of Hunting,” “A Dinner of Chicken and Dumplings and Warm 
Gingerbread.” A purity and joy pervade this book, as the delights of fresh peach butter, smoth- 
ered rabbit, watermelon-rind pickles, panfried oysters, country ham, and corn bread are remem- 
bered, and the techniques for preparing them shared. Lewis skillfully alternates between the 
luminous memories of a young child, for whom every taste and experience is a revelation, and 
the instructive voice of a grandmother, clearly explaining exactly how to make each dish with a 
minimum of fuss. 

The Taste of Country Cooking is truly an American original. In its pages, Lewis opens the door to 
a time of dignity and simplicity and a world of connectedness to family, community, and the natu- 
ral world that sustains us. - Kate Thornberry 
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team” in preparation for those seemingly 
“effortless” presentations. Rhode Island cook- 
ing teacher/cookbook author Nancy Verde Barr 
spent 24 years working alongside the statu- 
esque Child. Backstage With Julia reveals that 
the private Julia Child was much like the public 
version - a woman perfectly comfortable in her 
own skin, possessed of an insatiable curiosity, 
a wicked sense of humor, and the confidence to 
be generous and collegial with her loyal staff. 

According to Barr, being part of “Julia’s team” 
required devotion to serious cooking and the 
energy necessary to keep up with the indefati- 
gable Child. While use of the “T-word” (tired) 
was strictly forbidden, the job had obvious 
perks. In addition to accomplishing all of the 


backstage preparations necessary to produce 
Julia’s cooking demonstrations, members of her 
staff regularly accompanied Child on her recre- 
ational travels, to public appearances, restau- 
rant openings, and charity galas. They met and 
worked with all of the movers and shakers in 
the international culinary world in the process, 
and their high-profile association with Julia pro- 
vided invaluable career opportunities, as well. 
Barr makes it clear, however, that Child’s gen- 
erous mentoring and genuine friendship were 
the most priceless gifts of all. Her book is a 
chronicle of a dynamic era in American culinary 
history, and reading it made me envious, wish- 
ing I’d had been lucky enough to be a member 
of Julia’s team.

BRUTAL YOUTH 

Eli Roth on 'Hostel: Part IF 

Few filmmakers make appearances at mid- 
night sneak previews of their upcoming films. 
Even fewer let a dominatrix trio whip them 
senselessly in front of their fans right before 
the screening begins. That’s what separates 
Hostel: Part II writer/director Eli Roth from oth- 
ers of his ilk: He’s willing to go the extra mile 
to please his audience through acts of pain. 
Hostel: Part II, Roth’s latest dive into the world 
of bloodshed and horror, is no less shocking 
than watching the maker of the macabre 
endure several whip lashings and beatings 
with cooking trays from a black-leather-clad 
S&M gang at the Alamo Drafthouse 
Downtown. The next morning, after signing 
posters all night and now functioning on mini- 
mal sleep (not to mention recovering from his 
wounds), Roth allowed us to crack open his 
skull and pick his brain. - Carson Barker

Austin Chronicle: How was getting whipped 
on stage at the Alamo last night? 

Eli Roth: Very different from my normal way 
of getting whipped. I usually don’t do that in 
public in front of a crowd; I usually do it at 
home in front of a webcam. 

AC: Of the three films you've made , the main 
characters are college kids on vacation. Why 
do you always pick that as your theme? 

ER: I like that, because you’re at that age when 
you think you’re an adult but you still hold on 
to that adolescent behavior. At 20 or 21 years 
old, people still do stupid things; you still act 
like a teenager. They go look for fun, adven- 
ture, and excitement but get more than they 


can handle. It’s a fertile ground for horror. 

AC: You used to have a skin condition where 
your skin flaked off, and that was your inspira- 
tion for Cabin Fever. What personal experienc- 
es can you attribute to the Hostel series? 

ER: It came from several different things, 
one from my experience with traveling. Also, 
from this Web site that Harry Knowles found, 
where you could go to Thailand, and for $10,000, 
you could walk into a room and shoot some- 
one in the head. Harry and I talked for hours 
about it; we looked at it and thought, “Is this 
real?” Then we thought that it doesn’t matter 
if it’s real or not: Somebody actually concep- 
tualized it. There’s something in our genetic 


makeup that causes people to behave this 
way. All of a sudden you see what it’s like to 
be in a room where someone is going to cut 
your head off, and nothing you can say or any 
amount of money is going to stop them. In 
Part II, I wanted to further explore the psy- 
chology of the people that were going to do 
this, but I wanted to make them guys that 
everybody knows. That’s what would make it 
much more terrifying for people. 

AC: Hostel was based more on gore and hor- 
ror, where Part II has a more developed plot 
and deeper characters. Does this mean that 
your filmmaking style is moving more toward 
plot and character basis rather than blood 
and guts? 

ER: There’s a very clear tonal shift in part 
one. I couldn’t just do a tonal switch again 
for Part II. Now that we know what’s going on, 
we don’t have to watch it through the charac- 
ters’ eyes; we can watch it objectively. I knew 
it would be a huge risk to leave the main 
characters for 10 minutes at a time and view 
these other guys and sympathize with them. 
AC: Why did you decide to switch the main 
characters from all males to all females? 

ER: Every time you make a sequel, you have 
to up the stakes. Immediately when you say 
girls are going there, it becomes much more 
horrific. With the girls, I shot it in a very oper- 
atic, stylized way, specifically because I know 
how difficult it is to watch. I wanted to still 
keep people engaged in the story and not 
feel like they’re being punched in the stom- 
ach. It’s like the difference between hunting 
a lion and hunting a deer. When someone 
shoots a deer, people think, “Aw, that poor 
deer; what did it ever do to deserve that?” 
Hostel: Part II opens in Austin on Friday, June 8. For 
a review and showtimes, see Film Listings, p.84.

THE MURDER OF FRED HAMPTON 

Facets, $24.95 

“Before you go to bed tonight, say ‘I am 
a revolutionary.’ Make that your last words, 
in case you don’t wake up. Then somebody 
might believe it if you end up in the - what do 
you call it? The revolutionary happy hunting 
ground. Say that, ‘I am a revolutionary.’” 

The rapt congregation repeats 
Fred Hampton’s benediction, 
and the film smash cuts to an 
image of the blood-soaked mat- 
tress where Hampton lay when 
Chicago Police shot their way 
into his home and fired upon 
this 21-year-old deputy chair- 
man of the Black Panther Party 
in Illinois. Title notwithstanding, 
the intimations of mortality in 
this last of his speeches in the 
film still can’t blunt the shock of 
Fred Hampton’s murder in this 
rarely seen 1971 documentary 
by director Howard Aik and producer Mike Gray. 

The blow derives as much from how the film 
was made as from any aesthetic or rhetori- 
cal devices. Commenced in 1966 by Aik and 
Gray as a portrait of this smart and immensely 
charismatic young leader, only upon the sud- 


den death of their subject did it become an 
investigative and historical document of a politi- 
cal hit. Already intimate with the party and its 
members, the filmmakers were admitted to the 
crime scene mere hours after the ambush. 

For a riveting, if seemingly shapeless, hour, 
the film simply follows Hampton’s activities as 
an orator and community activist, covering the 
Panthers’ community clinic and Free Breakfast 
for Children program; Hampton’s lucid, forthright 
explanations of the party’s Marxist principles; 

and preparation for armed 
conflict with the police, all with 
the same unblinking eye and 
unintimidated ear. In refusing to 
shy away from Hampton’s or the 
Black Panthers’ more controver- 
sial or embarrassing behaviors 
or qualities - the posters of Mao 
decorating headquarters, the 
brandishing of firearms, and reg- 
ular peppering of speeches with 
“up against the wall, motherfuck- 
er!” or words to that effect - the 
filmmakers stir sympathy for this 
charming, compassionate, and 
forceful man, without losing sight of how he and 
the movement he was part of justifiably scared 
the living shit out of authorities, the general 
public, and their own ostensible supporters. 

After seeing the first half, it can come as 
no surprise that those in power would want 


the man dead, but after going on to witness 
political theatre, evidence of corruption, and 
outright lying from the Chicago Police and the 
FBI, the complex appraisal shifts disturbingly. 

A federal grand jury concluded that only one 
out of 100 shots fired in the ambush could 
have come from a Black Panther weapon. 

Each side had clearly upped the ante for 
the other, but one has to ask who ultimately 
needed armed protection more: the police and 
the people of Chicago or Fred Hampton?

DIGITAL FILMMAKING 

by Mike Figgis 

Faber and Faber, 158 pp., $13 (paper) 

I can’t help thinking that of all the (white) 
directors in the world who would be detained at 
customs for saying his business in America 
was to “shoot a pilot,” it would have to be Mike 
Figgis. My apologies to the man for leading with 
this embarrassing urban legend in a review of 
his new book, but the particular forcefulness of 
his address - direct 
and sharp, often just 
short of pugnacious 
- makes me want to 
believe this spurious 
item about a travel 
mishap in the age of 
terror. He just strikes 
me as a bit frighten- 
ing, whether to the 
hapless production 
assistant or the easi- 
ly confused customs 
officer who thinks 
guns and guys who 
fly airplanes where he should think cameras 
and television shows. 

Of course I’ve never met him. In person, 

I’m sure he’s a pussycat. But on the cover of 
Digital Filmmaking, half obscured by a digital 
mosaic pattern, Figgis stares into us like the 
scariest professor in the film department, the 
one whose classes begin at 8am and who 
loudly ejects the tardy. The one alleged to 
have been politely asked not to throw chairs 
during critique sessions and who reportedly 
reduces past and future Student Academy 
Award winners to tears. You know the guy, the 
one who many students speak of in hushed 
tones as the best teacher they ever had. 

Inside, he writes a bit like that guy and 
even provides a gripping anecdote or two 
about dressing down crew members who 
didn’t treat the camera with adequate 
respect, by way of impressing the class with 
his seriousness. Balancing an enthusiasm for 
the possibilities of the technology with an 
admirably old-fashioned sense of technical 
rigor and a “no excuses” policy for why you 
haven’t made your film yet, Figgis might actu- 
ally be the ideal instructor for digital filmmak- 
ing. Certainly his own filmography does not 
lack for experimentation with both process 
and surface aesthetics (though I confess I 
often tend to like the idea of a movie like 
Timecode better than I like watching it) or for 
solid comparative experience with more tradi- 
tional filmmaking. 

And thankfully, he never bogs down in 
wonkiness or tech-speak, perhaps in part 
from an awareness that technological chang- 
es will render his lectures obsolete if he 
spends time on menu settings or file codecs. 
On a practical level, he’s as keenly aware of 
the new labor and disciplines that the tech- 
nology imposes as he is of the time it saves 
and the crew positions it eliminates, while on 
a more personal level, he can be impressive- 
ly passionate about how nothing - not cam- 
eras nor money nor professional standards, 
not even traditional notions of cinematic 
beauty or storytelling grammar - should get 
in the way of telling your story. If he can be a 
little too personal and digressive at times, 
give him a few semesters, and his own 
severity will surely tighten and intensify his 
lectures. But in the meantime, don’t be 
afraid. Take his class. - Spencer Parsons

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A City in Fits and Starts 

The AFS Documentary Tour: "Austin Time Tours'

Undoubtedly, some longtime residents of 
our fair city will watch Austin Time Tours as I 
did, with a mixture of riveted fascination and 
private, self-reproving embarrassment: How 
is it possible to have lived here for so long 
and know so little about Austin’s history? Of 
course, we’re talking about a time span of 
some 300 million years, but still. 

UT Department of Radio -Television-Film lec- 
turer Karen Kocher has given us a huge gift: 
She led an expedition through the city’s assort- 
ed and far-flung archives - including a previ- 
ously unmined cache of motion-picture footage 
found stacked in KTBC/Fox’s 
basement - and re-created 
Austin’s story ( Austin Past and 
Present) in a multimedia for- 
mat that is now easily acces- 
sible in places like libraries, 
school servers, kiosks, and 
KLRU. Austin Time Tours has been compiled 
from that larger, interactive digital project. 

Austin Time Tours moves on the timeline 
of Austin’s almost biblical past, from the 
settling of the original nomadic people fol- 
lowing buffalo and deer along the Colorado 
River to the fits and starts - the fires (the 
rebuilding), the floods (the dams), the politi- 
cal battles, the devastations (the ensuing PR 
rehabilitations), the oil (!), the beneficence of 
LBJ - that took place along the way to per- 
manent state capital-hood. Not to mention 
our recurring appearance, these days, on so 
many “most liveable city” short lists. There 
are some disconnects here, too, not least of 
which is reconciling Travis County’s current 
blue-in-a-red-state credentials with its segre- 
gationist past. Pretty jarring to hear Mayor 


A.P Wooldridge - of Wooldridge Square 
fame - dig in his heels and announce that 
“We will tolerate no idea of social equal- 
ity” and to watch footage of KKK marches 
down Congress Avenue; in 1921, there were 
1,500 Klan members in Austin. Each time 
segment documented in Austin Time Tours is 
a look at how this vibrant place has invari- 
ably picked itself up after every setback 
and reinvented itself overtime. You have to 
wonder, what’s next? 

Kocher incubated the idea for her Austin 
history project for some time. Her interest 
was piqued back in 1996, 
when she was working on 
a Barton Springs interactive 
project at the Austin History 
Center and heard tantalizing 
tell of a “not easily acces- 
sible” motion-picture archive 
at the center. “I really wanted to see those films,” 
Kocher recalls, “but the project I was working 
on had no budget for archival footage.” Fast- 
forward a few years, and Kocher gained access 
to those film archives, discovering along the 
way that priceless cache of hundreds of cans of 
news outtakes in the basement of KTBC/Fox. In 
the end, she would draw from more than 160 
archival sources for this project. 

□ 

Austin Chronicle: Talk a bit about your archival 
eurekas. 

Karen Kocher: I would have to say that the 
pieces de resistance came from those KTBC/ 
Fox and Austin History Center motion-picture 
archives. At first, when I contacted KTBC, I 
was told that there was no motion-picture 


archive, but an older man who worked there 
years before disagreed, so I kept trying - for 
a year and a half. Susanne Mason, who pro- 
duced the 1950 to 1975 segment, which is my 
favorite, by the way; Charlotte Wood, associ- 
ate producer; and I turned up at the news 
station. The archive was kept in the base- 
ment. We arrived with our projector. Whitney 
Milam, the special-projects producer, opened 
the door to the archive, and we were like 
kids in a candy store, staring at hundreds of 
cans of outtakes marked with date and some 
descriptions like “City Council Meeting.” ... 
It was extremely time-consuming, to say the 
least, but at the same time exhilarating when 
we found something. Keep in mind that these 
were outtakes. No one knows where the 
actual footage is that was used for broadcast. 
It’s just gone. So we were ecstatic to find Lady 
Bird Johnson at the dedication of the Town 
Lake Beautification Project, but just as she 


started to cut the ribbon, the footage ended, 
so we had to re-create that moment from what 
amounted to the garbage. Also, a lot of the 
film did not have sound, so what you hear 
is re-created. Luckily, the Lady Bird Johnson 
speech was filmed with sound. 

AC: You enlisted a lot of Austin talent - histori- 
ans, curators, musicians, and writers. And there 
are 27 Austinites in the voice-talent credits, from 
Karen Kuykendall and Ann Richards to Neal 
Spelce and Mayor Will Wynn, with Hector Golan 
as the main narrator. 

KK: When I asked Hector, he gave me a 
qualified yes, reminding me that he was “not 
a professional narrator, and, you know, English 
was not my first language.” In spite of these 
“shortcomings,” I think he did a really nice job, 
and I like that his voice is not the traditional 
documentary male narrator voice. Hector has 
a particular kind of regional accent that I was 
happy to be able to showcase. ■

Network 

Failure

For last week’s Entertainment Weekly, Jeff 
Jensen wrote an article titled “Are You Killing 
TV?” Accompanying it is a kinetic illustration 
by Gary Taxali, with an anthropomorphic 
TV set getting the boot by a disembodied leg. 
Remote controls flail; the expression on the 
TV’s “face” is anguished, its rabbit ears quiver- 
ing. The article explains that “how you watch 
TV is changing and your favorite TV shows 
are hurting.” There are other factors listed: 
the early advent of daylight-saving time, series 
hiatuses, and a brief and not nearly exhaustive 
examination of how the Nielsen ratings work 
(or don’t work, if you listen to a very loud 
chorus of Nielsen haters). All in all, the article 
fell on the side of the networks and their chal- 
lenges in the face of changing viewer habits. 

Oh, cry me a river. 

I half expected the article to close with a 
how-to on saving TV by strapping yourself to a 
recliner in front of a TV and propping your eyes 
open with toothpicks. Thankfully, Jensen clos- 
es by writing, “ [It] looks like Hiro (of Heroes ) 
and company are not the only ones evolving.” 

Well said. Perhaps that would have been the 
best place to start the article. For as well-writ- 
ten as Jensen’s piece was, it seemed to gloss 
over the obvious: Audiences have more power 
than they have ever had in the past, perhaps 
since the advent of TV That is a good thing. 
If our viewing habits are “killing” certain TV 
shows, it’s not because we’re bad fans; it’s 
because TV is failing its fans. 

It seems to me that the only ones surprised 
that a seven-week hiatus in the middle of a seri- 
alized drama might create a ratings dip were TV 
execs (some even suggested that viewers had 
lost interest in the serialized drama ... those 
dam, fickle viewers). Personally, I was champ- 
ing at the bit for Heroes to return. But I’m in 
the minority. I’m also in the minority when 
it comes to this: Stop bowing to the Nielsen 
ratings. Now, I know the official line is that 
the numbers must be gathered in a sufficient 
quantity in order to convince advertisers to buy 
time. But here’s a thought: Instead of buying in 
bulk, why not buy into longevity? Stop search- 
ing for the next American Idol, and stop giving 
up on a series when it doesn’t post American 
Idol numbers. Viewers aren’t fickle. We’re just 
more fragmented, and I would say we always 
have been. 

Viewers might now rule, but content is king. 
TV is a delivery system, but it’s not the only 
one. Viewers will go where their interests are 
being met. 


Series Premiere 

David Milch’s (Deadwood) John From 
Cincinnati comes to the small screen after 
months of buzz. This tenaciously quirky drama, 



set in a beach town on the Califomia-Mexico 
border, centers on a family of championship 
surfers. Mitch Yost (Bruce Greenwood), the 
grandfather of the clan, had his career cut 
short following a surfing accident. He thought 
his son Butchie (Brian Van Holt) would take 
on the mantle, but he lost his way through 
drugs and booze. Thirteen-year-old Shaun 
Yost (Greyson Fletcher) promises to surpass 
his father and grandfather’s skills, a fact not 
lost on his determined grandmother Cissy 
(Rebecca De Momay) or Line (Luke Perry), 
a sponsor hoping to sign the talented young 
man into his stable of moneymaking surfers. 
But Mitch won’t have it, convinced the boy’s 
life would be squashed by the spoils of com- 
mercial success. 

Into this backdrop of conflicting wills enters 
a strange man (Austin Nichols).

NOTHING COMPARES 2 PRINCE 

When pop royalty plays a birthday party at a small local club, 
word gets around. So last Saturday night, it was no surprise to 
see private security staking out the alley behind the Belmont as 
sheriffs deputies directed traffic out front. “They want us to tape 
this whole street off, but if you’re on the sidewalk, we can’t do 
anything about that,” one winked to the 35-40 onlookers milling 
around outside the Thistle Cafe, as Grupo Fantasma serenaded 
VIPs inside. If the parking valets’ purple shirts weren’t a big 
enough hint, a police-escorted limo rolling through at 10pm 
sharp was confirmation enough that Prince was indeed in the house, or about to be; the stinging gui- 
tar lick shortly thereafter eliminated any doubt. Just then, Belmont bouncers placed a pair of 15-foot- 
high white screens in front of the entrance, prompting a chorus of boos from the bystanders (and a 
warning from our deputy friend), but the sound carried just fine. Austin Mayor Will Wynn and Gov. 

Rick Perry were reportedly inside - Secret Service agents were stationed on nearby roofs - but 
Chronicle Editor Louis Black definitely was. “It was fantastic,” he reports. Prince, said to have pulled 
down a cool million for the evening, jammed with Grupo on and off for about a half-hour before a minis- 
et of “Little Red Corvette,” “Nothing Compares 2 U,” and a funk blast from 2006’s 3121 that left every- 
one, inside or out, awestruck. “I cried blood,” said Texas Rollergirls announcer Whiskey V Amour. 




THE BUMS' RUSH 

Strident Austin street-punks the 
Krum Bums confront complacency, 
futility, and dishonesty on robust 
new Bubble-recorded TKO album 
As the Tide Turns, but David 
Rodriguez - blistering his lungs 
nightly as singer Dave Tejas - 
says to not mistake the negative 
tone of songs like “Forsaken” for despair. “Disregarded Youth,” 
he explains, is “more of an anthem for us to say, ‘Fuck you, we’re 
here, and you’ve had your day.”' Now 28, Rodriguez was watching 
the Motards assault the Blue Flamingo by age 15, and feeling 
like an outsider in a scene ruled by eventual friends and label- 
mates the Lower Class Brats made him and his four mates 
even hungrier. “I always joke that we’re the band of starving 
wolves,” he says. Little has changed, Rodriguez adds, now that 
the Bums are themselves one of local punk’s top draws: “Now I 
feel like that presence has to be there even more.” Normally it is; 
the Bums hold down time-honored punk rock jobs like pizza chef 
and Pharmaco subject, so they have plenty of time to tour and 
go to shows. Hurry though, as the Bums will be scarce after 
Tuesday’s Red 7 show with 13th Victim and Silence Kills, join- 
ing the Tossers and Street Dogs on a six-week U.S. tour. “It’s 
going to be a strange tour for us,” Rodriguez says of his Celtic- 
tinged companions. “We’ll be the oddballs on this one.”

4:45pm: Spong: “You’re 
getting some sun!” No shit. 


5pm: TCB discovers the 
sheet music to Survi- 
vor’s “Eye of the Tiger” 
in one of Tequila’s con- 
trol rooms.

5:20pm: Production sags. 
McAlester cuts before 
our door opens three 
times in a row.

5:30pm: The walkie-talkie 
we use for a cue cuts 
out, and we totally blow 
the take. Still, we’re 
turning into a pretty 
tight rhythm section.

6:30pm: One of the mari- 
achi players has to 
leave to play piano at 
his church.

Not a problem. 
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H istory is important, but timing is every- 
thing. 

Looking back, 1945 was a pivotal 
year for America, for Austin, for the embattled 
world-at-large, but most of all for the Mighty 
Atom. It being a war year, things were weird 
from the get-go, but by late summer, both 
the beginning of the end and the end of the 
beginning were in sight. 

After years of secrecy and toil in the New 
Mexico desert town of Los Alamos, during 
which the finest scientific minds of the Greatest 
Generation harnessed their collective noodles 
together in an effort to curtail the bloodbath in 
the Pacific theatre, America dropped the bomb 
(“Little Boy”) on the Japanese city of Hiroshima 
on Aug. 6. Three days later, Nagasaki got it, 
too, via the “Fat Man.” 

While these twin, ill-named harbingers of 
the Atomic Age effectively ended World War 
II, they also set the atomic clock ticking, omi-

nously, while jet packs, flying cars, and the 
idealized gleam of the 1939 World’s Fair, with 
its shining Trylon and Perisphere promising a 
better, pointier Tomorrowland, were suddenly, 
irrevocably quaint. 

In Austin, a far more localized and less 
flash-bum-inducing birth went entirely unno- 
ticed. Five months earlier, almost to the day, 
an entirely different type of little boy, no less 
unique for being an orphan, unceremoni- 
ously popped into being at Fort Worth’s Edna 
Gladney Home for Unwed Mothers. Nothing 
too fateful on the face of it, but three months 
later, the tyke was adopted by an Austin-based 
nuclear physicist, Dr. D.S. Hughes, and his 
wife, Leah Belle. 

The couple christened their new offspring 
James “Jimmy” Hughes, and the family, also 
including Jimmy’s sister, split their time 
between summers in the possibly still glowing 
atomic hotbed of Los Alamos, N.M., where 
the senior Hughes worked, and Austin, where 
Dr. Hughes taught at the University of Texas, a 
position he held for 30 years. 

“You couldn’t have asked for a better child- 
hood,” smiles Hughes Jr. “It was the perfect 
nuclear family, literally.” 


Flash forward to Austin, right here, right 
now, and little Jimmy Hughes, long known by 
his nickname “Prince,” hasn’t had that radiant 
little kid inside decay a jot. Indeed, all evidence 
points to Hughes having a half-life far surpass- 
ing that of, for example, your standard daikaiju 
(“giant monster”). 

That fits perfectly, because as we talk, both of 
us are surrounded by daikaiju, not to mention 
enough postwar Japanese pop-culture ephem- 
era to send your ordinary gaijins (“foreigner”) 
head spinning: Godzilla mles supreme, but 
also present are his triple-headed nemesis King 
Ghidorah, Mechagodzilla, Rodan, Mothra, and 
even the big green guy’s dopey offspring, 
Minya. Everywhere you look there’s piles, 
stacks, displays of what can only be described 
as “cool stuff.” Ultraman, Gigantor, they’re all 
here. And that’s just one shelf.

For 25 years now, Hughes, the tall, stocky, 
benevolent spieler/collector extraordinaire has 
been indulging his love of, as he says, “really 
cool stuff” on a daily basis as owner of the 
hands-down, boots-up coolest and most unique 
store in Austin. As the first local retail shop to 
carry original punk rock gear back when putting 
some Manic Panic in your hair could get you a 
beat down on the Drag or worse, Atomic City is 
§ an Austin institution. Imported English shoes, 
J rockabilly style gear, Clash tees, plus toys, gad- 
g gets, novelties, even a talking, blinking, pricey 
| scale model of Forbidden Planet’s beloved Robby 
the Robot makes Hughes’ retail headquarters 
a veritable riot of fun. When they say “Keep 
Austin Weird,” this is what they mean. 


PAUL MARTIAN SESSUMS, 

Criminal Crew, the Black Cat Lounge: 

“Atomic City is like the store you always 
wanted to have as your own when you 
were a little kid, and Prince is that little 
kid. And he actually did it, you know. He 
grew up and he opened the store that 
every kid in the world would love to have 
themselves. [In the early to mid-Eighties] 
Atomic City was to the punk rockers what 
the Armadillo was to the hippies. And 
these punk kids hanging out on the porch 
all day, they were the children, really, of 
the hippies.” 


When it comes to Atomic City’s beyond-real- 
ity inventory, the guiding principle is simple. 

“I have to be fascinated and intrigued by it 
in some way,” shrugs Hughes. “It can’t just be 
something you might find at the mall.” 

It’s not just all for him, either, as any longtime 
Atomic City shopper will tell you. At least half 
the modus operandi behind the store is so that 
Hughes can turn his friends and customers on

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to neat stuff, be it the timeless paranoia of those old tail-twitch- 
ing Kit-Cat Klocks, Gigantor (“Bigger than big, taller than tall”), 
French postcards, windup tin toys, or Japanese art of all kinds. 
Walking into Atomic City for the first time can result in some 
serious sensory overload. It’s like stumbling through the looking 
glass and finding a new home. Granted, for some it’s like stum- 
bling into Videodrome without the safety net of James Woods. 

“Some people get it and some don’t,” admits Hughes. ‘And 
I mean really don’t. I’ve seen people open the door, take a look 
inside, freeze up, and then just back out the door really slowly.” 

They may not get it, but Hughes is still very much possessed 
of all the kidhood enthusiasm of Jonny Quest meeting Ed “Big 
Daddy” Roth at Zatoichi’s pad for an all-night bull session on 
The Wizard of Oz s art deco production design or a marathon 
screening of Fritz Lang’s Dr. Mabuse films. It’s a defining char- 
acter trait, an engaging gleam in the eye, that defines both his 
workplace and his home, which, it should be noted, is like 
Atomic City with more art deco panache. Or like the 1939 
World’s Fair had it been held in Oz. On Halloween. 


HARRY KNOWLES, AintltCoolNews.com: A lot of peo 

pie, when they think of me, they think of Hawaiian shirts 
and crazy shoes, both of which I get at Atomic City, and 
then they come over to my house and see all these 
coolass toys, most of which are from Atomic City, as well. 
Certainly to a large degree a lot of my personal geekdom 
is defined by Atomic City. In my opinion, it’s the coolest 
store in Austin, Texas." 


How's About a Nice Hawaiian Punch? 

Now flash back, to the late Sixties: The proto-Prince, Jimmy 
Hughes, discovers the nascent Austin hippie scene via the 
Vulcan Gas Company and Armadillo World Headquarters. He 
also discovers something of a professional calling as the buyer 
for Doug Brown’s seminal Oat Willie’s head shop 

“Jimmy had an eye for just instinctually knowing what people

would want to buy,” nods Brown. “He was always one step 
ahead of what the next thing might be. He was the one who 
anticipated Frank Frazetta’s posters, and he ordered a lot of 
’em. They sold right out. This was before anyone really knew 
who Frazetta was, or at least the mainstream didn’t know. But 
Jimmy did.” 

It was Armadillo muralist Jim Franklin who tagged his friend 
as “the Royal Hawaiian Prince,” which came in recognition 
of Hughes’ endless collection of Hawaiian shirts, alcoholic 
beverages served in plastic pineapples, and the ability to chill 
out all summer long, day in and day out, lounging by the low 
diving board at Barton Springs Pool with Kerry Awn. The Royal 
Hawaiian Prince had that certain only-in-Austin panache that 
sprung from both the Armadillo World Headquarters and the 
underground comics scene of Rick Griffin, Awn, R. Crumb, and 
Franklin himself. 

Then punk rock happened. 

“When I got into the punk rock thing,” says Hughes, “a lot of 
my hippie friends couldn’t figure out why. But when I went to 
Raul’s, the energy was the same. It was a lot of misfits, a lot of 
eccentric people getting together for the music. They didn’t fit in, 
but they liked the music, and that’s what brought them together. 
It was the same with the hippies - people that didn’t fit in or 
didn’t want to fit in and who eventually found other misfits and 
banded together. 

In 1982, Hughes left his six-year stint at Oat Willie’s and 
moved across the street (literally) when he was offered a chance 
to first manage what would become the Atomic City property and 
then buy out the previous owners, who’d been running a vintage 
clothing store. Initially, Hughes’ longtime friend and running 
buddy Susie Lange, who owns Blue Velvet, rented out the store’s 
back room before ceding it to Chris Gates of local first-wave punk 
legends Big Boys. 

Gates renamed his comer of the shop “Rude Boys” and got 
busy silk-screening punk rock T’s for a then-punk-rock-T-shirt- 
less world. It didn’t last, of course, but I was there while it was 
happening, and so was every other punk in Austin. By 1984, 
Atomic City had become the place to hang out. 


CHRIS GATES, Big Boys, Gatesville: “Prince is part of 
that original generation of ‘Austin weird’ that includes 
Biscuit, Uranium Savages, and Jim Franklin, people who 
made a working model for their life out on the edge. A lot 
of people are weird in their 20s, but these guys meant it, 
and they’re still doing it. It’s guys like him who have 
helped me discover that there’s a way to build a function- 
al life out here on the edge and not have to have your 
electricity shut off every week.” 


Biscuit and the Tatman 

In the Seventies, Hughes first encountered the late Randy 
“Biscuit” Turner (see “Making Biscuit,” Aug. 19, 2005), who 
at that time wasn’t yet a Big Boy but already obviously on the 
same wavelength. Turner, as it turned out, ended up not only as 
one of Hughes’ closest, lifelong friends but also helped bridge 
the way from the Royal Hawaiian Prince’s days of hanging out 
and groovin’ to the mellow stonage of Steve Miller Band at 
the Vulcan Gas Company to just plain Prince’s crossover into 
Austin’s legendary early-Eighties punk scene.

'Princely Ambitions' 

Obsession is a powerful word, but then again, a man’s gotta 
have a hobby, and not all of us are cut out to parlay our love 
for, say, antique Milk Duds into a viable source of income no 
matter how often eBay tells us we can. Here, then, are Jim 
“Prince” Hughes’ Top 5 “permanent distractions.” - M.S. 

1) The 1939 World's Fair 

“Apart from the art deco imagery, it was a really interesting affair. 

It was the beginning of the modern age. Everything was streamlined; 
Norman Bel Geddes designed some of the buildings. Then World War 
II happened.” 

2) Japanese ghost mythology 

“That comes from my interest in Japanese things in general, and 
the stories are extraordinarily fascinating to me, because we don’t 
have much mythology in our culture. We’re too young, I guess.” 

3) Art deco 

“I think that must have came from The Wizard ofOz and the house 
on 29th Street that I grew up in, which was very much in that style. 
When you start looking at it in total, there were paintings, cars, 
furniture, and architecture. It was a huge art movement, and I don’t 
think there’s been one since.” 

4) Halloween 

“In the Fifties my dad made me a pitchfork that lit up. My 
grandmother handmade me a costume one time, and we just did it all 
from scratch. Then Halloween kind of disappeared from the culture, 
until the Seventies or so. I don’t like the new, cute Halloween. I like 
the old, scary Halloween. Once you get one piece of Halloween stuff, 
you instantly want another. The collections grow. It’s dangerous.” 

5) 20,000 Leagues Under the Sea 

“I saw that movie when it first came out when I was a kid. Also, I was 
a swimmer for years, up until college, and, you know, I just love the 
underwater parts. I bought my first replica of the Nautilus four or five 
years ago, and the next thing you know, I’m fixing up my bathroom to 
resemble the inside of the Nautilus. One thing leads to another, and if I 
have an idea, I’m going to try and do it. On the cheap, but, nonetheless.”

Thanks in part to Turner, but also due to his 
genial, friendly, and above all “real” nature, 
Hughes quickly became a mainstay at all 
of the punk shows: the Butthole Surfers in 
fire-trap Voltaire’s Basement, the Big Boys at 
Liberty Lunch, the Dicks at the Ritz. Hughes 
was there, effortlessly moving between the fad- 
ing Austin Armadillo scene into the shoutier, 
spikier sphere of punk and back again with 
zero of the repercussions you’d expect from 
such polarized music-based subcultures. 

Then there’s the magnificent tattoo artist- 
ry by the late but still legendary ink-slinger 
Michael Malone, aka Rollo Banks, formerly of 
Austin’s China Sea Tattoo (see “TCB,” April 
27), that covers Hughes’ entire back, legs, and 
arms. Done in classical Japanese style, it depicts 
a sinewy all-star lineup of the Toho Co. ’s biggest 
box-office breadwinners, namely Godzilla, King 
of the Monsters, posed midroar, batting planes 
out of the sky, as Mothra and daikaiju galore roil 
across Hughes’ broad back. 

“I never wanted a tattoo,” acknowledges the 
tat’s owner, “and in fact I was down on them, but 
one day I saw a photo of a full-back piece done 
in the Japanese style in an issue of Ed Hardy’s 
Tattoo Times, and I was just amazed by it. Maybe 
a month later Rollo moved to town. I ended up 
meeting him at a party not long after that, and we 
hit it off. I knew he could do it because I’d seen 
his portfolio, and so I gave him an idea of what 
I wanted, he drew up some sketches, and then, 
within a few days, we started on it.” 

A suit usually takes . . . 


“Well, we did the main back piece really fast, 
maybe a month. And then when he moved to 
Hawaii, I had to fly over to get the rest of the 
suit finished. That took about 10 years.” 

Mentioning Malone’s unexpected death last 
month, Hughes is instantaneous in his praise 
of one of his profoundest friends. 

“He’s the other guy in my life, the mentor, 
kind of like Robert Moorehead, that intro- 
duced me to all this Japanese stuff, introduced 
me to other people who knew ... so much. 
He had a huge impact on me. He took me to 
a wood-block print show of Japanese ghosts 
and demons at UT in ’86. It literally changed 
my life, because I had only ever seen the more 
mundane example of Japanese art, the geisha 
under the tree with a parasol, you know? 

“The art Rollo introduced me to blew my 
mind, completely. I’ve been following that stuff 
ever since.” 

Keep Austin Weird or Die Trying 

Twenty-five years in the same location. Think 
of it. James “Prince” Hughes and Atomic City 
have survived and even thrived in the face of 
the Internet, the mall-ification of punk rock, 
and the fickle tides of economics by selling 
whatever is worth seeking out, tracking down, 
and putting it on display. 

It’s not just that Hughes was the first to fore- 
see the inherent cool factor in, say, Dr. Martens 
footwear and rainbow-colored hair dye, nor is 
it simply because he likewise forecast decades

Outgoing, amiable, frighteningly intelligent 
on a wealth of obscure topics that runs the 
gamut from Japanese mythology and printmak- 
ing to the history of the 1939 World’s Fair and 
from the style-conscious, fashion-fast-forward 
of quality footwear for the aesthetically daring 
(Canadian designer John Fluevog) to the his- 
tory of Halloween collectibles and the timeless 
appeal of zeppelins, Weimar-era Berlin, Fritz 
Lang’s Metropolis, and the forever fun duality of 
the robot as both self and other, Hughes is the 
type of Austinite to just hang with and keep your 
mouth shut and ears, eyes, and heart open. 

Come to think of it, when it comes to 
Hughes, heart is what it’s all about. Atomic 
City is that rarest of commercial commodi- 
ties, a solo-run retail shop that mirror-balls its 
owner’s energetically inexhaustible sense of 
curiosity about not just shoes and the films of 
Akira Kurosawa vs. Ishiro Honda vs. Gigantor 
(“Ready to fight for right, against wrong!”) but, 
more importantly, about mankind and art and 
the sheer joy of discovering something new, 
something cool, something you’ve never even 
thought to think of before but that is there nev- 
ertheless and always has been, idling at the cor- 
ner of Wow Street and Supercool Boulevard. 

For Jim “Prince” Hughes, Atomic City has 
never been about running a store or generating 
cash flow. By his own admission, he hates play- 
ing the part of the businessman. At the end of 
the day, he’d much rather just be playing. ■

Heaven/Hell EP (Arclight) 

TIA CARRERA 

Vo us Etes la Guerre (Arclight) 

The gothic, Gustave Dore-inspired tri- 
fold artwork by Rachel Kolar that houses 
the Heaven and Hell EP is the key to Tia 
Carrera’s latest improvised and metaphysi- 
cal journey into the unknown. Depicted as a 
baby in utero floating in the stars, “Heaven,” 
the pinnacle of this three-song session, cap- 
tured on one reel of 1-inch tape at Sweatbox 
Studios August 2005 with stand-in bassist 
Jamey Simms, screeches and soars into 
the sublime for 15 minutes of Trinitarian 
transcendence. In “Hell,” which looks like 
one of Dante’s lost cantos, the melody to 
Nirvana’s “Heart Shaped Box” acts as Virgil, 
guiding guitarist Jason Morales’ Sabbath 
sludge through circles of the inferno, while 
Erik Conn’s drumming is an act divine, his 
best recorded performance to date. The 



untitled third song, portrayed as a skeleton 
in contemplation, gets lost in the void as the 
tape spins off its reel, abruptly ending the 
otherwise otherworldly drone three minutes 
in. Vous Etes la Guerre, the accompanying 7- 
inch, limited to 300 copies of pearl-white vinyl 
and featuring artwork by Gorch Fock’s Win 
Wallace, marks the final chapter. The local 
trio’s cover of Lungfish’s feral “You Are the 
War” breaks through to the other side, both 
spiritually, as guest Ezra Reynolds’ swirling 
and psychedelic Leslie organ forms an Axis: 
Bold as Love with Morales’ sonic wail and 
Conn’s hammer of the gods, and literally, as 
the 12-minute scorcher fades in, then erupts 
on side two led by Andrew Duplantis’ plaintive 
moan and bottom-end thunder. Paradise.

Hole in the Wall, June 1 

There’s nothing like a 
reunion show to make Austin 
feel half its size. Especially at 
a venerable spot like the Hole 
in the Wall, where the warm 
guitars and beer light pop 
songs of bands like Doctors’ 

Mob and the Wannabes. Like 
their Minneapolis cousins in 
the Replacements, both these 
Austin mid-Eighties mainstays 
displayed audibly noble songwriting convictions, yet they were never above crash-landing a set 
with inappropriate cover songs after a pitcher or eight. Friday night’s show didn’t disappoint 
in either respect. The Wannabes drew heavily on 1990’s Lucky Pierre, delivering a rousing 
rendition of “August,” countered by a laughable, fall-apart ending on “Date With Bob.” In the 
anthem-in-waiting file, “Bookstores and Restaurants” celebrated the apron-and-name-tag grind 
with equal amounts of piss and aplomb. The ’Bes finished with a well-chosen cover of INXS’ 
“Don’t Change” that left normally reserved grown men with no choice but to slam their pints 
and dance with uncoordinated abandon. Then Doctors’ Mob took to the stage with a box of 
old CDs they were selling for the princely sum of $1 each. Opening with “Time’s Up,” the lead 
track from 1985’s Headache Machine, the Mob played with a ferocity that bordered on hard- 
core before finally giving in to the genre’s hypercaffeinated temptations with “Pat Blashill.” 

They even duplicated the false starts from the recorded version of “Where I Live.” Bassist Tim 
Swingle and drummer Glen Benavides were unmerciful as they pounded through the 20-year- 
old repertoire - landing most curves, missing a few, but giving no quarter regardless. When 
the ugly lights came on at closing time, the covers fusillade began with the Beatles’ “She 
Said, She Said” and Aerosmith’s “Sweet Emotion” before reaching a crowd-thinning nadir with 
Paul Revere ’s “Indian Reservation.” It sucks to be the designated driver on a night like this.

GOLDEN ARM TRIO 

The Tick-Tock Club (Shamrock) 

Part movie soundtrack, part crime jazz, 
part classical tribute, part boisterous rock 
& roll, The Tick-Tock Club is easily the most 
ambitious of the Golden Arm Trio’s three 
releases and its first in six years. It might 
initially sound like a hodgepodge, but GAT 
ringmaster Graham Reynolds and his revolv- 
ing ATX ensemble have interwoven various streams and motifs that 
return in different guises. One theme appears as an orchestral 
piece in “The End of Speedy Jinx” and later as a Raymond Scott 
cartoon romp on “Disco.” Likewise, the frenetic, horn-driven title 
track reappears as a cello/piano sonata on “Greyhound.” The 
album bookends nicely with two different reflections on Reynolds’ 
tribute to Shostakovich, one as minimalism, the other florally 
orchestral. The footloose spirit of rock & roll ties it altogether into 
a messy but delectable whole.

BEE VS. MOTH 

Sound horn (Aggraveire) 

If Danny Elfman hadn’t scored Forbidden 
Zone, Austin’s Bee vs. Moth could have 
done a pretty good job. The horn-heavy 
quartet comes equipped with trumpet and 
vibraphone, supplanted on debut Soundhorn 
with Holland Hopson on soprano sax and 
Jerome Smith on trombone. Opener “Doom 
Equity” sounds as impish as anything the Mystic Knights of the 
Oingo Boingo ever committed to the sixth dimension, but the 
band’s branches in the New Music Co-op give it a distinct Texas 
feel: the experimental and Latin on “Moskva,” Southern swamp on 
“Lead Foot,” the toast to Ornette Coleman on “Rock & Roll Monkey 
Pants,” romanced by a drunken midsong skronk-down. Lyrics would 
be too much here; Soundhorn’s instrumental ups and downs (was 
that a bass solo?) are enough to follow on their own. Hard ear 
candy for your soft inner child. Can a Bee vs. Moth Saturday morn- 
ing cartoon be far behind?

THE GOLDEN BOYS 

Whiskey Flower (Emperor Jones) 

Fed on moonshine and mushrooms, 

Canyon Lake quintet the Golden Boys set 
the summer on fire with their sophomore 
LP Picking up where 2005 debut Scorpion 
Stomp #2 (Hook or Crook) left off, Whiskey 
Flower tightens the knot while letting loose 
a psychedelic Last Waltz Roky Erickson would be proud of. Matthew 
Hoopengardner’s steam-train opener “Yankee Dollar” shows off the 
Boys a lot wiser and a bit older, thanks to John Wesley Coleman’s 
hypnotic guitar and production values that make the debut now 
sound like a demo. With high tempos come the lows in slurring 
melancholy “Remember Georgia,” Ralph White collaboration “La La 
Birdie,” and old-school mindfuck closer “If I Can’t Hold You in My 
Arms,” further proof that the Boys remain Golden. Culminating in 
horn-blasting, Sid St. Onge-penned “Dolly’s Waltz,” Whiskey Flower 
takes the thrash out of the garage and displays it proudly on the 
front porch.

MANDIBLE 

(Here Come the) Mandible (Almost There) 

A significant sphere in the Grand 
Champeen/Gourds/Prescott Curlywolf social 
orbit, Phillip McEachern’s Mandible seesaws 
between simple (but not simplistic) melodies 
and spirited (but not spiteful) pound-it-out rock. 

Plus bong-friendly studio goofs that titles like 
“Stupid Happy Clown” and “Beelzebub Telephone” suggest. Opener 
“Gone Out” pairs Springsteen with Tears for Fears, while “Rubber 
Pants” goes AM radio sunny to tasty Tenacious D jam. “Splinters” 
punks up Orange Mothers with Rob Bernard’s breakneck guitar, and 
Tim Kinard’s trumpet lends a Calexico flavor to “Emerald City Hall.” 

As fed through McEachern’s synthesizer, trumpet returns to prog 
“Walk Through Hell” out on an ELP limb. In other words, and espe- 
cially at 14 songs in 38 minutes, (Here Come the) Mandible is all over 
the place. That’s most assuredly one of its leading virtues, right with 
the winsomely oddball songwriting and overall intraband bonhomie.

THE JESUS LIZARD 

Live (MVD Visual) 

It’s a damn shame this is the first proper Jesus Lizard 
live DVD. Boston’s Venus de Milo club, 1994, is the 
scene of the crime, and naturally it’s easy to focus on 
David Yow’s feral 
gyrations, but here 
we also get to see 
Duane Denison 
and David Wm. 

Sims trade mas- 
sive riffs and real- 
ize Mac McNeilly 
is an extremely 
underrated drum- 
mer. “Who else 
has earplugs in?” 
barks Yow. “Dude, 
get the fuck out 
of here!” It’s best 
not to fight the 
ripping “Puss,” 
spitting seizure of 
“Killer McHann,” 
and/or frenzied 
“Mailman” - you almost forget what year it is until Yow 
announces the latter as a cover of “a new Soundgarden 
song.” Brief liner notes by Michael Azerrad take a whiff 
of the Lizard’s monolithic sludge, “a volatile mixture of 
dread, disgust, and rage - there must be a word for it in 
German.” The sound quality is a tad tinny, but you feel 
like you can practically touch those mysterious stains 
on Yow’s jeans. Extras include a postshow interview with 
Yow by a guy named Shred, plus five songs from a 1992 
CBGB gig. A fine find for those who missed one of the 
best bands of the Nineties the first time.

"Hey! Pick Up That Wrapper!": Great Britain is now famously saturated with surveillance 
cameras monitoring public spaces (4.2 million of them), creating alarming privacy concerns. 
On top of that, in April, after a pilot project in Middlesbrough, the government announced 
it will attach loudspeakers to the cameras in 20 districts so that officials who monitor the 
video can actually scold citizens who are spotted engaging in "anti-social" behavior. 


High Tech Pet Care: The Japanese company 
Medical Life Care Giken said it will begin mar- 
keting, later this year, a device that measures 
pets’ stress levels. The tiny patch on the bottom 
of a dog’s or cat’s paw changes color depending 
on the amount of sweat secreted, according to 
the researchers at Toyama University who devel- 
oped it. And in March, New York’s Long Island 
Veterinary Specialists performed complicated 
hip-replacement surgery on a 1-year-old short- 
haired cat, using a material about the width 
of a wooden matchstick. Oreo was discovered 
wedged in the crawl space of a house. (Dogs 
receive hip replacements almost routinely now, 
but cats were thought to be too small.) 

LEADING ECONOMIC 
INDICATORS 

Updates: 1) Zimbabwe’s almost comically 
sad hyperinflation, which “News of the Weird” 
reported had reached 1,593% in January (one 
could buy a house, pool, and tennis court in 
1990 for the same dollars as would buy a single 
brick today), was up to 3,731% in May and is 
expected to get much worse. 2) Star Trek obses- 
sive Tony Alleyne, who “News of the Weird” 
reported in 2006 was having a hard time selling 
his small apartment in Leicestershire, England, 
that he had fastidiously outfitted to the specifi- 
cations of the starship Enterprise and then rede- 
signed as the flight deck of the Voyager , reported 
in May that he had a buyer, for the equivalent of 
about $840,000, roughly five times the value of 
a comparable flat in that neighborhood. 

Update: In November, “News of the Weird” 
reported the arrest of Michael McPhail of 
Spanaway, Wash., who was charged with bes- 
tiality under the state’s brand-new law, having 
allegedly been caught by his wife having sex 
with the family dog. In May 2007, a jury in 
Tacoma, Wash., found McPhail not guilty. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Local music producer Ricky Lackey, during 
questioning in March by a judge in Cincinnati 
to help her determine an appropriate sentence 
for Lackey for his crime of attempted theft, told 
her that he has no children but that he has “six 
on the way.” The judge sought clarification. 
“Are you marrying a woman with six children?” 
“No,” said Lackey, “I be concubining.” All six 
women are due during August, September, 
or October. Lackey, who had recently paid 
restitution to his victim, was released without 
additional sentence. 


IRONIES 

• 1) So many U.S. executives want to visit 
India to make deals to outsource their compa- 
nies’ jobs that, in March, India’s Washington, 
D.C., embassy said it was forced to outsource 
the job of processing the executives’ visa appli- 
cations. 2) Yet another U.S. job was outsourced 
to India in May, that of “local government 
reporter” covering City Hall politicians in 
Pasadena, Calif. The publisher of the Web site 
PasadenaNow.com said the local beat could 
be handled very well from India, through 
telephone interviews and by watching live city 
council telecasts on the Internet. 


• In March, the Los Angeles City Council 
agreed to pay wrongly accused Juan Catalan 
$320,000 to settle his lawsuit over having been 
held in jail for five months for a 2003 murder 
he could not have committed. Catalan main- 
tained all along that he had been at a Dodgers 
baseball game at the time of the crime, with 
his 6-year-old daughter, but police distrusted 
the alibi. However, Catalan’s lawyer subse- 
quently learned that the HBO TV show Curb 
Your Enthusiasm had been filming at Dodger 
Stadium that day for an episode and, poring 
over time-stamped outtakes of crowd shots, 
finally found a scene with Catalan and his 
daughter in the stands. 


THE LITIGIOUS SOCIETY 

• 1) In lawsuit-friendly Madison County, 111. 
(termed “the promised land” by some trial law- 
yers), a judge awarded $311,700 to Amanda 
Verett for a long series of painful injuries that 
her courtroom-veteran chiropractor has been 
treating. Verett said she was holding a door 
open at a Pizza Hut when an employee yanked 
it open farther, and calamitous shoulder, arm, 
and hand injuries resulted. 2) In a more tra- 
ditional settlement upstate in Chicago, Joyce 
Walker was awarded $4, 1 10 in May for a work- 
place injury when she hurt her knee in a hospi- 
tal restroom after slipping on a banana peel. 

• In January, Joshua Vannoy, 18, filed a lawsuit 
against the Big Beaver Falls School District near 
Pittsburgh for the disruption to his high school 
years when he and his family were forced 
to moved to another school district because 
Joshua was being too harshly taunted. His trou- 
bles stemmed from an incident a year earlier, 
just before a Denver-Pittsburgh playoff football 
game when Joshua chose to wear a Broncos jer- 
sey to class and was then forced by one teacher 
to sit on the floor and endure paper wads being 
thrown at him because he was, according to 
the teacher, a “stinking Denver fan.” 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• At least five convicted sex offenders in Florida’s 
Miami-Dade County have their official residence 
in a makeshift encampment underneath a bridge 
on the Julia Tuttle Causeway to Miami Beach, 
with the blessing of the state Department of 
Corrections, according to an April report by 
CNN. Officials say that the state’s tough zoning 
law for sex offenders bars the offenders from 
most neighborhoods in the county because they 
are too close to where children congregate (and 
some sex offenders maintain regular homes even 
though they can’t live in them because of the 
zoning law). The causeway camp, officials say, at 
least keeps the men visible to probation officers. 

• Who Says the Internet Will Replace the Daily

day trips

DeZavala Vineyards, between Franklin and New Baden, grows the 
sweetest blueberries in Texas. They don’t make that claim; I do. After 
devouring a handful of the just-picked little blue orbs, I might be a bit 
biased. There just isn’t anything better than berries fresh off the bush, 
no matter what farm or garden you’re visiting, and the middle of June 
is the peak season for blueberries. 

In Texas, blueberries are primarily a Piney Woods crop. “They grow 
well anywhere azaleas will grow,” says Rachel DeZavala. She and her 
husband, Lawrence, purchased the Robertson County farm as a week- 
end retreat and have turned it into a lush garden. 

A little more than 20 years ago when he retired from a Dow 
Chemical plant on the coast, they moved to the farm full time. “We 
retired and both went to work,” Rachel says. “The place keeps us out 
of trouble.” Ostensibly, they moved inland to get away from coastal 
storms and to be near their children, grandchildren, and great-grand- 
children who live around Franklin and Austin. 

Wild grapes were growing on the farm when they bought the place in 
1975. An amateur winemaker, Lawrence began experimenting with 
French-American hybrid grapes. A metallurgist by training, he was a 
charter member of the Texas Wine and Grape Growers Association. 

The DeZavalas currently have about 4 acres of wine grapes planted. 
What they don’t use they sell to other winemakers. Even Messina Hof 
Winery & Resort in Bryan uses some of their grapes. “We haven’t 
found a seedless grape that will grow out here. What we have are 
good for wine and jellies,” Rachel says. 

It was at a conference on grapes that the DeZavalas were intro- 
duced to growing blueberries. “They said we didn’t have to prune or 
spray the blueberries,” Rachel says. “Lawrence and I looked at each 
other and said, ‘What are we doing messing with grapes?”’ 

The DeZavalas planted six plants of five varieties, and they all did 
well. Over the years they have added several rows of blackberries and 
raspberries that grow as big as marshmallows and as juicy as toma- 
toes. “People particularly like our blackberries because we have the 
thornless variety,” Rachel says. 

By late May, Lawrence is picking a few fresh blueberries for his 
morning cereal. This year has been cooler and wetter than most, and 


the berries are a 
little slow in 
turning from the 
dark red to dark 
blue. “You want 
to pick them 
when the berries 
are a silver 
blue,” she says. 

A good num- 
ber of the 
Climax blueber- 
ries were ripe by 
Memorial Day, 
followed by the 
Woodward blue- 
berries. The 

farm should have fresh berries through much of July. “Then in the heat 
of summer the grapes get ripe,” Rachel says. By Labor Day most of 
the fruit will have been picked. Then Rachel and her daughter make 
jellies and syrups that they sell. 

In addition to the berries, the DeZavalas also sell some vegetables 
from their garden to visitors. “We’ve cut back on the vegetables,” 
Rachel says. “Mainly we just grow for ourselves.” When they’re in sea- 
son, they will have squash, peas, beans, potatoes, and corn. “For 
some reason we’re having a bumper crop of potatoes this year,” she 
says. “Maybe Lawrence planted them at the right time of the moon 
this year.” 

The DeZavala farm is about two hours east of Austin off of TX 79. 
There is a sign and rows of grapevines at the road leading to the farm- 
house surrounded by tall trees on a slight hill overlooking a small 
pond. It is a beautiful place, and it’s easy to see why they decided to 
retire early. 

Rachel tells folks to come out whenever they want, but it’s cooler in 
the morning or evening. “Most folks still come out in the hottest part of 
the day,” she says. There is always an extra hat on the porch and lots of 
cold drinks. There is also a free taste of Lawrence’s homemade wine. 
“You’ve got to have a sample of wine,” Rachel says. “That’s part of pick- 
ing berries.” To find out what is available, call the farm at 979/828-4767.

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The Full Monty 

Arts on Real, through June 23 
Running time: 2 hr, 20 min 

Naughty Austin’s production of the Tony Award-nominated 
musical The Full Monty is a shining example of that which is 
great about community theatre: the varying levels of talent 
and the smorgasbord of backgrounds. Some of the players 
in this musical are seasoned actors; others 
are stepping onto a theatrical stage for the 
first time. The inexperienced ones, like Diane 
Beeler or Andy Agne, turn in performances 
that are matchless in their joy, while the 
experienced performers treat the audience to 
such fine talent as Betsy McCann’s first-rate 
voice, Quincy Kuykendall’s first-rate dancing, 
and Michelle Cheney’s first-rate character act- 
ing. Then there are those performers who are 
in between. Kirk Landson has plenty of experience on Austin 
nonmusical stages, but to quote his bio, “It’s been a few 
years (wink, wink) since his high school musical.” Therefore 
Landson’s lovely performance is accompanied by a shy smile 
and a slight incredulity. It actually makes him the most believ- 
able of the steel-workers-turned-strippers. On the Arts on 
Real stage, there is some awkwardness, and there is some 
jaw-dropping skill. Most importantly, there is generosity as 
this group delivers a fun night for its audience. 

The Full Monty is designed to please. The jokes are easy, 
and the plot is perfunctory. Six steel-mill workers in Buffalo, 
N.Y., are out of work and out of luck. Enter the plot devices. 
The main guy, Jerry, needs quick cash so that he doesn’t 
lose his son in a custody battle. The other guys need quick 
cash because, er, uh ... they, uh ... love their wives? At first, 
they are resistant to the idea of stripping, but in a short 


period of stage time, they 
jump that emotional hurdle in 
order to have some slapstick 
strip rehearsals. One character 
continually runs into walls. 

Another can’t dance. There is 
a scene where a black man 
nicknamed “Horse” frets about 
his average-sized member and 
another in which “Fat Bastard” 

Dave tries to minimize his 
gut by Saran-wrapping it. The 
script does have some honest 
moments of darkness. One 
scene is surprisingly moving 
thanks to Leslie Hethcox’s 
heartfelt delivery of a quiet 
melody over the backdrop of 
a funeral. But the attempts to 
force tension into the script 
become gratuitous by the 
end when Jerry gets cold feet for some completely minor 
reason, and his 10-year-old kid has to give him a pep talk. 
Thankfully, for the most part, The Full Monty sticks to its fun 
and fluffy premise. 

Walking into the theatre, one is greeted by industrial archi- 
tecture offset by a shimmery red curtain. It is a great visual 
setup. However, Naughty Austin’s production gets off to a 
clunky start. There are some awkward crowd scenes, some 
poorly delivered exposition, and some hesitant shuffle steps. 
Tom Andrew, who plays Jerry, is competent but not remark- 
able. His voice rarely commands the stage, and much of 
the beginning of the play rests on his shoulders. The show 
doesn’t pick up speed until halfway through the first act 
when Quincy Kuykendall turns in a showstopping rendition of 


“Big Black Man.” This number galvanizes the entire produc- 
tion. The audience goes wild. The cast is bolstered by the 
response. From there on out, the show is a good time. Walter 
Songer’s choreography shines in “Michael Jordan’s Ball” - a 
scene in which the six would-be strippers can’t wrap their 
minds around dance steps but can execute basketball drills. 

Naughty Austin’s The Full Monty offers a respectable level 
of character and kookiness. As for stripping down to nothing, 
word has it that the Broadway production didn’t quite deliver 
the full-frontal goods. At Arts on Real, one may not be sur- 
prised to learn, the audience really does get the full monty. 
And according to Naughty Austin’s Web site, six naked men 
merit a “strong PG-13” rating. In the spirit of this year’s the- 
atrical season, they’re Keeping It Naked. - Flannah Kenah

“Jeff Williams: Thickly Settled” 

Okay Mountain, through June 30 


As the first truly hot days of the year approach and air-conditioning 
units across town are cranked into action, the tinning of Jeff Williams’ 
exhibition “Thickly Settled” couldn’t be better. Williams, a current art- 
ist-in-residence at the Museum of Fine Arts, Houston’s Core Program, 
has blanketed an array of everyday objects in an electrostatic flock- 
ing fiber that looks a lot like dust of the window-unit AC variety. This 
brownish-gray grime covers everything from Venetian blinds to a 
houseplant to two large carpets scattered around the gallery. 

Williams’ work may be familiar from last summer’s installment 
of “New American Talent” at Arthouse. His Microwave maliciously 
hummed near the gallery entrance, a hole cut out of the appliance’s 
front door, potentially spewing radiation into the space. This dysto- 
pian take on modern conveniences carries over into “Thickly Settled,” 
with a wide range of potential meanings. My first take construed 
Williams’ installation as a postapocalyptic environment worthy of 
end-days science fiction: Is this what the world will look like once 
we’ve driven ourselves to extinction or been banished to live on the 
moon, underground, or someplace yet to be conjured by fantasy writ- 
ers? Could a polar shift or irreversible climate change trigger massive 
storms of household dust that eventually bury our civilization in piles 
of fluffy filth? Or should we take Williams’ message to be less dire 
and interpret these heaps of dust as a metaphor for some long-for- 
gotten room hidden in the recesses of our memories? A place once 
inhabited, now half-forgotten - a read reinforced by the fragmentary 
nature of Williams’ installation, which consists of isolated objects cob- 
bled into groups rather than a fully articulated representation of a room. 

Slice it another way, and “Thickly Settled” could be taken as smart 
commentary on the burden of consumption. The sheer amount of 


stuff with which we surround ourselves just creates, in the end, more 
maintenance work in our everyday existence. We might imagine this 
exhibition as a summoning forth of all of the dust that could ever 
accumulate on, for example, a single chair. Such a wealth of interpre- 
tive possibilities is a sure sign of great work. 

“Thickly Settled” is also notable in terms of craft, attention to 
detail, and hidden surprises. The color-blended flocking fiber quite 
successfully simulates dust, right down to small piles of the stuff 
mounded on a carpet. The effect is virtually seamless - no small feat 
in an installation of this size. Don’t forget to look up, or you’ll miss 
what appears to be one of Okay Mountain’s air vents similarly fes- 
tooned with dust. It’s a little bit of life transformed into art for what 
is, on all accounts, a great show. -Amanda Douberley

Lora Reynolds Gallery,

A diptych of a dove skeleton 
- one rendered in pencil on white 
paper, the other white on black 
paper - hangs in the back room 
of Lora Reynolds 
Gallery. The skel- 
etal rendering of 
Dove mimics the 
artist Tom Molloy’s 
Self-Portrait. In the 
front room, Frame 
presents another 
template for mass- 
produced objects. 

Everything except the decorative 
frame of the U.S. dollar bill is 
discarded in this collage. A white- 
washed miniature globe dangles 

in the center of the room. Only the colorful lines shared by neighboring nations are visible in 
Borderline. 

White signifies purity and innocence. 

Calligraphic characters removed from six sheets of paper identified as Arabic text of 
the Universal Declaration of Human Rights. The presentation is delicate, but it feels like a 
violent act. The titular piece, Lone Star, consists of 50 red stars replicated from a carnival 
shooting-card game arranged according to the stars of Old Glory. The destruction of the 
stars might suggest assassination attempts, the Red Scare, refusal of communist ideology, 
and efforts to remove Republican leadership in current U.S. representation. 

Red signifies valor and bravery. 

The press release states that “Molloy is careful to avoid overt arguments ... humanist 
rather than political.” There is no doubt that there are multiple tiers to interpreting the many 
symbols used in the show. However, the construction of a world map using a dollar bill and 
the diptych George to Osama , Osama to George identify Molloy’s incriminations as critical 
of current U.S. leadership. The skeletal investigations break down our interests in peace, 
liberty, and the pursuit of property. They can be either the structures for new beginnings or 
the decayed remnants of spoiled ideals. The incised works reveal our actions, reactions, 
and inactions toward our interests.

In marketing a foreign film about 
girls and soccer, Sony Pictures 
Classics bends like Beckham what 
is actually calm and thoughtful 
neorealism. This is not a “smart 
comedy illustrating the fight 
for women’s rights in Iran,” as 
the promotional material says 
(or even New Jersey, as dem- 
onstrated in Grade, that other 
girls’ soccer film out now). It’s 
way better than that, whatever 
that is. This is Iranian cinema 
at its most accessible: a bit 
slow even in its 92 minutes, 
with more environment than 
story, but deeply immersive and thought-provoking, and quite often 
funny. The setting is Tehran, at the qualifying match for the 2005 
World Cup, in a stadium where women are not allowed. Yet that 
doesn’t mean women aren’t there. Panahi’s camera follows one girl, 
disguised as a man, on a minibus thronged by hooligans, through a 
gauntlet of soldiers and checkpoints, and into the path of a scalper 
who won’t sell her a ticket at first because he perceives that she’s a 
woman - but then agrees to do it if she pays more. Once inside the 
grounds, we discover a makeshift holding pen of such girls captured 
- incorrigible female soccer freaks disguised by baggy pants and, in 
one case, a soldier’s uniform. “What devil got into you Tehran girls?” 
demands the soldier in charge (Samandar) of the intractable young 
women, who mouth off and trash-talk his beloved soccer super- 
star and countryman Khodada Azizi. Unable to explain why women 
shouldn’t be allowed into a stadium to see people kicking a ball 


around, the soldiers defend this risible policy to the point of futility. 
There’s a funny bit involving a trip to the bathroom, and in one lively 
moment the prisoners act out the game as commented by a soldier 
with a view of the action. This is as close as the prisoners - or the 
audience - get to witnessing an actual soccer game. Co-writer and 
director Panahi ( The White Balloon) strikes a perfect balance between 
farce and absurdist satire, but the film is much more low-key than its 
trailer suggests, and lurking at its margins is the specter of honor 
killings. (“I hope I find her before they do,” says a father, of his 
daughter’s brothers. “They’ll kill her.”) But its ruminations on secular 
Iranian nationalism are effectively couched within the characters, 
and the film, which won the Berlin Film Festival’s Silver Bear but is 
banned in Iran, has a refreshing slyness to it, as if it’s getting away 
with something too. - Marrit Ingman

Director Roth has accomplished the 
near impossible with Hostel: Part //: He’s 
crafted a vastly superior sequel to a film 
already considered something of a classic 
by genre aficionados, one that supercedes 
its predecessor’s sadistic entertainment 
quotient by orders of magnitude while 
also upstaging its own outrageous gore 
effects with a script that’s smart, vicious, 
and occasionally, gleefully subversive. 
Hostel: Part II will kick your ass, blow your 
mind, and then mount you with a rusty, 
barbed-wire strap-on, and to hell with 
the Astroglide. The first film followed a 
pair of randy American twentysomethings 
to Europe where, instead of finding the 
promised land of girls gone wild and copi- 


ous copulation, they ended up lured into 
a series of very bad ends in the former 
Eastern bloc country of Slovakia. The 
original and this sequel are both cunningly 
updated riffs on The Most Dangerous 
Game, with wealthy, usually Western men 
of means blowing their Christmas bonuses 
on the chance to slaughter helpless tour- 
ists in the anonymous safety of some 
abandoned Bratislavan backwater. Hostel: 
Part II ups the ante in every department. 
Instead of libidinous American machismo 
running amok, Roth has cast a female 
trio: Philips, German, and Welcome to the 
Dollhouse’s Matarazzo, whose character 
suffers a fate even worse than that of 
Dollhouse’s Dawn Wiener. More impor- 
tant, the script gives equal time to the 
bad guys (Bart and Burgi). The banality of 
evil, and the lengths to which such white- 
bread power brokers go to shore up their 
flagging egos, is a terrifying conceit that 
makes perfect, creepy sense. It’s an ambi- 
tious film, and, despite the over-the-top 
subject matter, it borders (very loosely) on 
the Hitchcockian in terms of incongruous 
yuks amidst all the ick. It’s not for every 
taste, and it’s unlikely the cultural arbiter 
the Rev. James Dobson and his Focus 
on the Family gang will want to focus on 
anything other than pillorying Roth for what 
I suspect they’ll regard as his part in the 
downfall of “traditional” family values. (In 
all honesty, though, I’m hoping for a Fox 
News-televised “flay-off ” between Dobson 


and Roth, a la Uwe Boll’s money-where- 
your-teeth-used-to-be boxing challenge, 
the most inspired critical sucker punch 
of 2006. Just as long as they keep it fair 
and balanced and, urn, flensy.) But, really, 
where else can you see the cameoing hor- 
ror director Ruggero Deodato ( Cannibal 
Holocaust) in such an - ahem - meaty 
role? Social commentary, gore galore, 
and a truly disturbing denouement: This 
is Roth’s best nightmare yet. (See p.58 of 
this week’s Screens section for an interview 
with Eli Roth , who was in Austin last week 
to present a sneak preview.)

I'M REED FISH

The ultimate indie self-indulgence, I'm 
Reed Fish is so weighed down in its own 
angst as to practically deserve its own 
genre. With a screenplay by Reed Fish, 
the film follows the coming-of-age tale of 
(that’s right) Reed Fish. Reed (the appeal- 
ing Baruchel, currently in theatres with 
Knocked Up) is a little boy lost. Orphaned 
when his father fell asleep while driving 
(an accident that killed Reed’s mother 
and her best friend as well), the boy- 
ish twentysomething has taken over his 
father’s small-town radio show. The town, 
a vague piney retreat by the name of Mud 
Meadows is quirky in that quaint way that 
exists only in the movies. Imagine Northern 
Exposure a lot less interesting. The whole 
town revolves around the radio show, and 
Reed lives in his late father’s shadow as 
he reports on overgrown hedges and miss- 
ing stop signs. Engaged to Kate (Bledel), 
the daughter of his late mother’s late best 
friend, Reed wanders through a charming 
little life full of quirky banter with various 
town residents, including the astrologically 
inclined mayor (Sagal), a cashier-cum- 
karate expert (Qualls), and a depressive 
bartender (Parnell). All’s well until an 
old high school friend, Jill (Fisk), returns 
from a stint at the University of Texas at 
Austin (an odd familiar detail amidst a 
sea of ambiguity) to “figure out her life.” 

But things are never so simple. Though 
occasional moments evoke a smile, and 
there’s maybe one dramatic scene that’s 
handled deftly, the spiraling self-reflection 
rapidly overwhelms the film. Using juvenile 
storytelling techniques, the movie rapidly 
disintegrates into a cheesy mess. About 
20 minutes in, the sound goes out and 
the camera pulls back. Suddenly we’re 
in a theatre and the projector has gotten 
stuck. In the audience is everyone who’s in 
the film. We realize that what we’re watch- 
ing is a movie that Reed is making about 
his life. Starring himself and everyone he 
knows. And this, mind you, all within the 
context of the actual movie that’s being 
written by the actual Reed Fish. Exhausted 
yet? You will be. I’m reminded of Tears and 
Laughter: The Joan and Melissa Rivers Story 
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with Joan and Melissa Rivers playing them- 
selves. A mistake then and a mistake now. 
As the “movie” begins again, it’s unclear 
if one should get reinvolved in anticipation 
of another narrative interruption. Perhaps 
in more experienced hands, this self-reflec- 
tion could achieve insight, but as director 
Adler’s first feature and Fish’s first pro- 
duced screenplay, this mess was better left 
inside the writer’s head. - Toddy Burton

What should have turned out as a ter- 



rific movie about the crime of spousal 
abuse has instead received the equivalent 
of a ham-handed molestation by director 
Mundhra. The film, which fictionalizes sev- 
eral aspects of this legal saga based on 
a true incident, tells the story of Kiranjit 
Ahluwalia (Rai), a Punjabi housewife in 
London, who after enduring 10 years of 
beatings and rape at the hand of her hus- 
band Deepak {Lost’s Andrews), burns him 
to death in his bed while he is asleep. 

The seemingly meek and passive Kiranjit 
is remanded to prison for murder, but 
as her appeal wends its way through the 
British legal system, the case becomes a 
precedent-setter for that country’s use of 
the battered-woman’s defense.

Furthermore, Mundhra, a filmmaker whose 
substantial career primarily comprises 
direct-to-video, softcore thrillers, delivers 
a work that is barely adequate in terms of 
its camera choices and shot compositions, 
pacing and editing. Provoked is addition- 
ally hobbled by the story’s episodic struc- 
ture that periodically inserts typewritten 
datelines for a journalistic effect, which 
only winds up disrupting any potential 
dramatic buildup. Bollywood superstar 
Rai, often referred to as the most beauti- 
ful woman in the world, tones down her 
stunning features and goes for a natural 
and unenhanced look (especially once 
inside prison). Unfortunately, her unvar- 
nished look also extends to her perfor- 
mance, which seems too mild and remote 
especially for Western audiences and a 
non-Bollywood feature that doesn’t call 
on her to parlay some of her best assets: 
singing and dancing. However, even though 
this is a British-made film, it’s impossible 
not to wonder how this story that stars 
the national treasure Rai plays in India 
and other Punjabi enclaves throughout 
the world. The situation calls to mind 
the 1984 American television film, The 
Burning Bed, starring beauty icon Farrah 
Fawcett and covering surprisingly similar 
material. Provoked 1 s women-in-prison 
aspect also disappoints, especially when 
gauged against the outrageousness of the 
American subgenre, although Richardson 
as Kiranjit’s cell mate Ronnie gives the 
film its only real vibrancy. Kiranjit, who 
claims she finally feels free in prison, 
receives a cliched version of the sisterhood- 
is-powerful theme and then vanishes again 
into the background. - Marjorie Baumgarten

SEVERANCE 

D: Christopher Smith; with Tim Mclnnerny, Darmy

Severance is a British horror-comedy 
that, from the get-go, has two distracting 
strikes against it. First, it arrives in the 
wake of Edgar Wright’s flat-out brilliant 
Shaun of the Dead, inarguably the finest 
commingling of ghastly horror and laugh- 
up-a-lung, cerebral slapstick since a naked 
American man stole a little boy’s balloons 
in John Landis’ An American Werewolf in 
London. Second, director Smith has off- 
handedly referred to his film as a “cross 
between The Office and Deliverance,” which 
to my mind is setting the scythe perhaps 
a tad too high. Whether he spoke in jest 
or not, the film just doesn’t reach those 
heights, although in its own way, it nets 
some near-Python-esque (as in Monty ) 
moments. These are moments of surreal, 
sometimes silly, humor that also manage 
an air of both forested menace (“There’s 
something in the woods!” one character 
repeatedly observes, a la Evil Dead ) and 
an increasing series of improbably amus- 
ing sequences of climactic overkill. The 
plot has the staff of Palisades Defence, a 
high-tech weapons manufacturer, traveling 
to Hungary for one of those ever-treacher- 
ous “team-spirit-building exercises” - or 
so they’ve been told. The Balkans seem a 
long way to go for such a pedestrian exam- 
ple of corporate yawns, but as it turns out, 
Palisades Defence was intimately connect- 
ed with the region back in the day, and not 
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in a good way, either. Hence, the bus must 
be abandoned in the middle of nowhere, a 
ruinous old house is discovered, and the 
staff takes up residence overnight. And 
then the killing begins. Smith’s direction 
is unfaultable, and the film moves along 
quickly, ricocheting from violence to ven- 
geance to outright survivalism, with comedy 
- some brilliant, some less so - underlying 
it all. Like the Britain of Tony Blair, it’s nei- 
ther bloody awful nor bloody great. Which 
isn’t to say, rest assured, that there isn’t 
plenty of blood. - Marc Savlov

SURF'S UP 

D: Ash Brannon, Chris Buck; with the voices ofShia 
LaBeouf, Jeff Bridges, looey Deschanel, Jon Heder, 
James Woods, Diedrich Bader. (PG, 85 min.) 

While the cartoon penguins of Surf's 
Up “hang six” and persevere (“Find a way 
’cause that’s what winners do”), Bridges re- 
creates the “Dude.” Four screenwriters are 
credited on this animated avian surf epic, 
which is most alive when its script calls for 
radio-friendly pop hits accompanying beauty 
footage of CGI waves. There’s nothing terri- 
bly wrong with Surf's Up, except maybe the 
part where one character calls another a 
“dirty trash can full of poop.” But the movie 
isn’t terribly robust, either. It provides a 
blandly determined surfer hero (teen titan 
LaBeouf), a cute girl lifeguard (Deschanel), 
and Chicken Joe (Heder), a Spicoli-esque 
sidekick who gets all the laughs. There’s 
a showboating villain (Bader) who knocks 
kids off their boards, training montages, 
and a contest - in the end, nothing outside 
the summer-movie formula and nothing 
to suggest the artisanship of four writers. 
The film’s nearly all-bird world is pleas- 
antly amusing - I liked Mario Cantone 
as a twitchy little sandpiper - and its 
mockumentary motif affords some laughs 
for parents, but really the movie is as eva- 
nescent as sea foam. Greater effort has 
been directed toward its marine visuals, 
which are truly lovely but should support a 
stronger story and more memorable char- 
acterizations. My 5-year-old companion had 
been wildly excited by the film’s previews 
but, upon seeing it opined, “This movie is 
almost as long as Cars." This was not a 
compliment. The stoner jokes and cameos 
by surf greats (Rob Machado, Kelly Slater) 
whizzed over his head yet amused the 
adults only fleetingly, though he cracked up 
when a big penguin gave a little penguin a 
golden shower to heal a stingray wound. 
Elsewhere in the film, characters go sled- 
ding in a volcano - an action set-piece that 
left us befuddled. Wasn’t it awfully hot in 
there for a penguin? And full of poisonous 
gases? No matter. - Marrit Ingman

O AWAY FROM HER 

D: Sarah Polley; with Julie Christie, Gordon Pinsent, 
Michael Murphy, Olympia Dukakis, Kristen Thomson, 
Wendy Crewson. (PG-13, 110 min.) 

If love is a mystery, its continuation is an even 
greater marvel. Although Fiona (Christie) and Grant 
(Pinsent) have been married for 44 years, Fiona 
is still a young woman when Alzheimer’s begins to 
efface her memories and mock her existence. It is 
her decision to move into an assisted-care facility, 
away from the life she shared with Grant, a retired 
professor who resists the decision. The casting of 
this film could not be more perfect. Based on a short 
story by Alice Munro, the film retains the author’s 
concise observations and unsentimental tone. Away 
From Her is all the more remarkable for having been 
written and directed by Polley, a Canadian actress- 
turned-director not yet out of her 20s and making her 
first feature film. Do not be deterred by anyone cal- 
lously describing Away From Her as “that Alzheimer’s 
film starring that old Dr. Zhivago beauty” or some 
such. This film is surely one of the year’s best.

Verhoeven returns to his native Netherlands 
after a 20-year sojourn in Hollywood, and the result 
is nothing like Showgirls. Just so we’re clear. Black 
Book ( Zwartboek ) resurrects themes from 1977 ’s 
Soldier of Orange, a heroic thriller about Dutch 
resistance to Nazi occupation. Black Book is more 
morally shaded, its sympathies divided among indi- 
viduals rather than ideologies: It is an evenhanded 
consideration of collusion and resistance, evil and 
good, and the people in between. Verhoeven mines 
the resistance movement for Dutch nationalism 
and anti-Semitism; some characters are simply 
misguided by impossible love. Still, Verhoeven can 
be philosophical yet perverse, lofty yet earthy. All 
of this unfolds with characteristic Verhoeven spec- 
tacle: At 16 million Euros, Black Book is the most 
expensive Dutch production to date, and what’s in 
the budget is on the screen. The action set-pieces, 
double crosses, and narrow escapes are hand- 
somely mounted and suspenseful as a Saturday 
matinee.

Adapted from Tracy Letts’ highly regarded 
off-Broadway play, this disturbing love story about 
two damaged people who come to share the 
same paranoid fantasy in a secluded motel room 
isn’t the horror film you’ve been led to believe 
it is. Sure, the idea of microscopic vermin bur- 
rowing into the bodies of these lovers is enough 
to set your teeth on edge, but the emotional 
underpinnings of the narrative and the steady 
stream of dialogue get in the way of something 
much more visceral and terrifying. Friedkin ( The 
Exorcist) amps up the action with a couple of gory 
set-pieces, but those scenes seem extraneous to 
the psychological terror that is the core of Letts’ 
play.

Dad (Mulroney), 
a former soccer-star-turned-obsessive-dad, is 
consumed with training his three boys to play his 
beloved game. Meanwhile, the women in the fam- 
ily, consisting of mom (Elisabeth Shue) and Gracie 
(Schroeder), get shoved to the sidelines. There’s a 
lot of angry prejudice toward women playing soccer 
in the film and a semifun Footloose-e sque scene 
in which Gracie petitions the school board for the 
freedom to play. But melodrama reigns supreme 
as the film disintegrates into predictability.

Jindabyne, 
however, never manages to get its relationships

When he meets Alison (Heigl), a 
beautiful, blond, buxom, impossible dream of a 
woman, and unwittingly impregnates her during a 
one-night stand, it’s clear his introduction to the 
world of adult accountability is going to be messy. 
Like most of Apatow’s work, Knocked Up walks a 
perilous line between sarcasm and sentimental- 
ity, and though it’s extremely funny in bursts, the 
movie flirts once too often with schmaltz before 
toppling into melodrama in its third act. The fault 
lies as much with Apatow’s casting as his writing. 
Rogen may have a gift for deadpan one-liners, but 
he doesn’t have the skills to carry a movie with 
this many emotional peaks and valleys.

His Holiness the 14th Dalai Lama of Tibet, who 
goes by the handle of Tenzin Gyatso, is more like a 
holy Muppet. (He has the rasp and the intonation 
of your lovable furry friend Grover.) The spiritual 
and political leader of Tibet, though chased into 
exile at the base of the Indian Himalayas, is one 
happy dude - smiling and laughing even as he 
describes the “cultural genocide” perpetrated 
against his people by China and suggesting “more 
picnics” as a prescription for world peace. A lama 
for the 21st century, His Holiness has an e-mail 
address and is fascinated by quantum physics 
and mechanical objects, which he disassembles 
and studies for pleasure; in one stretch of his 
too-frequent voiceover, Ray tells us the Dalai Lama 
believes there is intelligent life on other planets. 
There’s a little too much of Ray in the mix, and the 
documentary occasionally lapses into travelogue 
format.

In Boyle’s wickedly DIY prequel, a lethal, highly 
communicable “rage virus” turned most of the 
citizenry into bloodthirsty savages, while the film 
smartly riffed on everything from contemporary 
fears of unchecked biogenetic engineering to the 
steadily eroding popular trust in No. 10 Downing 
St. (not to mention 1600 Pennsylvania Ave.). As 
in real life, things are much, much worse now. 
London is dead, and the zombified hordes have 
eaten everyone in sight and finally starved to 
death. Enter Special Forces sniper Doyle (Renner), 
who, although he and his men have been assured 
the plague has died out, discovers, along with Don 
(Carlyle) and his young son, Andy (Muggleton), that 
viruses are hard to kill. 28 Weeks Later, with its 
panic-paced sequences of graphic, random violence 
and a narrative thrust that rockets along at the 
speed of terror, has several hard-to-shake scenes 
but is no classic.

VACANCY

Vacancy is a creepy, well-executed exercise in 
back-roads paranoia. Wilson and Beckinsale play 
a variation on the old bickering couple theme who, 
after nearly killing themselves trying to avoid the 
overemployed critter-in-the-road gambit, are forced 
to check in to the rundown motel of nutty Mason 
(Whaley) only to find they’re pawns (pawns, I tell you!) 
in a horrific game of decidedly deadly cat and mouse 
between management and guests. Antal directed a 
far more interesting bit of cinematic weirdness (in the 
good sense, I mean) by the name of Kontroll a few 
years back. That film mined the innate subterranean 
suspense of the Budapest metro for every single kilo 
of mystery it could get its paws on. Vacancy, which 


mixes bits of Psycho with Sliver and still manages to 
come up wanting, works best when it slows down to 
catch its breath - which it doesn’t do nearly enough.

Shelly’s last movie, Waitress, which she wrote, 
directed, and co-stars in, is authentically weird and 
doesn’t fit the romantic-comedy mold, but some- 
how it’s a sunnier and more playful film than many 
that do - despite a storyline about an unplanned 
pregnancy, various affairs, spousal abuse, mater- 
nal ambivalence, and food-service employment. 

All this, yet Waitress is a delightful and optimistic 
comedy about getting past your mistakes and mak- 
ing the best of life. TV’s Felicity no more, Russell 
is all business as Jenna, a fiercely pragmatic diner 
waitress ground down by an oafish husband (Sisto) 
and saddled with morning sickness. She pours her 
emotions into the pies she bakes each day - whim- 
sical creations filmed with such pastry lust that the 
movie has its own “pie gaffer.” The movie doesn’t 
stand in judgment of its characters, and its breezy 
tone and ultimately affirming message should 
please comedy fans with an appreciation for the 
offbeat.

If Jimmy Webb’s name doesn’t ring a bell, 
perhaps “By the Time I Get to Phoenix,” 

“Wichita Lineman,” and/or “MacArthur Park” 
will help. Waylon, Willie, Cash, and Kristofferson 
hit No. 1 on the country charts with his "The 
Highwayman,” and the diverse dossier of those 
who have recorded Webb’s tunes includes Tony 
Bennett, R.E.M., and Reba McEntire. In recent 
years, his book Tunesmith: Inside the Art of 
Songwriting has become a sensation for the 
natural and personal way he guides the reader 
through the process. 

“Songwriting isn’t something that can be 
taught,” he acknowledges from his home on 
Long Island, N.Y. “But it’s something you can 
coach. It’s like golf; there’s always room for 
improvement. I don’t mind being called a song- 
writing coach. I’ve had hundreds of people 
thanking me for writing that book, and my reac- 
tion is ‘What a fantasy.’ I wrote it hoping that it 
would help people with their songwriting, and it 
actually has done that.” 

Speaking to a master of the craft, we 
couldn’t pass up the chance to ask where he 
thinks songs come from. “As in a lot of ques- 


tions about songwriting, there’s more than one 
answer,” he claims. “One of them is that you 
can follow the rules for constructing a song the 
way a contractor follows a blueprint for a house. 
It is a construction. You could build a song. It 
would be a good song, but it might not be a 
great song. 

“Greatness comes from a kind of spiritual 
component that in my own songs I’ve always 
identified, because I believe in God. I’m not 
particularly religious, but I do believe in a higher 
power. I believe it is in art that that higher power 
communicates with human beings. This is such 
a universal concept, from William Blake to J.S. 
Bach. We have so many examples of geniuses 
in the musical field, and in art in general, who 
felt they were being guided by other sources of 
inspiration and power. 

“It amounts to empirical evidence that there 
is some spiritual side to the artistic process. 

The way I translate it is that I always have a col- 
laborator. I never write by myself even when I’m 
by myself. There’s a ghostwriter that rides beside 
me on this trip through life.” -Jim Caligiuri

PROTESTING HIGH PROPERTY TAXES 

My property taxes are outrageously high. How can I 
challenge the high property taxes? 

File a written protest. A written notice of 
protest will be considered valid if it identifies the 
owner, the property being protested, and clearly 
indicates that you disagree with the appraisal 
district’s decision. An easy way to file a written 
protest is to download and submit the Protest 
Form provided by the Travis County Appraisal 
District (www.traviscad.org/formlist.htm) . 

Keep in mind that there is a deadline to file 
a notice of protest of your property’s value. As a 
general rule, the deadline will be the later of the 
following dates: 1) May 31 or 2) 30 days after 
the appraisal district mails a notice of appraised 
value (note that it’s not when you received the 
notice; rather, it is when the notice was mailed, 
so be sure to look at the correct date). There are 
a handful of exceptions that would allow people 
to file a late protest (full-time military, off-shore 
workers, etc.). 

Not sure whether you want to protest your 
property taxes? Some of the factors the Texas 
Comptroller’s Office suggests a property owner 
should consider to determine whether a protest 
would be appropriate include: 

Is the property valued unequally when com- 
pared with other property in the appraisal district? 

Did the appraisal district deny a relevant exemp- 
tion (homestead exemption, disabled veteran 
exemption, etc.)? 

Do the appraisal records show an incorrect 
owner or identify the wrong property? 

Is the property being taxed by the wrong taxing 
units (i.e., the tax records show the property in the 
incorrect school district)? 

If the answer to any of these questions is yes, 
the property owner may want to give consideration 
to protesting the property’s value for property-tax 
purposes. Read next week’s column for tips on how 
to prepare a good argument for a tax-value protest.

PUTTHE BRAKES ON SUDDEN STOPS 


NOTICE TO ALL PERSONS 
HAVING CLAIMS AGAINST 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

If one anticipates stopping at 100 yards 
when the light ahead turns red, should one 
continue at speed and then press firmly one 
time when near the light to stop, should one 
intermittently and repetitively press firmly 
to slow down incrementally, or should one 
ride the brakes with light pressure or coast to 
gradually slow down and then stop if the light 
remains red or accelerate if it turns green? 
Does it damage the brake lining or brake cyl- 
inders to coast with continuous light pressure 
or “ride the brakes”? - Gerald 

RAY: When you see a red light 100 
yards ahead, Gerald, the proper thing to 
do is take your foot off the accelerator and 
start coasting to slow down. Continuing to 
accelerate once you see a red light ahead 
just wastes gas. 

TOM: Then, when you’re a reasonable 
distance from actually having to stop the 
car, apply the brakes gently so that, if pos- 
sible, you come to a stop right at the light, 
without ever having to change the amount 
of pressure you put on the brake pedal. 

RAY: In other words, if you push the 
brake pedal 25% of the way down, ideally 
keeping it pressed 25% of the way down 
should bring you to a complete stop exact- 
ly where you want to stop. That means 
you’ve braked perfectly. 

TOM: That’s the ideal, anyway. Don’t be 
afraid to adjust the brake pedal and push 
harder if you’ve estimated wrong! But in 
general, you want to brake as gently and 
smoothly as possible. 

RAY: Why should you do it this way? So 
your passengers don’t get carsick or bump 
their heads on the dashboard. 

TOM: Well, those are very important 
considerations. But it’s also better for the 
car. When you brake suddenly, you put 
stress on lots of other components. For 
instance, you cause the car’s nose to dip, 
which makes the suspension work harder. 
And you can overheat the brake rotors, 
which leads to warping. 

RAY: Plus, you surprise the cars behind 
you, which is never a good idea. 

TOM: So, start coasting when you 
know you’re going to have to stop, and 
then brake as smoothly as you can, using 
gentle, constant pressure. Your brake and 
suspension guys may miss their next boat 
payments, but your passengers and fellow 
drivers will thank you, Gerald.
